Love and Creation 

An approach to the SXSW Film Festival

This issue of the Chronicle is dated Friday, 
March 7 - the opening night of the SXSW 
Film Festival, which kicks off the 10 days of 
South by Southwest 08. It’s too late to stop 
now. My helmet is on; I’m bundled in and 
ready to go. Last week’s Chronicle was the 
Interactive issue; next week’s will feature The 
Austin Chronicle readers’ Music Poll results, 
as well as extensive coverage of SXSW Music. 
This week is about Film. 

There will also be three special SXSW daily 
Chronicle issues, Thursday-Saturday, March 
13-15. And please don’t forget the annual 
Austin Music Awards celebration at the Austin 
Music Hall, Wednesday, March 12! 

Under the leadership of the amazing Matt 
Dentler, along with the SXSW Film team - 
Jarod Neece, Lya Guerra, Stephanie Noone, 
Charlie Sotelo, Hiliary Kerby, and many 
others who work with them - the SXSW 
Film Festival has become among the most 
prominent in the country. Our very large 
extended family came together about three 
decades back in three basic ways: as film 
students at the University of Texas, working 
for the Daily Texan, and/or hanging out at 
Raul’s, Austin’s punk and New Wave club. 
Despite varied backgrounds, in general we 
shared certain passions, film being one of 
the most prominent. SXSW Film was begun 
out of love for film but with limited expecta- 
tions. Now Team Dentler has so raised the 
event to a level that earns it national respect 
and attention.

One of the best ways to navigate any film 
festival, including SXSW Film (and which 
works as well for SXSW Music), is to go to see 
movies and/or bands you don’t know. It’s not 
just taking a chance on the new and different: 
Often, larger lines can be avoided and getting 
in is easier. The pleasure of discovery in itself 
is great. Dogtown and Z-Boys, one of the best 
films I’ve seen at Sundance, was just such an 
accident. I went because I could get in, and it 
blew me away! 

Following are some outstanding films play- 
ing the SXSW Film Festival that might not be 
as immediately prominent as others. This list 
is a celebration of conflict of interest: Prior to 
the Festival, I don’t watch that many films; 
most of these were made by friends, are on 
topics I’m interested in, or were actually made 
with my involvement. If you want to rant, why 
bother reading any more? But I promise you, 
as much as anything can be promised when 
dealing with an area so completely defined by 
personal taste, that not one of these films will 
be any less than fascinating. 

“The documentary that left the strongest 
impression is ‘The Order of Myths,’ Margaret 
Brown’s examination of the history and pres- 
ent-day reality of the segregated worlds of 
Mardi Gras in Mobile, Ala. Handsomely shot 
and intelligently edited, with none of the 
maddening sloppiness that distorts too many 
nonfiction projects, the film explores the secret 
societies, the fancy-dress balls and the celebra- 
tory parades for a story that is at once very site- 
specific and seemingly simple and as big and 
richly complex as the United States itself.” 

- New York Times film critic Manohla Dargis, 
closing her wrap-up of Sundance 2008 

The Order of Myths: This film by Margaret 
Brown is one of the best works on modem 
race relationships in the South that I’ve 
ever encountered. Having worked to produce 
Brown’s last film, Townes Van Zandt: Be Here 
to Love Me, I am an assistant producer on 
this one. I had no creative involvement with 
the film itself. I’m recommending this film 


because it is so extraordinary, not because 
I’m on the production team; the reason for 
the latter is the former. 

It wasn’t until after college that I lived in 
the South. Nothing I had read, no movie 
watched or song listened to in any way had 
really prepared me for the experience. There 
were many surprises; completely unexpected 
was the nature and texture of modern, gen- 
teel race relations among blacks and whites. 
There is an enormous body of work on those 
relationships when they are at their worst - 
details of bmtality, oppression, systemic legal 
segregation, the Klan, federal intervention, 
resistance, the stmggle for civil rights, and 
violence, all accompanied by overblown, pro- 
foundly unhealthy basic misunderstandings 
and misconceptions on all sides. Remarkably 
undocumented are the very real, basically 
uneventful, day-to-day situations, personal 
relationships, interdependence, cooperation, 
castelike separation, and clearly distinguished 
social roles (in terms of both the structure 
and possibilities) of the modern South. 

The Order of Myths is not a cinematic essay, 
nor is it a polemic on race or a document of 
good guys vs. bad guys. It goes much deeper 
and is far more comprehensive and thought- 
provoking. In the heyday of the civil rights 
movement, I knew many Northern whites 
who were active in protests. Few of them had 
any close black friends who were not political 
allies. In the South I discovered that it was the 
exception rather than the rule to meet a per- 
son of either race who did not have ongoing, 
comfortable relationships with members of the 
other race. This is not to argue for a utopian 
fantasy of Southern race relationships or ignore 
the very history and ongoing consequences of 
slavery and Jim Crow. It is to argue, however, 
that any kind of one- or two-dimensional take 
on Southern race relations does a disservice 
not only to all of those in the South but to any- 
one from elsewhere who digests such material 
as though it is factual and accurate. 

Finally, don’t trust me; read Manohla 
Dargis’ quote above. 

The Black List: Elvis Mitchell, the finest and 
smartest of interviewers, talks to 20 African- 
Americans who are prominent in a variety of 
fields about their lives and achievements. The 
story is very much about being black in mod- 
em America, but it also proves to be a series 
of fascinating portraits of people. In many 
ways, though not directly, The Order of Myths 
and this film complement each other. 


Oops! In last week's Screens fea- 
ture “Down the Rabbit Hole," we quoted 
GameLayers’ Merci Grace as saying, in 
reference to investment in her company’s 
products, “We’ll be selling attention but 
at the expense of the player.” In fact, 

Grace said, “We’ll be selling attention but 
not at the expense of the player.” The 
Chronicle regrets the error. 

Dreams With Sharp Teeth: Even taking into 
account how many awards Harlan Ellison has 
won and how many honors he has received, 
I’ve always thought if he were just a little less 
talented, Ellison might be even more famous. 
Because he is so good at so many things and 
beyond prolific, his output tends to normalize 
itself. There is so much greatness there that it 
lessens the shining. 

This documentary on Ellison captures 
much of the man and his story. One of the 
great short-story writers of modem times, he 
has written titles (“I Have No Mouth and I 
Must Scream”) that are better than anything 
in lesser writers’ entire output. Simply bring- 
ing up “A Boy and His Dog” invokes too 
much material to cover here. The Glass Teat 
and The Other Glass Teat, his collections of 
his television criticism, are sharp, knowl- 
edgeable, observant, politically and socially 
critical; there is no way not to find this work 
brilliant, even though I disagree with some of 
his primary aesthetic assumptions about tele- 
vision. It doesn’t matter whether or not you 
agree with him, because, as with the very best 
critics, he forces his readers to think. It is not 
an overstatement to point out that Ellison’s 
cultural criticism was a major influence on 
many media critics who followed. 

Ellison was an early and important supporter 
of cyber-punk. Its direct ancestry can be traced 
to Dangerous Visions, an anthology of ground- 
breaking science fiction he edited (followed 
by two other Vision anthologies). Dangerous 
Visions influenced - and continues to influ- 
ence - the whole science-fiction field. Though 
the book is bedecked with great stories, much 
of its genius lies in Ellison’s introductions, 
which, as with his TV criticism, influenced a 
couple of generations of writers - by no means 
limited to those who wrote science fiction. 

Ellison’s output makes “prolific” seem a 
slacker term and includes more than 1,000 
short stories, as well as screenplays, creative 
consultation on the science-fiction TV series 
The Twilight Zone (1980s version) and Babylon

5, literary and media criticism, TV scripts, 
comic books, speeches, political activities, and 
who knows what else. As important in ways is 
the fully engaged and romantic life he’s led, not 
to mention many strong opinions that he has 
never been shy about sharing. A biographical 
film focused solely on Ellison’s life couldn’t 
contain but a fraction of it, but when you begin 
to consider him as a cultural force or contem- 
plate his influences, it becomes overwhelming. 

This film is terrific. There is a lot about 
Ellison in it - but, more importantly, there’s 
a lot of Ellison in it, the latter helping to illu- 
minate the former. 

I admit it is snarky and sophomoric to 
have the organizing conceit of this piece be 
how he is unappreciated, as appreciated as he 
is, but I just can’t shake the feeling. 

The Toe Tactic: When I read the script for 
The Toe Tactic, I found myself being taken to 
someplace wonderful, mysterious, and totally 
unique. I tried to be of some small help in 
getting the film made, mosdy because I really 
wanted to see it. In a pedestrian way, without 
realizing it, I was hoping that filming would 
shrink the script into a much more familiar 
narrative. Instead, if anything, filmmaker Emily 
Hubley added more layers to the film. This 
isn’t hippie, self-indulgent nonsense or a work 
that you can’t help but think no one has less 
of an idea what it is about than the filmmaker. 
On the contrary, it is fresh film that plays 
with texture and narrative layering, marrying 


dreaming, memory, and reality into a different 
space entirely. Filled with completely indi- 
vidualized characters, the wonderful cast turns 
in consistently strong performances. T he Toe 
Tactic, the story of a woman and her father, is 
about love - the dream of love, the imagination 
of love - and creation - creating art, reality, the 
past, our future, what is in front of us, as well 
as what is behind us. 

Hori Smoku Sailor Jerry: Legendary tattoo 
artist Sailor Jerry is widely regarded as one of 
the first to introduce Asian and Eastern influ- 
ences into American tattooing. Here at the 
Chronicle, there is a special and deep affection 
for Sailor Jerry, because one of the people he 
taught to tattoo, nurtured, and mentored was 
Michael Malone (aka Rollo Banks). Banks took 
over the legendary China Sea Tattoo shop in 
Honolulu after Jerry’s death. Sailor Jerry was a 
fascinating character, and in this documentary, 
his life and adventures are related by many of 
the best tattoo artists. A true pirate adventurer, 
he lived by his own rules, talent, and outrage, 
running with an equally crazed crew. It wasn’t 
until seeing this film that I realized he had 
been a character in a Derinis the Menace comic 
strip. The film is loaded with stories, tattoo 
lore, and a lot of great body art. 

To those who feel that even for me this 
column has gone too far into the self-serving, 
I want to point out that not only do I not gain 
anything if you go to these films but that if you 
do and don’t like them, I lose as well. ■

Straining the Code of Conduct 

Dear Editor, 

Last week, an ethics complaint against the 
campaign of John Lipscombe, candidate for 
County Court at Law No. 8, was filed for ille- 
gally using Mr. Lipscombe’s wife, sitting Judge 
Jan Breland, in his campaign. The Judicial 
Code of Conduct prevents sitting judges from 
publicly endorsing any political candidate. The 
Lipscombe campaign vigorously defended itself 
by saying they knew there was a problem and 
thought they had managed to find a way around 
the Judicial Code of Conduct by putting Judge 
Breland’s name on one Web page but not 
another or by listing her as a judge in one place 
but not everyplace. This legalistic maneuvering 
strains the Code of Conduct. 

The dangerous effect of this maneuvering is 
obvious. Supporters, afraid of publicly endors- 
ing the campaign of Mr. Lipscombe’s opponent, 
Carlos Barrera, are fearful of retribution from a 
powerful judge if they have business in her court 
or even at the county attorney’s office where Mr. 
Lipscombe works. 

Advertising their husband-wife relationship, a 
husband and wife who would control one-fourth 
of all courts at that level, in a Chronicle ad, 
should be a warning to everyone. 

The thing is that we abide by rules: running 
for office or serving as judge, just as we have 
to abide by rules when we drive cars or play a

Shocked at Lack of Literacy 

To the editor, 

I am a 19-year-old English major attending 
Austin Community College. Every day I find 
myself more shocked and disturbed by the lack 
of literacy among high school graduates and 
college students, and I believe that much of the 
problem comes from how English is taught in 
high school. 

My first-year high school English teacher, 
D’Anne Farmer, told our class that due to the 
Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills 
testing material, she was forced to teach a cur- 
riculum that included writing and reading but 
not grammar. In an attempt to offset the lack of 
essential grammar taught by the curriculum, she 
kept our class working from bell to bell, every 
day of the school year, without a single “free 
day” or 10-minute break, so that she could cram 


a mere five to 10 minutes of basic grammar 
rules into our class time each day. 

Even despite the efforts of Farmer and other 
teachers like her, I graduated in May 2006 along- 
side a large number of students who had such 
poor grammar skills that they were still writing 
run-on sentences and using apostrophes when 
they wanted to make words plural. 

I strongly feel that our education system 
needs to stop worrying about standardized tests 
and start working to make sure our youth can 
have a firm grasp on the basic rules of our lan- 
guage before they have to start writing 10-page 
research papers once they get into college.

The big news was election turnout: Travis County 
Democrats turned out in such numbers, both for 
primary-day voting and precinct conventions, that 
the crowds nearly overwhelmed the process - a 
festival of democracy all over town. The dust is far 
from settled, but Hillary Clinton revived her 
Democratic presidential campaign with wins in 
Rhode Island, Ohio, and Texas, while Barack Obama 
won Vermont and still claims an overall lead in con- 
vention delegates. (John McCain wrapped up the 
GOP nomination.) In Travis County, Obama won big, 
as did (in closely watched races) Congressional 
District 10 Dem Larry Joe Doherty, District 46 state 
Rep. Dawnna Dukes, and Tax Assessor-Collector 
Nelda Wells Spears. In the abbreviated Travis Co. 
district attorney race, Rosemary Lehmberg will face 
Mindy Montford in an April 8 run-off. For reams of 
primary coverage, see p.30. 

And another election looms: Monday, March 10, is 
the deadline for candidates to file for the May elec- 
tion for City Council. Austin Independent 
School District board, and Austin Community 
College board; see p.22.

City Manager Marc Ott named Robert Goode to a 
new, fifth assistant city manager position at his 

inaugural council meeting Thursday, Feb. 28, signaling 
a city management reorganization. Like Ott, Goode 
comes to Austin from the city of Fort Worth, where he 
served as director of Transportation & Public Works. 
Here, he’ll oversee the departments of Aviation, Public 
Works, and Solid Waste Services, with responsibilities 
for Transportation, as well. Aviation and Public Works 
were previously the responsibility of ACM Rudy Garza; 
ACM Bert Lumbreras oversaw Solid Waste Services. 
Austin's other two ACMs are Michael McDonald and 


Laura Huffman. Both Huffman and Garza were recently 
passed over by council in the hiring of a new city man- 
ager. Additionally, Ott named Roger Duncan, a recog- 
nized authority on green power programs, to the 
vacant general manager position at Austin Energy. 
Duncan previously led AE's award-winning Green 
Building program; he has also overseen strategic 
planning, governmental relations, energy conservation, 
and air-quality efforts for the city-owned utility. The 
Austin Climate Protection Plan set ambitious energy- 
use reduction goals for AE; meeting those will be 
among Duncan’s key responsibilities.

Mayor Will Wynn formally pled no contest to an 
assault charge Tuesday, stemming from a 2006 inci- 
dent where he physically ejected purported party 
crasher Luke Johnson from his Downtown condo; in a 
signed statement, Johnson described the “contact as 
offensive and provocative." Wynn posted a $500 
bond, paid $68 in court costs, and - pending 20 
hours of community service or private counseling 
between now and May - should have the charge dis- 
missed. “I pled no contest to a class C misdemeanor 
from 2006,” said Wynn in a press statement. “I'm 
glad that this process has been resolved, and I, of 
course, will comply with the judge’s order and have 
this charge dismissed.” - Wells Dunbar 

The Tfavis Co. Green 
Party has announced its consolidated precinct conven- 
tion will be held at 7pm on Tuesday, March 11, at the 
Brick Oven Restaurant, 1209 Red River.

If you survived your precinct convention 
last night - and Chronicle colleagues have been 
wandering in or e-mailing one another all day 
retelling “mine was worse/better than yours” 
stories - consider it a badge of political honor. 
I know you couldn’t all have been at Precinct 
135 (by popular acclaim, of course, the very 
best precinct in town), but it sure seemed like it. 
My favorite moments had little to do specifically 
with Obama or Clinton, or indeed with “poli- 
tics” as conventionally conceived at all. They 
were instead moments of camaraderie and newly 
met friendship, of little kids cheerfully passing 
candy or potato chips or pizza slices (far too few) 
down the line, and of calling friends and fellow 
reporters at other precincts and finding them 
happily stuck as well in astounding crowds. 

“This is history,” was a common refrain 
among clusters of voters, most of whom said 
they had never caucused for a candidate or the 
party before. “We’re making history.” 

So we did. And whatever finally happens in 
the delegate count, Texas Democrats proudly 
came out to vote, and then to caucus, by the 
hundreds of thousands (incomplete figures sug- 
gest that more Democrats attended the precinct 
conventions than Republicans voted, altogether, 
in the statewide primary). If that energy and 
passion can somehow be bottled and preserved 
through the summertime, to be duly reactivated 
in November, it could well provide the grass- 
roots mandate without which no government 
can be truly legitimate. It’s been a weather-beat- 
en refrain of party officials for two decades that 
if most registered Democrats actually came out 
to vote, they could not only win more elections 
but could determine the public agenda, in Texas 
and nationwide; let’s hope that the current wave 
of enthusiasm finally proves them true. 

Clear as Mud 

That said, and celebrated, it would appear 
that we remain in a familiar Democratic muddle 
and are likely to remain so for at least a couple 
more months, perhaps even until the August 
National Convention. Last night Clinton made 
a proud resurgence here and in Ohio, but the 
delegate lead and therefore the strategic advan- 
tage still belongs to Obama. (Indeed, when the 
caucus dust clears, likely as not he will have 
narrowly bested her in Texas delegates.) They 
continue to wrestle over “superdelegates,” and 
Pennsylvanians, who vote in late April, can 
expect an up-close-and-personal campaign that 
will make Ohio and Texas look like tea parties. 
The Clinton camp has been floating various 
proposals to count the premature Florida and 
Michigan primaries - ruled out of bounds and

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basically off the ballot by party rules 
- but the only fair way to include 
those states, frankly, would be to 
hold new primaries, and if that’s 
going to happen, the machinery bet- 
ter begin to move soon. 

Democrats should be righteously 
happy to have two such strong 
and inspiring candidates, although 
the longer the contest proceeds, 
the more likely both sides are to 
resort to the sort of negative cam- 
paigning that dampens turnout 
and poisons the atmosphere - but 
swings votes. Clinton’s “ringing red 
phone at 3am” ad (reportedly pro- 
duced by Austinite Roy Spence) is 
being applauded by pundits as one 
weapon that must have hit home 
in the last two weeks - but if so, 
it’s precisely the kind of “national 
security” fearmongering that has 
so disfigured the Bush presidency 
and its politics, and if this is the 
way Clinton intends to win, she can 
count on being out- terrorized by 
John McCain and the GOE

Thus far, the predictable polar- 
ization of any political campaign 
has been relatively mild, with 
Obamanites muttering darkly about 
“old-school” Dem politics and 
Clintonoids sneering condescend- 
ingly about “naive movement lib- 
erals.” If that’s as bad as it gets (I 
except anonymous blog postings, 
the cyber-highway waste-bile of the 
modem era), we might still succeed 
in moving the public conversation 
back toward the middle by fall, suf- 
ficiently to elect a Democrat and 
thereby return progressive politics 
to at least a seat at the White 


House table - and raise at least the 
serious possibility of ending the 
brutal, immoral, and illegal war 
on Iraq. Those are reasons enough 
to attempt to keep peace in the 
Democratic family. 

Work in Progress 

Much closer to home, the Travis 
County races didn’t deliver many 
surprises, and my news colleagues 
were buzzing about town and on 
cell phones all evening to bring the 
juicy details home to you (coverage 
starts on p.30). Certainly the impas- 
sioned turnout was the biggest story. 
Others included the considerable 
poundings delivered to their oppo- 
nents by incumbents Tax Assessor- 
Collector Nelda Wells Spears (I bet 
you now know more about that 
obscure office than you ever thought 
knowable) and state Rep. Dawnna 
Dukes (emerging bruised a bit but 
unbowed, if perhaps a little more 
Craddick-wary). The Congressional 
District 10 victory for Larry Joe 
Doherty must have raised a few eye- 
brows (especially hereabouts) after 
all that work Dan Grant did to gamer 
all those Democratic club endorse- 
ments in Austin and Houston. “Just 
remember,” one seasoned pol coun- 
seled me last night, “endorsements 
don’t vote.” 

And we’re not quite done. While 
we wait for Pennsylvania, like 
Godot, Travis Co. district attorney 
candidates Rosemary Lehmberg 
and Mindy Montford will be filling 
the cable channels with their stem, 
ingratiating faces for another month. 
Voting for prosecutors is a little like 
stockpiling weaponry; you’d rather 
not keep the things around at all, 
but they come in handy when you 
need them, and they’d better be 
in working order. That race will 
come down to a choice between 
seasoned experience and youthful 
energy for change; seems like we’ll 
be brooding over that vexatious 
debate subject at least for several 
more months. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Singling Out Council

One of the tortured arguments during the bloodletting 
over single-member districts at City Council last week 
went like this: The city risks changing its election sys- 
tem from the so-called “gentlemen’s agreement" 
(unofficially ensuring two minority seats) without know- 
ing certainly what the outcome would be. Never mind 
that the agreement is both arbitrary and unenforceable 

- but hey, that's not to say we can’t create a new one if 
we make the switch! 

You could spend hours untangling that knot alone. 

Or how about the deep historical ironies at work - 
namely, African-American City Council Member Sheryl 
Cole’s passionate defense of a system instituted years 
ago to simultaneously install - and marginalize - 
African-American council members. 

As Austin was reminded through a widely disseminat- 
ed e-mail from San Antonio attorney David Van Os - 
who once argued the lawsuit to end Austin’s at-large 
council system - the gentlemen at the heart of the gen- 
tlemen's agreement, reserving the Place 2 and Place 6 
council seats for Latino and African-American candi- 
dates, weren’t card-carrying members of the Rainbow 
Coalition. Instead, Van Os bluntly describes how in the 
early 1970s, “the white business community” decided 
not to back Anglo candidates in either race: “The spe- 
cific motivation was to let the ‘Blacks and Mexicans’ 
have one seat each in order for the city to be able to 
defend [against] the voting rights lawsuits that every- 
body knew were coming, and thus preserve the at-large 
system. [The gentlemen's agreement] was not for the 
purpose of ceding representation to the communities of 
color, it was for the purpose of maintaining the at-large 
system.” (The letter, posted to austinchronicle.com/newsdesk, 
deconstructs how seemingly banal charter changes - 
like the 1950s-era switch to our current “place” system 

- arose from white-supremacist wishes to preserve the 
existing power structure; it’s well worth reading.) 

Tempers can easily flare when discussing race and 
politics; to their credit, Cole and Mike Martinez, the 
Place 6 and Place 2 members on opposite sides of 
the debate, kept things admirably civil - even if their 
hotheaded colleague Brewster McCracken couldn’t 
quite manage it. The poison pills in the item they 
debated - Cole’s well-intentioned but poorly drafted 
proposal establishing onerous criteria to be met before 
putting single-member districts to the voters - spurred 
debate on and off the dais. Former Mayor Gus Garcia, 
chair of the Charter Revision Committee charged with 
examining districts, bristled at McCracken's innuendo- 
strewn depiction of the committee process as one 
“that disguises,” “a secret," leaving council and voters 


“in the dark," and a done deal, with Martinez suppos- 
edly preselecting a map for passage. When Garcia tried 
to interject from the floor, Mayor Will Wynn thundered, 
“With all due respect, you are out of line.” (A chastened 
Garcia later apologized.) 

The argument was unnecessary, really, as Martinez had 
pointed out moments earlier that McCracken’s scaremon- 
gering was “factually incorrect.” “The only reason Council 
Member McCracken doesn’t have a map is because he 
didn’t go online to download a map. ... It’s been online 
since October. It’s still there if you want to take a look at 
it.” He also clarified he hadn’t made a proposal but per- 
sonally preferred one proposed map to the others under 
consideration (a six-district, two at-large system coming 
to nine members, including mayor). 

Under most circumstances, that would have been 
enough. After a detailed districting discussion with former 
Department of Justice voting wonk Gerry Hebert, who 
reported that one of Cole’s requirements - getting a map 
“precleared" by the DOJ before a vote - was legally 
impossible, it was clear the late hour (just before mid- 
night) didn’t portend an agreeable resolution. Voicing con- 
cern with some of the Cole resolution's language - and 
also raising additional questions of his own - Wynn 
offered to act as intermediary between Cole and Martinez 
in drafting an amenable resolution by March 20. 

But then McCracken unleashed another self-serving 
diatribe against districts, culminating in a Tourette’s- 
style litany of their potential to engender “redistricting, 
special interests ... factional, pork-barrel, ward-style pol- 
itics.” “I wasn’t going to say anything,” responded 
Martinez. “This hasn’t been easy,” he said of the accu- 
sations hurled his way, which included secrecy, dividing 
communities, even gerrymandering districts to keep the 
current council members in their places. “This is not 
about incumbency, where we live - it's about account- 
ability.” After wrangling over whether to table or post- 
pone Cole’s resolution, council settled on the latter - 
with Wynn's assurances that it would return in a radical- 
ly altered form. Martinez abstained, describing the reso- 
lution's “whereas” clauses as “false” and “inaccurate.” 
And with that, the love-in ended, 6-0-1. 

□ 

Nothing seems quite as hair-trigger on the agenda 
today (Thursday), thank heavens. Item 38 encourages 
film, video, and digital production - just in time for a 
likely decision on whether proposed megastudios Villa 
Muse can build outside the city’s extraterritorial juris- 
diction. (Today, March 6, is the studio’s self-imposed 
deadline, after which the developers cum producers 
threaten to take their green screens and go home.) And 
completing the entertainment trifecta is an item grant- 
ing some $170,000 in expenditures and waivers for 
street closures, park use, and police overtime to the bil- 
lion-dollar economic engine that is South by Southwest. 

Count that on your abacus. ■

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The Austin Independent School District has gone through a lot of principals 
at middle and high schools over the years, especially at what the district 
calls “at risk” schools. As a result, the AISD board approved on Monday two 
programs to keep principals around a bit longer. The first approach is old- 
fashioned: money. The district will create a Tactical Compensation program 
for all middle and high school principals that stay in place for three years, 
starting next fall. If all the principals stay, the cost for the district would be 
$960,000 - or $10,000 more a year for each principal in the program. The 
trustees also approved the creation of three “executive principal'’ positions 
that would support principals at the most at-risk campuses. - Michael May 

Spay Austin Coalition is on the verge of petitioning the Austin City Council to 
mandate spaying and neutering of cats and dogs, spokeswoman Sharon 
Yancey announced this week. “The only way to prevent overpopulation of com- 
panion animals is to stop the breeding cycle, and for those who do not show 
their animals to spay or neuter them,” the petition states. “A person works full- 
time now to kill animals at taxpayers' expense," Yancey told the Chronicle. Of 
more than 15,000 animals killed per year, three-quarters are adoptable, com- 
pounding the tragedy. But that’s not all. The petition urges restricting breeding 
to licensed permit holders, thus “weeding out puppy mills, ‘sport’ and back- 
yard breeders, thereby raising the quality of animals produced by responsible 
breeders,” and reducing reckless overpopulation. Yancey believes the long- 
sought ordinance's prospects are good. “We feel pretty confident because the 
mayor and several City Council members are animal lovers,” Yancey said. 

Until then, Austin will continue to have some explaining to do. “Everyone 
likes to think of Austin as a trailblazing 
city. We are falling behind, however, 
when it comes to the way we treat dogs 
and cats. ... They have become dispos- 
able, thrown out as thousands of 
pounds of trash. You can choose to turn 
a blind eye ... or you can do something 
about it," states the petition, online at 
www.spayaustin.com. - Patricia J. Ruland 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 

The backlog in cases pending before the 
Texas Supreme Court has increased 
328% since 2000 - when only 14 cases 
were pending - to a whopping 60 cases 
left pending in fiscal year 07, says Austin- 
based nonprofit Texas Watch. Upon 
examining court records for the past 
three terms, the watchdog group con- 
cludes in a report released last week 
that the court backlog is a direct “result 
of the failure of individual justices to do 
their jobs expeditiously.” The court took 
an average of 2.3 years to dispose of a 
case over the 2006-07 term, and left 72 
cases pending for more than a year with- 
out responding to lawyers’ requests for 
review - an additional 31 cases have 
been sitting in limbo for more than two 
years. “By failing to keep pace with its 
docket, the court makes it more likely 
that injured patients will go without rec- 
ompense for lost wages and medical 
expense, that individuals will be forced to 
declare bankruptcy, and that matters 
involving children and marriage are pre- 
vented from closing,” Texas Watch Executive Director Alex Winslow said in a 
press release. See the entire report at www.texaswatch.org. - Jordan Smith 

Americans for Prosperity, conservative activists on a mission against tax- 
ation, issued a Feb. 28 press release with the miscast headline, “Texas 
Association of Counties Loses Lawsuit to Taxpayers," which somewhat 
misleadingly trumpets: “Today, Williamson County served an order against 
TAC commanding them to refrain from lobbying using dues paid by coun- 
ties." Here’s the deal: On Oct. 18, 2007, District Judge Ken Anderson did 
indeed issue an “order” enjoining TAC from spending dues to try to influ- 
ence “the outcome of any legislation pending before the legislature," but he 
ruled only partially in favor of AFP members Peggy Venable, Janice Brauner, 
and Judy Morris, plaintiffs in a 2005 lawsuit filed against TAC and 
Williamson Co. Anderson’s order also stated TAC may indeed lobby, if dues 
are “segregated.” Moreover, the Feb. 21 “writ of injunction" (not an order) 
was requested by David Rogers, attorney for the plaintiffs, making it a 
demand, not a “command.” As such, it also seeks plaintiffs' attorney fees, 
about $26,000. Next comes a possible defendant’s response, then a hear- 
ing. Has the battle just begun? - P.J.R. 

Mary Helen Berlanga, a longtime member of the State Board of Education, 
led a protest outside an SBOE subcommittee hearing last Friday to name 
a panel of experts to review new standards for the state's English- 
language arts curriculum. Berlanga, who represents the Corpus Christi 
area, was angry an alternative proposal, championed a decade ago by for- 


mer teacher and conservative ally Donna Garner, included a reading list 
that fails to recognize both modern and multiethnic authors. Berlanga 
warned that the alternative document is vastly inferior to the work recent- 
ly completed by a team of current teachers. “The board is on a dangerous 
road when it begins to support and champion individuals like Donna 
Garner,” Berlanga said. “These right-wingers want to step back into the 
past because they believe that things were better 50 years ago. They 
make their feelings and archaic and dangerous philosophies about multi- 
cultural education known to all by the public statements they make and 
what they write.” During the meeting, Berlanga and fellow board members 
Rick Agosto and Pat Hardy, as well as subcommittee member Lawrence 
Allen, urged the board to approve reviewers that would focus on the 
needs of nonwhite students. Overruling those suggestions, the subcom- 
mittee approved reviewers more in line with the conservative faction’s pri- 
orities and standards. - Kimberly Reeves 

An environmental ghoul that has haunted El Paso from beyond the grave may 
come back to life, thanks to a renewed air permit, unanimously approved by 
the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality last month. Originally 
opened in 1887 as a lead and copper smelter, ASARCO has left a legacy of 
unremediated toxic pollution - not just on the Texas/Mexico border, but in 
four other states. According to the Environmental Protection Agency, ASARCO 
released tons of lead and arsenic into El Paso's air and created soil and 
ground-water pollution that poses a risk to human health and the environ- 
ment. In the late 1990s, as the facility was shuttered amid bankruptcy, state 

and federal cleanups were mandat- 
ed, which today could cost hundreds 
of millions of dollars. The Sierra Club 
and the city of El Paso vigorously 
fought the permit renewal. The TCEQ 
approved it, however, despite recom- 
mended denial by state administra- 
tive law judges. Some eco-observers 
believe the renewal is merely an 
ASARCO tactic to forestall cleanups. 
ASARCO spokesman Thomas Aldrich 
said via e-mail: “Asarco will not be 
commenting on our permit until we 
receive the final order from the 
TCEQ. Recent media reports have 
indicated the city of El Paso plans to 
continue to use taxpayer money to 
fight ASARCO." - Daniel Mottola 

According to a new study from the 
Pew Center on the States, one in 

every 100 American adults is now in 
jail or prison. That’s right: At the 
start of 2008, more than 2.3 million 
adults were behind bars - or one in 
every 99.1 adults. And, although 
Texas’ prison population decreased 
by about 300 inmates last year, 

Texas has now surpassed California 
as the state with the largest prison 
population. In reviewing U.S. 
Department of Justice data for 2006, 
Pew researchers also found that one 
in 15 adult black males is behind 
bars, as is one in 36 adult Latino 
males. The Pew research estimates 
prison population differently than the 
feds do - Pew researchers use the 
U.S. adult population, about 230 million, as its denominator; the feds use 
the nation's entire population, which yields a total incarceration rate of about 
one in 130.

It must have been a total buzz-kill for Cpt. Joseph Hazelwood, the known 
boozer at the helm of the Exxon Valdez, when the supertanker ran 
aground 19 years ago, spilling tens of millions of gallons of crude oil into 
Alaska's pristine Prince William Sound. Last week the U.S. Supreme 
Court heard arguments over whether Exxon should pay $2.5 million in 
related punitive damages to impacted fishermen and locals - thanks to 
appeals, that’s half the $5 billion originally awarded by an Alaskan jury in 
1994. This as Exxon continues to set global profit records, raking in 
$40.6 billion in 2007. Exxon claims the $3.4 billion in cleanup costs it 
has already paid is plenty. Back in Texas, conservationists worry about 
the case's prescient-setting effects. “If Exxon avoids responsibility for this 
tragic but preventable accident, it will increase the risk to every water- 
body and coastline in the nation from oil tanker traffic," Charlotte Wells of 
Galveston Baykeeper said in a statement. Citing state data, Baykeeper 
says more than 260,000 gallons of petroleum products were spilled into 
Galveston Bay between 1998 and 2002. With Alaskan fisheries reportedly 
still devastated and oil still present on hundreds of miles of coast, “The 
issue is whether we will hold oil companies responsible for the safety of 
their ships,” Wells said. For more, see www.waterkeeper.org. - D.M.

With lengthy six-year terms, the 
board’s nine members are elected in 
groups of three, staggered every two 
years.

AISD SHORT ON CANDIDATES 


With less than a week to go before 
the filing deadline, candidates for the 
Austin Independent School District 

board of trustees are in thin supply. Four 
of the nine seats are up for re-election 
on May 10, including two held by officers 
- President Mark Williams and 
Secretary Johna Edwards. But as of 
Tuesday, no challengers have yet 
stepped forward, and only two of the 
incumbents had filed for re-eiection to 
the unpaid positions. Candidates have 
until March 10 to file paperwork to be 
included on the ballot; write-ins have 
until March 17. 

Place 2 (Southeast): Incumbent Sam 
Guzman won a four-way race in 2007 to 
complete Rudy Montoya Jr.’s unexpired 
term. Though he has not yet filed, 

Guzman confirmed he intends to run 
again and wants to build on his experi- 
ence getting resources to Linder 
Elementary and Johnston High. “My inten- 
tions are to be the same, to be an advo- 
cate for District 2 and for the district in 
general,” he said. 


Place 3 (North): Board Secretary Johna 
H. Edwards, the longest-serving trustee at 
two terms, says she has no plans to run 
again. But no replacement has yet filed, so 
under the rules, she would retain the seat. 
“I’m not seeking re-election, but I may 
serve," she said. 

Place 5 (North Central): Mark 
Williams has filed for re-election. First 
elected in 2004, he’s been board president 
since 2006. The accountant has opposed 
cost-cutting for cost-cutting's sake and 
gained a reputation early in his term as a 
data hound. He says the district has a lot 
of “unfinished business” and that his expe- 
rience will help forge consensus deals with 
parents and educators. 

Place 8 (at-large): Annette LoVoi has 

filed for re-election. Just completing her first 
term, the two-time AISD Citizens’ Bond 
Advisory Committee veteran says she wants 
to build on the district’s high test scores, 
the largest-ever fund balance, and a triple-A 
bond rating and to try to use those assets 
to improve underperforming schools.

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Cabela's: Not Just for Deer Hunting 


The Austin office of the U.S. 
Marshals Service announced last 
week the capture of fugitive Ricardo 
Jaimes, who was indicted in 
November by a federal grand jury in 
Michigan for his role in a marijuana- 
trafficking conspiracy. 

According to a federal indictment, 
Jaimes and his pals - Joseph Giganti, 
Ricky Chalfant, and Genaro “Biggie” 
Deanda - devised a scheme to send 
multiple 50-pound pot shipments from 
Texas to western Michigan, via com- 
mercial carriers (think FedEx). 
Apparently things went swimmingly for 
a couple of years - they’d send the 
pot to various residences, including 
unoccupied summer homes, and then 
arrange to pick up the goods at a later 
date; apparently Deanda even set up 
his own shipping company, South 
Texas Shipping Express, in order to 
facilitate the operation - until the four 
were popped last year for trafficking in 
at least 100 kilos of marijuana. 


Jaimes fled, according to the Marshals 
Service, and wound up in Hays Co. He 
was picked up - “without incident” - 
by members of the Lone Star 
Fugitive Task Force, who surrounded 
his car in the Cabela’s parking lot in 
Buda. (Now there’s a decidedly unsexy 
place to get popped, eh?) 

Naturally, the feds are seeking to 
seize a crapload of property - cars, 
motorcycles, etc. - and a payment of 
$1.5 million the boys allegedly made 
in pot profit. Not such a good day for 
the Michigan Four, for sure, but at least 
the scenario provided LaFayette Col- 
lins, marshal for Texas’ Western 
District, an opportunity to bandy about 
a bit of law enforcement humor: “We 
are more than happy to send Jaimes 
back to Michigan aboard our delivery 
service,” he said in a press statement.

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Panel Upholds Olsen Firing, 
but Case Doesn't End Here 


Sgt. Michael Olsen was “impulsive" and 
too “quick to act” when he shot and killed 
25-year-old Kevin Brown last summer, Austin 
Police Chief Art Acevedo told the city's Civil 
Service Commission last week, adding that 
his decision in November to fire Olsen was 
“based on the totality” of the circumstances 
surrounding the shooting. Apparently, the 
three-member CSC agreed; on Feb. 29 they 
upheld Olsen’s termination. 

Acevedo’s first appearance as a sworn wit- 
ness since taking the top cop job last year 
lasted nearly four hours Thursday and con- 
cluded five days of witness testimony in 
Olsen’s appeal hearing. Acevedo told the com- 
missioners that he didn’t believe Olsen was a 
bad person, only that he wasn't a great police- 
man. In confronting Brown early June 3 in 
East Austin, “he went 100 miles per hour,” 
without stopping to assess the potential 
threat and surrounding environment, which set 
off a chain of events that escalated to deadly 
force. The fact that Olsen “didn’t slow down 
was a reason that a lot of these mistakes 
were made," Acevedo said. Kevin Brown, he 
added, “did not have to die that night.” 

Further, Acevedo said that deadly force should 
be used only when “absolutely necessary” and 
that officers have a duty to confirm that a poten- 
tial threat is real before firing their weapon. In 
other words, he said, officers need to wait until 
they see that a suspect is actually carrying a 
firearm and are actually threatened with that 
firearm (or other weapon) before pulling the trig- 
ger. “Simple possession of a firearm does not 
justify the use of deadly force,” Acevedo said. 
The only situation in which an officer can be 
“100 percent certain" that a threat exists is 
when “they see a gun or something that looks 
like a gun ... that will put your life or the life of 
another in jeopardy." Until that threshold is met, 
the use of deadly force is not justifiable - just 
as it wasn’t in Brown’s case, Acevedo said. “If 
all you see is a guy moving around, I don’t think 
that’s reasonable [to use deadly force].” 


Acevedo’s interpretation of the deadly force 
provisions of the department’s use-of-force 
policy is more restrictive than past interpreta- 
tions, argued Olsen’s attorney, Tom Stribling. 
Moreover, Stribling noted in his closing argu- 
ments Feb. 29 that the chief’s interpretation 
of policy is fine but nonetheless represents a 
newly articulated standard that simply can’t 
be applied to Olsen because Acevedo did not 
take over as chief until after the Brown shoot- 
ing, and the Acevedo standard does not com- 
port with what Olsen and other veteran APD 
officers have been taught. 

Indeed, Austin Police Association President 
George Vanderhule, who spent six years as 
a lieutenant in the department’s training divi- 
sion, said that Acevedo’s interpretation of 
the APD policy on deadly force diverges sig- 
nificantly from current academy training. And, 
he said, on its face, Acevedo’s interpretation 
is a tad troubling. Vanderhule said it is clear 
that an officer can’t use deadly force for no 
reason at all - because a motorist happened 
to shift in his seat as an officer approached 
him during a traffic stop, for example. Fie 
argued, however, that there are situations 
where officers may not have proof that a sus- 
pect is carrying a weapon but where the 
totality of the circumstances - the suspect’s 
actions, combined with "furtive movements,” 
for example - provide the officer with reason- 
able evidence of imminent danger. 

FH istorical ly in such situations, an officer's 
use of deadly force has been upheld as law- 
ful and found to be within APD policy. 
Vanderhule says that in reality the two stan- 
dards - that an officer doesn’t have to see a 
weapon, and that an officer should wait to 
see a weapon - are not mutually exclusive. 
"But you have to apply them in two different 
circumstances,” he said. “There would be 
times when you’d want to see a weapon - 
when you think a suspect has a gun, but 
nothing is going on. That is not the case 
here: [Olsen] believes he has a gun, [Brown]

pushes him away, and he’s grabbing at his 
side. The evidence in this case certainly sup- 
ported his belief” that threat existed. 

Still, Assistant City Attorney Michael 
Cronig argued Friday that Brown never posed 
a threat and that Olsen should have recog- 
nized that. “There was no urgency,” and thus 
no need to confront Brown immediately, 

Cronig said. Brown "was just standing there 
[in the parking lot,] talking.” If Olsen had 
stepped back and slowed down, he said, it is 
unlikely that the situation ever would’ve got- 
ten so out of control. Olsen is “impulsive, and 
he makes decisions - bad decisions ... that 
have tragic consequences,” he argued. 

Still, the Olsen case is not yet closed. 
Indeed, it will now move to Travis Co. District 
Court, where Stribling will appeal the CSC rul- 
ing. Among the questions for the court is 
whether the CSC even had the legal jurisdic- 


tion to consider and ultimately rule on Olsen’s 
case. Civil service law requires the parties in 
the case - the city and Olsen - agree on a 
“date certain” by which the commission will 
close the case and render its decision, says 
Stribling. While Olsen agreed in writing to 
postpone the hearing until Feb. 19, he did not 
agree to the subsequent hearing schedule, 
which was spread over two weeks. And 
Olsen's attorneys objected vociferously to the 
scheduling of Acevedo’s testimony on a date 
four days after Olsen rested his defense. 
Stribling first raised the issue of jurisdiction 
with the commission on Feb. 20; the commis- 
sioners denied the motion and ruled in favor 
of allowing themselves to retain control over 
the case. If the district court were to find that 
the commission erred in doing so, Olsen 
would automatically win the right to be rein- 
stated with APD. - Jordan Smith 
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POLYGAMIST PROPHET 
BACK IN COURT ...AGAIN 


Our favorite polygamist prophet, Warren 
Jeffs, imprisoned leader of the Mormon 
breakaway sect the Fundamentalist 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, was back in court last week - this 
time in Arizona, where he faces prosecution 
on multiple counts of incest and sexual con- 
duct with a minor and a single charge of 
conspiracy to commit sexual misconduct 
with a minor, related to allegations that he 
arranged and presided over polygamist mar- 
riages between underage girls and their 
older, married male relatives. 

Jeffs was convicted 
last year in Utah on 
two counts of rape-as- 
accomplice and handed 
two consecutive terms 
of five years to life. If 
convicted in Arizona, 

Jeffs must first finish 
his Utah terms before 
moving to a cell in 
Arizona. “Now it’s our 
turn," Arizona Attorney 
General Terry Goddard 
told the Associated 
Press. “I hope the 
message is very sim- 
ple: The law applies to everybody, whether 
they're the head of a large religious group, or 
somebody who’s not. It's a crime to abuse 
children, and there are no exceptions.” 

At issue is the practice of multiple mar- 
riage, or, in FLDS parlance, “celestial mar- 
riage.” FLDS adherents believe that in order 
for a man to be exalted to heaven, he must 
have at least three wives - and FLDS women 
must submit to the practice if they hope to 
hitch a ride heavenward. 

The Arizona charges stem from a series of 
five polygamous marriages Jeffs arranged, 
but several charges relating to two of those 


marriages have already been tossed from 
court: One case was eliminated because the 
victim was involved in an alleged scheme to 
blackmail another defendant; a second case 
was scrapped because Mohave Co. officials 
could not prove the offense happened in the 
county. A third case is also in flux because 
it's unclear the victim will cooperate, reports 
The Vancouver Sun. Reportedly, the remain- 
ing cases are strong - indeed, one involves 
former FLDS member Elissa Wall, who was 
the star witness against Jeffs at his Utah 
trial. (For more on the FLDS, and on their 
Texas compound, 
see “Meet the New 
Neighbors,” July 29, 
2005.) Jeffs’ Arizona 
attorney, Mike 
Piccarreta, entered 
on Feb. 27 a not guilty 
plea on each charge for 
his client and asked 
Superior Court Judge 
Steven Conn to move 
the trial out of Mohave 
Co., an FLDS stronghold 
near the Utah border. 
The “massive amount of 
media coverage” in the 
case would make it difficult to secure an impar- 
tial jury, Piccarreta toid The Salt Lake Tribune. 

Meanwhile, it appears Jeffs isn’t faring too 
well in prison: Tie’s been in the Utah facility’s 
infirmary since Feb. 19, after he began fasting 
in order to firm up his “spiritual strength,” his 
Utah attorney, Walter Bugden, told the Trib. 
Jeffs is malnourished and dehydrated, Bugden 
said, and to boot, ail the praying hasn’t been 
kind to the prophet’s knees, which Bugden 
says are now "bloody with oozing sores." 

Jeffs will remain in the Mohave Co. lockup 
until March 19, when he’s scheduled to return 
to court for a pretrial hearing. -Jordan Smith

REEFER MADNESS 

Finally - a Crack in the Drug Prison Walls

Thanks to long-awaited changes to fed- 
eral crack-cocaine sentencing guide- 
lines, adopted last year by the U.S. 
Sentencing Commission - including a 
provision that makes the revisions retro- 
active - the first group of convicted crack 
offenders this week become eligible for 
early release. Despite the earnest fear- 
mongering of U.S. Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey - who has been pro- 
moting wild stories about crazy crack- 
heads hellbent on creating new urban 
war zones - Congress failed to heed his 
warning against releasing low-level 
offenders and declined to block the law. 
That’s great news for the roughly 2,500 
federal prisoners estimated eligible this 
year to ask the courts for a sentencing 
reduction - many may become eligible to 
go home. 

It's a big step and long overdue. At 
issue is the 100-to-l, crack-to-powder- 
cocaine sentencing scheme enacted by 
Congress in 1986 at the height of the 
media-promoted hysteria about a crack 
epidemic. Crack was more addictive 
than powder cocaine, went the propa- 
ganda, and was infecting cities at an 
alarming rate (including the threat of a 
generation of “crack babies”). Congress 
enacted legislation that sought to pun- 
ish crack dealers and users more 
harshly than those popped for powder 
offenses - even though crack is chemi- 
cally identical to powder cocaine and 
with identical effects. The 100-to-l dis- 
parity was born - and, adding insult to 
injury, was quickly subsumed into the 
dreaded mandatory-minimum sentenc- 
ing structure. So it would take posses- 
sion of just 5 grams of crack to net a 
five-year mandatory prison sentence, 
while it would take 500 grams of pow- 
der to merit a five-year term. (The new 
changes will not in fact reduce any 
mandatory-minimum sentences; howev- 
er, the revision has set the stage for 
the next battle: erasing man-min sen- 
tencing for low-level drug crimes - sev- 
eral bills pending in Congress seek to 
do just that.) 

None of the doomsday predictions in 
fact came true - there was no epidemic 
of crackheads, instead fallout from the 
headline-fed panic hit families hard. 
Nearly 15% of all prisoners currently in 
the federal system are serving crack 
offenses; more egregious, nearly 82% of 
those offenders are black. “Twenty 
years of experiences have taught us all 
that many of the beliefs used to justify 
the 1986 [law] were wrong," federal 
Judge Reggie B. Walton told the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee on 
Crime and Drugs on Feb. 12. (Notably, 
Walton was associate director of the 
Office of the National Drug Control 
Policy in the late 1980s.) “When large 
segments of the African-American popu- 


lation believe that our criminal justice 
system is racist, it presents the court 
with serious practical problems. People 
come to doubt the legitimacy of the law 
- not just the law associated with crack, 
but all laws." 



After a decade of official hand-wringing, 
the Sentencing Commission finally took 
action last fall, downgrading the sentenc- 
ing guidelines for crack offenses and then 
ruling that the reduced guidelines should 
be applied retroactively. In practice, only 
nonviolent, low-level offenders will be eli- 
gible for a reduced sentence - for exam- 
ple, no one convicted as a “career crimi- 
nal,” an “armed criminal,” or handed a 
straight man-min sentence will be eligible

testifying before the Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee on Crime 

- and the job of reviewing cases and 
deciding whether time should be reduced 
is left to the federal courts to decide on 
a case-by-case basis. 

The move was welcomed by many 
drug-policy reformers, health-policy advo- 
cates, and lawmakers - but not by a 


grim-faced Department of Justice, which 
apparently hates the entire idea of crack 
sentencing parity, so much so that offi- 
cials are apparently willing to lie in order 
to keep the status quo. Mukasey told 
the Fraternal Order of Police that “those 
who are eligible for early release are 
very likely to commit another crime,” and 
he continues to insist that many of the 
offenders eligible for sentence reduc- 
tions are “among the most serious and 
violent offenders in the federal system." 
Unfortunately for Mukasey - but fortu- 
nately for the rest of us - there is no 
evidence supporting his claims. 

According to the Sentencing 
Commission, 90% of all federal crack 
cases involved no violence; of the 1,500 
federal prisoners who would be eligible 
for immediate release, according to an 
analysis by The Washington Post, 13% 
had no criminal background, 40.9% were 
“small-time” offenders, and only 6.5% 
were in possession of a firearm at the 
time of their offenses. 

Similarly, in two appearances last 
month on Capitol Hill, U.S. Attorney 
Gretchen Shappert told lawmakers that 
although the DOJ is “committed [to a] 
viable solution” to the crack-powder sen- 
tencing disparity, retroactive sentencing 
is not a way to achieve that goal - since 
the process will overburden federal judg- 
es and prosecutors who will be required 
to pull out and dust off old case files for 
review. The horror! To date no judges 
have echoed this warning, and in his 
comments last month, Walton noted that 
the Judicial Council of the U.S., which 
oversees the work of the judiciary, not 
only supports retroactivity but also urges 
abolishing all man-min sentences. And 
during the Feb. 12 hearing, Sen. Patrick 
Leahy, D-Vt., chair of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, noted that it is the 
disparate policy that has overburdened 
the system - the “policy has needlessly 
swelled our prisons and drained pre- 
cious federal reserves," Leahy said. 

And consider the human toll: Speaking 
to the House Subcommittee on Crime, 
Terrorism, and Homeland Security, 
Michael Short on Feb. 26 told lawmak- 
ers that in 1992, at the age of 21, he 
was sentenced to 20 years in prison for 
selling crack. “I had no criminal history. I 
was not a violent offender,” he said. He 
was lucky, however, and last year was 
granted clemency by President George 
W. Bush. “I have heard some of the 
comments some people in positions of 
power have made about crack-cocaine 
prisoners - that we are violent gang 
members and that is why our sentences 
have to be so much longer. I am not that 
person, and most of the people I leave 
behind in prison aren’t either,” he contin- 
ued. “I was sentenced for such a long 
time because of a stereotype." ■

DEVELOPING STORIES Don't Rush Seaholm East

City Council is almost doing a big thing so 
right. Almost. 

Our elected officials deserve a hearty round 
of applause for setting forth their “guiding 
vision and policy principles” prior to solicit- 
ing a request for proposals for redevelopment 

of the Seaholm East Redevelopment 
District. That’s an excellent beginning. Council 
has announced loud and clear to the communi- 
ty and future master developers its intent “to 
ensure that unparalleled excellence and high 
values are demonstrated and achieved.” 

A Feb. 14 resolution established coun- 
cil’s goals for redeveloping the large tract 
of city-owned land, and a Feb. 28 follow- 
up detailed the specific criteria for 
qualified, national-caliber master devel- 
opers: depth of resources, strong 
access to capital, and solid experience 
in similar public-private projects. Winning 
teams also must distinguish themselves for 
design and creativity, affordable-housing solu- 
tions, and exceeding the city's goals. 

Yet council is now fast-tracking the process 
in a manner that threatens to sabotage its own 
goals. On Tuesday, March 4, the city hurriedly 
issued a Request for Proposals from develop- 
ers, along with a compressed schedule that 
culminates in a selection decision by June. 
Likely responders to the RFP include Trammell 
Crow/Constructive Ventures, Endeavor, Stratus, 
Catellus, Cherokee, Forest City (with Peter 
Calthorpe), and Colonial. 

What’s the rush? Austin will get only one 
shot at this crucial redevelopment, which will 
take many years to complete. The city should 
take the time - a few months at least - to first 
translate its own vision and principles into a 
solid land-use plan, based on community-gen- 
erated values as well as market realities. The 
fast-track schedule satisfies a desire to let the 
current council select the developer - but in 
five years or 20, that consideration will mean 
nothing next to the quality of Seaholm East. 

PROMOTING PUBLIC VALUES 

Council intends to turn the land into about 
six new city blocks, which would knit together 
the emerging Seaholm redevelopment, to the 
west, with City Flail and the emerging 2nd 
Street retail district, to the east. The 7.7 
acres house the defunct Green Water 
Treatment Plant and an adjacent Austin 
Energy facility. Sited across Cesar Chavez 
Street from Lady Bird Lake, the existing utility 
facilities are anachronisms in a revitalizing 
Downtown. The council resolution designates 
the 1.4-acre AE substation site for a new 
stand-alone central public library. The city 
plans to sell the remaining 1.7-acre AE con- 
trol center site and the 4.5-acre Green WTP 
property to one private master developer. 

Because the prime land is owned by the 
city - that is, by all of us - and worth many 
tens of millions, Seaholm East represents a 
tremendous and rare public resource for 
advancing community goals, aspirations, and 
values. The council’s key goals include top- 
notch urban design and architecture, public 
spaces, sustainable/green building, transit 
connectivity, city-owned parking, and (most 
recently) on-site affordable housing. 

Among the goals listed are “community val- 
ues, public facilities, and/or public benefits," 


but those remain undefined. Flow will the com- 
munity prioritize its own most-desired values, 
through what process - and who decides when 
the standard of “unparalleled excellence" has 
been met? Another goal is “maximized taxpayer 
value” through “maximum scale” - implying the 
troubling and unproven suggestion that optimal 
value-creation equals erecting skyscrapers. 

One council member bullish on a medium- 
height plan is Brewster McCracken. “The 
ROMA Downtown Plan report gave us the 
important realization that achieving density 
doesn’t have to mean height,” said McCracken 
recently. Fie wants to see the city adopt the 
Mueller neighborhood plan - another public- 
private development partnership on city-owned 
land - as the model for Seaholm East. “As 
Mueller builds out, it’s a timely reminder that 
we know how to incorporate and promote pub- 
lic values, with our public redevelopment proj- 
ects,” he said. “Every one should be an enact- 
ment of our community values." 

Downtown revitalization has been so success- 
ful and swift, McCracken points out, the city 
needs to update its initial goals of simply attract- 
ing new employers and housing. For example, in 
selling the city-owned Block 21 to developer 
Stratus Properties three years ago, the city's 
primary goals were achieving economic develop- 
ment and a strong urban fabric. The still-unbuilt 
project includes a high-dollar W Hotel and resi- 
dences (with concierge poodle-walking service) 
but no housing affordable to average Austinites. 
“We’re now promoting wealthy people’s housing," 
McCracken lamented. “Government doesn't 
need to use public land for that.” 

A PLACE FOR EVERYONE 

McCracken says council members want 
instead to make Seaholm East “a place for 
everyone." But how? A developer understand- 
ably has a vested interest in making a profit, 
but that alone can become a conflict or at 
least curtail creative thinking. A key problem 
with issuing a request for proposal (rather than 
a request for qualifications) is that it leaps to 


a specific solution. That can dangerously short- 
change master-planning: the critical first phase 
in which broad goals get identified, prioritized, 
and translated into a workable program. 

Yet the RFP schedule gives development 
teams just eight weeks (from March 4 to April 
30) to propose a full-blown development plan. 
Between May 12 and 28, council is scheduled 
to hold up to five special-called meetings for 
public presentations by the proposing teams. 
Council would select the winning master 
developer June 19. 

If it's serious about achieving “unparalleled 
excellence,” council should contract first for its 
own land-use plan - to which master develop- 
ers then respond. That’s exactly the process 
followed at Mueller: The city hired consultants 
ROMA Design Group (urban planning) and 
Economic & Planning Systems (market reali- 
ties) to translate city and community goals 
into the Mueller master plan, prior to issuing 
the master developer RFP The outcome at 
Mueller is becoming the pride of Austin. By 
comparison, the city failed to require a com- 
munity-vetted land-use plan as a condition of 
providing similar city tax-increment financing at 
the Domain. As McCracken said of that proj- 
ect, “Popular sentiment is at best neutral.” 
Who takes pride in subsidizing a Tiffany’s? 

Integral to the Mueller outcome is the 
Mueller process: Community involvement 
occurred early and meaningfully, and citizen 
advisers continue to stay the course. If the 
community-input process to shape Seaholm 
East occurs only after a developer proposal is 
selected, the greatest opportunity will have 
been lost. To date, just one community group 
has pushed and helped refine council’s vision 
for Seaholm East: affordable-housing advo- 
cates. In response, council revised its draft 
resolution to add on-site affordable-housing 
requirements. Flow many other smart and 
dedicated community voices might further 
refine the Seaholm East vision, given a real 
chance? If we don’t invite them to the table 
now, we'll never know. ■

HOW TO GET YOUNG PEOPLE 
INVOLVED IN POLITICS 

Way back in the ancient history of the 
1960s, Bob Dylan sang a song of sass in 
which he mocked the establishment’s clue- 
lessness about the explosive youth activism 
of the time. The irreverent troubadour flung 
this unsettling line at them: "Something is 
happening here, but you don’t know what it 
is, do you, Mr. Jones?” 

Forty years later, some of the members of 
that generation are the cantankerous old bar- 
ons of today’s media establishment - and 
they’re now the ones who don’t know what’s 
happening. Take the political upheaval being 
generated by young people, mostly through 
the presidential run of Sen. Barack Obama. 

Energetic, creative, passionate, idealistic, 
optimistic, and determined, these youngsters 
are not merely involved - they’re winning! 
Ironically, these 18- to 29-year-olds are the very 
group that media curmudgeons gripe about. 
“They don’t read newspapers,” grump the old 
editors. “They don’t watch TV news shows,” 
grouch network executives. “They don’t care 
about politics,” wail the political pros. 

But suddenly - boom! This supposedly 
“don't care” generation is engaged and taking 
charge. On Super Tuesday, the under-30 vote 
doubled in Massachusetts: tripled in Georgia, 
Missouri, and Oklahoma; and quadrupled in 
Tennessee. Also, CNN's ratings among young 
folks jumped 232% during that big election 
week, and MSNBC’s young-spirited news cover- 
age drew a 400% increase in these viewers. 

What’s going on, Mr. Jones? It’s really ele- 
mentary. Young people have long cared, but 
politicians and the media have not cared about 
them. This year, as one 22-year-old put it, “The 
candidates, particularly Obama, are talking 
about things that relate to us.” In other words, 
if the system actually reaches out in specific 
terms to invite youngsters in - they will come. 

Can we all say, “Duh”? 
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MONSANTO SEEKS 
TO BAN THE TRUTH 

Ben & Jerry's Flomemade Holdings Inc. is 
now owned by a conglomerate, but the com- 
pany’s luscious ice cream still is made from 
milk that contains no synthetic growth hor- 
mones in it - a fact the company proudly 
advertises right on its cartons. And that real- 
ly POs Monsanto. 

Monsanto is not in the ice-cream business, 
but it is in the deadly serious business of trying 
to ice anyone who disses the synthetic hor- 
mone that it manufactures. Some dairy farmers 
inject their cows with Monsanto’s recombinant 
bovine growth hormone product, which forces 
the animals to give more milk. It isn’t good for 
the cows, and there are unanswered questions 
about its impact on human health, so many 
consumers don’t want milk products with this 
stuff in it, preferring not to have their families 
used as guinea pigs for corporate profit. 

Thus, Monsanto has waged a long cam- 
paign to keep consumers from knowing, 
opposing efforts to label any dairy products 
as being free from the synthetic hormone. 

Last year, however, Monsanto lost its effort to 
get the Food and Drug Administration to ban 
such labels. But now there’s a new group 
standing against consumer choice on this 
issue. It’s called American Farmers for the 
Advancement and Conservation of Technology. 

Sounds very science-y, doesn’t it? It isn’t; 
it’s a lobbying front that’s going state to 
state, trying to get legislatures to prevent 
companies like Ben & Jerry’s from advertising 
that their goods contain none of the synthetic 
stuff. Guess who’s behind this outfit? Right: 
It’s funded by Monsanto. 

You’d think that any effort to ban compa- 
nies from making a true statement on their 
labels would be laughed out of any legisla- 
ture, but Monsanto is determined to kill the 
consumer’s right to know, already having 
pushed for bills and regulations in Indiana, 
Ohio, and Pennsylvania. To keep informed 
about where Monsanto’s attack squad will 
strike next, contact www.organicconsumers.org.

PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY 
DISTRICT BY DISTRICT 

The Texas Democratic Party's system of 
dividing up the 126 presidential delegates 
up for grabs at the polls is a bit complicated. 
Each of Texas' 31 senatorial districts was 
preassigned a number of delegates, based on 
Democratic turnout in the past two general 
elections - ranging from the eight given to Kirk 
Watson's District 14 down to the two assigned 
to Republican KelSelinger's District 31. 

The delegates are then divided up 
according to the vote within each district, 
meaning Tuesday's primary was actually 31 
separate contests. Clinton won the districts 
shown in gray; Obama won the red. 

In 13 of the 31 districts, the delegates 
just split (reflected here by the zeroes). 

But the other numbers reflect the delegate 
edge that candidate got - i.e.. District 14 



provided five delegates for Obama and 
three for Clinton, giving Obama a +2 
edge. It's pretty clear that demographic 
predictions for each candidate come 
true: Latinos and rural voters went for 
Clinton, while urban areas supported 
Obama. Dallas, Houston, and Austin 
gave Obama a pickup of nine delegates, 
but Clinton was able to respond with an 
eight-delegate pickup along the border, 
plus four more on the plains and Hill 
Country and two in East Texas.

PRESIDENTIAL RACE: AUSTIN LOVES OBAMA 

For Austin Democrats, the national presidential contest became 
excitingly local on election day. Neighbors and friends turned out in 
record numbers to vote, then to caucus, then together to watch the 
primary results emerge on TV. Austin fell hard for Obama: In the total 
counts early Wednesday morning, Travis County had voted nearly 63% 
for Barack Obama vs. 37% for Hillary Clinton (although, as else- 
where in Texas, Clinton made up ground over early voting on election 
day). Behind the broad statistics were ordinary Austinites, each cast- 
ing an individual vote for reasons as personal as political. 


THE CAUCUSES: 'BEYOND BELIEF!' 

“This is just so exciting!" exclaimed Stuart Flersh of the caucus 
turnout for Precinct 4G2. “It’s just beyond belief!” 

At 7pm on election night, the primary voting had ended at the 
South Lamar polling place, and the Dem caucus line soon grew to 
curve around the parking lot, where the mood of the 78704 Dems 
gathered in the cool evening air was patient, even celebratory. Said 
Flersh, “It’s nice to be out with your neighbors, and people are all so 
friendly and enthusiastic.” By contrast, senior Frances Florton was 
not at all happy about having to vote twice. “Why make our first vote 
only count two-thirds or less? What’s it for? I think it’s terrible.” 

Gloria Archuleta chatted with neighbors about her decision to sup- 
port Clinton after John Edwards dropped out. A lawyer voting in her 
first Texas election, Archuleta said she’d spent hours researching the 
candidates - she’d decided Hillary has more substance: “It’s not 
about making history; it should be about who’s the best person for 
the job.” What had finally swayed her for H i 1 1 a ry, she half-joked, was 
that she’d been so much warmer and nicer in person at last week's 
Texas Democratic Party debate-watching party at the Hyatt. And 
Chelsea had been so pretty! 

In the end, the Precinct 462 caucus went 75.5% for Obama, 

24.5% for Hillary - yielding a neat split for its 24 delegates. Rich 
Flerzog, a precinct chair, noted that in the 2004 primary, the same 
caucus had attracted only three other voters. The final precinct cau- 
cus tally tonight: a record-breaking 200 participants. 

Danny Bennett said he was motivated to show up and caucus by 
memories of Al Gore's dishearteningly close loss to George Bush in 
the 2000 presidential campaign. “I feel like I have an unusual amount 
of influence in this one, based on how close the voting is. I feel more 
empowered, like it matters more. It could be a real squeaker!”

CLINTON'S CLAN: 

HILL'S GOES HILLARY 

The die-hard enthusiasm of Clinton supporters 
hadn’t waned even slightly at 11pm. They chant- 
ed and cheered her narrow Texas lead from the 
roadhouse-style patio at Hill’s Cafe on far South 
Congress. A “Hillary for President" sign was jux- 
taposed with another: “Hippies - Use Side 
Door." This crowd was sharp and sophisticated, 
as belied by the knowing responses to each ref- 
erence in the New York senator’s live televised 
speech celebrating her Ohio victory. 

In fact, many of the jubilant weren’t Austin- 
ites - they’d flown in from California, Massa- 
chusetts, New York, and other states to get out 
the Texas vote for Hillary. Nancy Fields had just 
arrived from L.A.; she’d spent the day working 
at nearby Odom Elementary School, delighted 
by the campaign-financed mariachi band and 
the free tacos. (The Obama campaign had com- 
plained, until admitting they’d given away free 
cookies earlier.) Fields glowed with the thrill of 
seeing Clinton take Texas. She regards her can- 
didate as immensely more qualified: “She’s got 
the diplomatic skills. She’s represented us in 
80 countries abroad. As president, she’s going 
to be able to get her initiatives through Con- 
gress, because she’s already built the relation- 
ships on both sides of the aisle." 

Nearby, a group of stylish young men sported 
“Out for Hillary” buttons. M.G. Gallegos was 
part of a contingent of flight attendants who 
use their days off (and standby privileges) to 
fly around the country working for the Clinton 
campaign. Gallegos said Clinton had won 
their loyalty by authoring Senate Bill 2059, to 
provide Family and Medical Leave Act benefits 
to flight attendants. The son of immigrants, 
Gallegos argued, “President Clinton did an 
amazing job of supporting the Latino communi- 
ty. Hillary has, too. Obama has done nothing.” 

Among familiar Austin faces were former 
state Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos and Council 


GARTEN PARTY: 

TEXANS FOR OBAMA 

By 9pm at Scholz Garten, Austin political 
and sports fans had merged into one high- 
energy party. The Texans for Obama watched 
election returns alongside a celebratory con- 
tingent of burnt-orange-clad basketball fans, 
fresh from attending the Texas Longhorns’ 
70-66 win over the Nebraska Cornhuskers 
two blocks away. Sport as politics, politics as 
sport; after a few beers, it appeared all the 
same to many revelers. 

Watching as the Texas election score 
became a 49% to 49% nail-biter at 9:30pm 
was the inevitable duo of Council Members 
Mike Martinez and Lee Leffingwell. Each 
had voted at his neighborhood caucus prior to 
heading over to the politically storied beer gar- 
den. Joining them was Mayor Will Wynn, 
escorted by a lovely blonde from Dallas. 
Leffingwell and former Wynn aide Matt Curtis 
reminisced about first meeting Obama during 
his Senate race, in Garry Mauro’s back yard on 
a scorching hot summer afternoon. “I thought 
he was one of the best speakers I’d ever 
heard,” said Leffingwell. “For the first time in 
my life - and I was raised in politics - listening 
to a candidate speak made the hairs stand up 
on the back of my neck,” Curtis recalled. 

Inside Scholz’s, Blanton Museum of Art 
curator Annette Carlozzi shared her decision- 
making process. “For a while, I thought I had 
to vote for Hillary," she said. But then she’d 
focused on the respective cabinets that 
Clinton and Obama might assemble: “I 
thought an Obama cabinet would be a new 
group, one that might offer some new solu- 
tions.” Her other main concern: “How the 
world looks at the U.S. right now. Without 
question, other countries will be excited and 
embracing of the U.S. for having chosen him. 
He represents a willingness to reconsider 
past diplomatic decisions." - K.G. 
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Member Jennifer Kim. Another pro-Hillary 
local was Avery Upton; as an African-American 
man, he'd crossed racial lines to vote for 
Clinton over Obama because he trusts “pro- 
duction over potential.” But mostly, he was 
passionate about exercising his right to vote, 
especially after living overseas. “Texas is hav- 
ing such a major influence on national poli- 
tics," Upton enthused. “It may never happen 
quite like this again.” - K.G. 

A SPLIT DECISION 

So who won Austin? Barack Obama. 

The presidential primary race boils down to 
who wins the most preassigned delegates in 
each of Texas' 31 senatorial districts. Kirk 
Watson’s District 14 comprises most of Travis 
County and was the biggest prize of the night, 
with eight delegates - the most of any state 
district. (Delegate allotments per district were 
predetermined, based on Democratic turnout 
in the past two general elections.) Obama 
took 63% of the vote in this district, good for 
five of those eight delegates. A small sliver of 
southern Travis Co. is included in Jeff Went- 
worth’s District 25, which extends down to 
northern San Antonio. Obama also won that 
district, with 54% of the vote, which resulted 
in a three-three delegate split with Hillary 
Clinton. Clinton won Texas overall, at least in 
the day's voting. Clinton’s majority was a bare 
50.9%, but because of minimal voting for 
long-withdrawn candidates Joe Biden, Chris 
Dodd, John Edwards, and Bill Richardson, 
Obama’s percentage was only 47.4%. As of 
Wednesday morning, that translated into a 
65-61 delegate win for Clinton. 

Also intriguing, Obama won the early voting 
by 3%, while Clinton won day of election voting 
by 8.5% - a late swing that may portend the 
battles to come. 

With the precinct convention totals still 
being calculated (and the process incomplete 
until county and state conventions), it would 
appear that the final, overall Texas delegate 
race remains too close to call. - Lee Nichols 

THE GANG'S ALL HERE 

Forget, for the moment, who wins or loses - 
the real story of this election thus far is the 
incredible participation. It was absolutely 
insane. If nobody knew what a precinct cau- 
cus was before this election, they damn sure 
do now. I’d estimate about 500 people 
showed up at my Precinct 242 (the Crestview 
neighborhood and half of Brentwood), and it 
was nuts. We had to wait until about 8pm for 
the last voter to finish and didn't start the 
sign-up sheets until 8:15 or so. Similar num- 
bers were reported around town. I just signed 
the sheet and left as early as I could - more 
races to cover - but I’d guess they didn’t get 
everyone signed in until 9:30pm, after which 
they had to start the process of selecting my 
neighborhood’s 91 delegates and 91 alter- 
nates to the county convention. I participat- 
ed in the same caucus four years ago (after 
Kerry had already clinched the nomination), 
and there were about 30 of us there. - L.N. 

QUACK FOR BARACK 

Obama may have lost the Texas primary, 
but he won a sweeter victory: the Quack’s on 
43rd presidential cookie sale. The final tally, 
as posted at 7:30am on March 5: 646 
Obama “0”s sold, to 370 Clinton “H”s. That's 
63.6%, eerily close to his countywide margin 
in that other election. - R.W. 
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TAX ASSESSOR SPEARS POUNDS MAXEY 


Travis County voters decided that if it ain’t 
broke, don’t fix it. 

After a bitter campaign in which challenger 
Glen Maxey attacked her with a host of real 
and imagined failings, 16-year incumbent Travis 
County Tax Assessor-Collector Nelda Wells 
Spears quickly learned her worries were over - 
the early-vote totals showed her with a 74% 
lead, a number that stayed the same throughout 
the night. Was she worried during the campaign? 
“Worried is not a good word," Spears said 
Tuesday night at her victory party at De las 
Casas restaurant on East Seventh. “Weary is a 
better word. It's not nice to hear bad things said 
about you every day. It wears on a person.” 

So what caused Maxey's assault to fail so 
badly? “They looked at the tax office, and 
they were pleased with the past 16 years," 
Spears said. “The voters are proud of their 
tax office. I’m pleased they were willing to 
trust me with at least one more term. 

“Of course, this is only the halfway point,” 
Spears said, referring to her November chal- 
lenge from Don Zimmerman, but it’s hard to 
imagine he will do any better. If somebody 
with Glen Maxey’s 12-year record as a very 
popular state rep could not bring down 
Spears, a Republican in this county has no 
chance. One person who had been worried 
was former County Judge Bill Aleshire, 
Spears’ campaign treasurer, spokesman, and 
her predecessor in the tax assessor's chair. 
Asked what went so wrong for Maxey, Aleshire

said, “Nelda Spears did her job. 

“I have to apologize to Nelda for not having 
more confidence,” said Aleshire, who had 
defended her with every bit the pit-bull dogged- 
ness of Maxey’s attacks. “Nelda Spears may 
not have been perfect as tax assessor, but 
Glen could not say why voters should fire her. 
He ran this campaign for personal reasons. He 
threw anything he could to see what would 
stick, but it didn't work, and I find it inspiring. 
What a wonderful lesson to all the elected offi- 
cials: Just do your job, and the politics will 
take care of itself. Glen, God love him, I’ve 
supported him many times, but this was a bad 
idea, and he handled it badly." 

Many had speculated that this battle - pit- 
ting the only openly gay person to ever serve 
in the Texas Legislature against a clearly suc- 
cessful incumbent and African-American 
woman - would tear apart the Travis Co. 
Democratic Party. But under such a landslide, 
it would appear that there is no rift to heal. 

“No,” Aleshire said, “there’s not.” He added 
that Spears is doing such a good job that, “I 
wouldn’t be surprised to see a ‘Republicans 
for Nelda Spears' group get organized.” 

The Chronicle was unsuccessful in trying to 
contact Maxey for comment.

DUKES ROUTS 
THOMPSON 


It's rare for a seven-term Democratic incumbent in one of the 
most Democratic districts in the state to face a primary chal- 
lenger. But on Tuesday, Rep. Dawnna Dukes saw off Brian 
Thompson after a race where everything from campaign 
finance reports to her family seemed fair game. “Their attempts 
to distort my record failed with the people of District 46,” said 
Dukes. “The politics of mudslinging was a turnoff for them.” 

Both candidates claimed to be the real voice of East Austin. 
Dukes, born and raised in the district, had the history, but she 
now lives in Pflugervilie (still in the district) and was attacked for 
being disconnected from her poorer constituents. Thompson, by 
contrast, is a native of Alabama, who moved to Austin for law 
school. He had bought a house in East Austin and claimed he 
was responding to a popular groundswell against the incumbent. 
Yet the Dukes campaign consistently argued he had been 
recruited by forces beyond the district, rather than the voters of 
House District 46. Ultimately, those voters backed the incum- 
bent overwhelmingly. Thompson took a 
handful of precincts by a handful of votes, 
but Dukes dominated others by up to 80%. 

“The number's huge, and there’s only about 
a 10 percent undervote [i.e., no choice 
indicated] in our race,” said Dukes spokes- 
man Colin Strother. “I'd predicted it to be a lot more than that 
because Dawnna was on the second screen. A lot of new voters 
stuck it out, and Dawnna was a clear beneficiary of that.” 
Thompson went negative from day one, attacking Dukes 
over her links to Republican House Speaker Tom Craddick 
and votes against floor amendments to the state budget. 
Dukes initially took the high road, saying that her position on 
the powerful House Appropriations Committee had helped her 
block even deeper budget cuts and that her experience was 
essential in defending the district. 

But the process soon devolved into mudslinging and a war 
of proxies. The Dukes campaign attacked Thompson for errors 
in his personal filing statements, while Thompson’s cause 
benefited from a complaint lodged with the Texas Ethics 
Commission over incorrect campaign finance reports by 
Dukes dating back as far as eight years. Thompson savaged 
Dukes for taking campaign cash from big Republican groups 
like the Craddick-linked HillCo PAC and from major Republican 


donors like Houston developer Bob “Swift Boat” Perry. 
Dukes called the charge unfair, since many other Democrats 
accepted funds from the same sources without criticism, and 
fired back on Thompson for taking $72,780 from Houston law- 
yer and longtime Democratic financier Steve Mostyn. (She 
then went on to accept $67,880 from San Antonio trial lawyer 
and former Democratic Senate hopeful Mikal Watts.) 

In the final two weeks, the rivals and their supporters turned 
to legal challenges over alleged campaign law violations. On Feb. 
22, Austin National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People President Nelson Linder made a complaint with the 
Texas Ethics Commission that one of Thompson’s TV ads violat- 
ed campaign finance law by not making full disclosure of who 
paid for it. The commission threw out that complaint, and 
Thompson called it "frivolous and politically motivated.” But 
Thompson fired back with a legal challenge of his own against a 
Dukes TV ad: On Feb. 28, he sought an injunction to stop Dukes 
from running claims that he had never 
voted in a Texas primary. State District 
Judge Scott Jenkins rejected his request, 
saying the ad was protected political 
speech. Later that day, Dukes’ family (but 
not Dukes herself) brought a defamation 
pleading against Thompson for two commercials they claimed 
alleged they had corruptly benefited from toll-road contracts. (In 
fact, only one was a Thompson campaign ad; the other came 
from the Austin Toll Party and had nothing to do with Thompson.) 

With Thompson out of the way, and no Republican oppo- 
nent in November, Dukes has plans for next session. “Twenty- 
four thousand children have been added to [the Children’s 
Health Insurance Program], putting the rolls back to March 
2003 levels," she said, and the next step is to have that fig- 
ure match the current population-need figures. She’s also 
looking to increase funding for child preventative services 
and sew up medical-insurance loopholes for emergency pro- 
cedures. She believes that, no matter how bitter the cam- 
paign has been, she can get them passed. “My relationships 
with members of the Legislature are good,” she said, but she 
has her priorities. “The people of the district should be the 
most important thing to any legislator.” - Richard Whittaker

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D.A. RACE FINAL VERDICT PENDING 


The race for Travis Co. district attorney will 
go into overtime, with an April 8 run-off fea- 
turing Democratic contenders Rosemary 
Lehmberg and Mindy Montford. 

With incumbent D.A. Ronnie Earle finally 
retiring from the county’s top law enforcer 
spot that he first won in 1976, the race to 
replace the don of the D.A.’s office attracted 
a four-candidate field of prospective succes- 
sors, all of whom currently work under Earle. 
With the crowded field (and no Republican 
contenders), the conventional wisdom antici- 
pated that election night would end with a 
two-candidate showdown. So it has: After the 
election night votes trickled in, Lehmberg, 
Earle’s first assistant D.A., grabbed 35.5% of 
the vote; Montford, trial court prosecutor, 
garnered 31.9%. Gary Cobb, a prosecutor in 
the office since 1990, earned 21.7%; Rick 
Reed, the only candidate who promised a 
death penalty moratorium, won 11.7%. 


The numbers also reflect an election day 
swing in favor of Montford; trailing by nearly 
9% in early voting, she narrowly edged 
Lehmberg on election day (32.73% to 32.1%). 

The leaders say they were not surprised. 
At Montford election HQ, a bevy of support- 
ers spilled outside with campaign signs to 
raucously cheer her whenever TV news live- 
spot cue-time rolled around. Montford, at 37 
the youngest candidate (but bringing the 
advantage of family stroke via her father, 
John, longtime Lubbock state senator turned 
AT&T executive), was excited and optimistic 
about her position. “This is exactly where I 
wanted to be," she said. Her opponent, 
Lehmberg, was endorsed by incumbent and 
Austin icon Earle. Montford figures it’s sort 
of like being in a race against Earle himself 
- who woulda thunk it? “A run-off with 
Ronnie Earle?” she pondered. “Jesus, I'm in 
a run-off against Earle.” In all, Montford says 


Here Come the Judges 


Tuesday night was a wild ride - not just for 
the whales but also for the downballot floun- 
der. Several of the less headline-sexy but 
important Dem judicial races featured close 
calls and nail-biters. Here’s the roundup: 

In the statewide races for Texas Supreme 
Court, Place 7 candidate Sam Houston (no 
relation to that guy), a civil attorney from (yup, 
you guessed it!) eponymous Houston nabbed 
nearly 56% of the vote over Dallas attorney 
Baltasar Cruz. He’ll face Republican incumbent 
Justice Dale Wainwright in November. In 
Supreme Court Place 8, veteran appellate 
court Justice Linda Yanez pulled out a 51% 
victory over Galveston District Judge Susan 
Criss; in November, Yanez will face GOP 
Justice Phil Johnson. 

In the race for Travis County's 353rd Civil 
District Court, respected veteran attorney and 
former Travis Co. Dem Chair Scott Ozmun 
got the nod with 52% of the vote, a much nar- 
rower margin than expected. His opponent, 
Madeleine Connor, graduated from law school 
relatively recently and, in 2006, ran as a 


Republican judicial candidate. That Connor 
nabbed some 48% of the vote, multiple 
observers theorized, was due to that “woman 
thing” (a majority of the Dem electorate has 
been female), although one seasoned cam- 
paigner suggested that Ozmun’s late TV ads 
harshly blasting Connor as a stealth Repub- 
lican might have engendered some backlash. 

In any event, the “woman thing” was hardly 
consistent. For the chance to face off against 
Gov. Rick Perry-appointed District Judge Melis- 
sa Goodwin, longtime Travis Co. Magistrate 
Jim Coronado won against impressive politi- 
cal newcomer Karyl Krug, with 67% of the vote. 

For the newly created County Court-at-Law 
No. 8 spot, defense attorney Carlos Barrera 
won with a healthy 58% of the vote. Some- 
what surprisingly, Barrera won the endorse- 
ments of both the Chronicle and the daily; 
nonetheless, the indefatigable and gregarious 
Assistant County Attorney John Lipscombe 
seemed favored - with the lion’s share of 
Dem club and other endorsements - to take 
the prize. He didn’t. With no Republican in the

she is “so thrilled and honored” to still be 
in the race. And she’s ready: “We have 
known this was a possibility, so we already 
have a strategy in place." 

As does her opponent. Lehmberg, the 
experienced sage of the race - a woman 
who has been working in the D.A.’s office 
several months longer than her venerable 
boss - also suspected that on March 5 
she’d still be running a campaign. “I wanted 
to win it outright," she said, but was nonethe- 
less prepared for a run-off. Her supporters 
were certainly feeling celebratory Tuesday 
night - including No. 1 Lehmberg fan, Earle, 
who was positively beaming with pride. Sure, 
he wanted Lehmberg to win it outright as 


CC8 race, Barrera is poised to be only the 
second sitting Travis Co. criminal jurist with 
defense bar experience under his belt. 

Finally, in the race to replace retiring veteran 
Judge Jeanne Meurer in the 98th District 
Court, County Associate Judge Rhonda Hurley 
took it early, with just over 60% of the vote. 
The field of three candidates - Hurley, 
Associate Judge Andy Hathcock, and attorney 
Robert Ettinger - was impressive and, heading 
into Tuesday, most race-watchers suspected 
that the race between Hurley and Hathcock 
would be close. Even Hurley didn’t anticipate 
her margin of victory: “I was pleased, but I 
was surprised," she said. “A little bit shocked 
even.” After 11pm, she said she was still wait- 
ing to see “that bottom line” in “black and 
white.” Hurley is both energetic and modest - 
not the easiest balance for a political candi- 
date. “I ran for this not because I wanted to 
but because I felt it was the right thing to do. 

It just felt right; you just can’t explain that,” 
she said. And now? “I’m really ready to get 
back to work.” -Jordan Smith 


well, but given the near inevitability of a run- 
off, Earle said the election night results 
shows just “how smart Austin voters are.” 
The question is where Cobb and Reed 
supporters might align themselves in the 
monthlong race - Lehmberg said she 
planned to call Cobb Tuesday night “to talk 
with him a bit” but said that no matter 
what, she would hit the ground running 
Wednesday morning. Montford, too, said 
she is ready to keep campaigning but was 
unwilling to predict an April winner: As 
she’s learned working as a prosecutor in 
trial, she said, “You never talk about the 
punishment until you get the guilty verdict."

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The race for Congressional District 10 - the 
sprawling House district starting in Travis County 
and stretching east to Austin, Bastrop, Burleson, 
Lee, Waller, Washington, and Harris - was expect- 
ed to be hotly contested. With attorney and televi- 
sion personality Larry Joe Doherty’s cash advan- 
tage and international-elections expert Dan 
Grant's collection of impressive endorsements, 
this battle for the Dem nomination looked evenly 
matched. But early-voting numbers put Grant down 
in every reporting county - and by some 4,000 
votes in Travis, where he was expected to perform 
well. The numbers stayed that way the rest of the 
night, with Doherty winning by more than 20% 
(61.1% to 38.9%). 

“I’m very gratified and pleased,” said Doherty, 
speaking after having just heard from the Associated 
Press that it was calling the race for him. “I didn't 
expect the early vote figures to change. ... It's a 
product of reaching out with our message. We know 
the voters sent a loud, clear message - they want 


to clean up Congress.” With that, it’s time to “get 
prepped for the election in November and take it to 
’em” - “’em” being Michael McCaul, CD 10’s 
Republican incumbent. “Congress ain’t gonna be a 
rubber stamp for Bush like Mike McCaul’s adminis- 
tration has,” declared Doherty. 

“I have a lot of respect for everyone involved in 
the race,” says Doherty, including Grant. “My motto 
on Texas Justice was there is no justice without love. 

I try to live that motto.” And with the primary race 
behind him, Doherty says he’s ready to dispense 
justice to Texas voters and to welcome Grant and 
his supporters into the fold. 

“I called Larry Joe to congratulate him and wish 
him luck," says Grant from his election night 
Downtown gathering at the Steven F. Austin hotel. 
“Central Texans are looking for an independent voice 
... and I know Larry Joe will work very hard to hold 
Mike McCaul accountable for the failures of the 
Bush-Cheney administration."

U.S. SENATE: 

SHIP OF FOOLS 

Texas Democratic Party Chair Boyd 
Richie crowed that Tuesday was “a 
great night for Texas Democrats,” but 
you could argue that it was also a 
pathetic one. Why? Once again, peren- 
nial faux candidate Gene Kelly put his 
famous name on the Democratic bal- 
lot, and once again, hundreds of thou- 
sands voted for him - apparently 
because they can’t tell the difference 
between him and the dead dancer. 
Kelly’s voters nearly put the real 
Democratic U.S. Senate candidate 
into a run-off. He probably won’t relax 
until the very last precincts come in, 
but with 99.83% counted, it appears 
that Houston state Rep. Rick 
Noriega has avoided a run-off in his 
Democratic primary bid for U.S. 
Senate, with a slim 50.97% majority. 

Noriega needs to save precious 
campaign funds in order to tackle 
incumbent Republican John Cornyn in 
the fall. Predictably, Noriega’s run to 
the nomination was almost tripped up 
not by Corpus Christi schoolteacher 
Ray McMurrey, a good debater who 
billed himself as the “progressive 
alternative,” but rather by perennial 
candidate Kelly, who won 27% of the 
vote. Another perennial candidate, 

San Antonio’s Rhett Smith, got 10%. 
Noriega avoided a fate similar to 
Barbara Ann Radnofsky, whose 2006 
challenge to Sen. Kay Bailey 
Hutchison was slowed when Kelly 
forced her into a run-off. - L.N. 

COMMISSIONERS COURT: 
IT'S KAREN HUBER 

Karen Huber pulled out a win (62% 
to 38%) in the Precinct 3 Democratic 
primary and will face incumbent 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty in the 
general election this fall. “I’m hearing 
things from the voters that are in sync 
with the reasons why we’re running,” 
Huber said. “People want a new direc- 
tion in Travis County.” 

Huber’s opponent was Albert 
Gonzales, who is now accusing 
Democratic Party officials of recruit- 
ing Huber, a former Republican, 
because “they didn’t think a Hispanic 
could win in southwest Travis 


County.” “That’s news to me,” said 
Huber. “I’ve never heard any of that 
spoken before.” 

Huber says her priorities will 
include some of the items that came 
out of the southwest dialogue but 
remain unaddressed, such as a 
countywide transportation plan that 
would manage west-side growth. “I 
think we have to be more responsible 
when it comes to growth. We’ve got 
water-quality and water-availability 
issues, as well as infrastructure 
issues out here,” Huber said. “That’s 
a symptom of what needs to be 
addressed by [the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization]. 
We’re looking at symptoms and not 
the causes of that growth, and we 
need to have a plan to deal with 
growth and the costs it will pass 
along to taxpayers into the future."

RAILROAD COMMISSION: 
DARK HORSE RUN-OFF 

Here’s something you rarely see in 
a statewide race: A so-called “also- 
ran” candidate (so designated by us 
geniuses in the media) took the most 
votes in a three-way race for the Texas 
Railroad Commission. Mark Thompson, 
whose candidacy garnered few words 
in Texas newspapers (including this 
one), came close to winning the race 
outright, with more than 48% of the 
vote. Thompson will face second-place 
Dale Henry in a run-off, with the latter 
entering the showdown with 28%. The 
presumptive front-runner, former San 
Antonio City Council Member Art Hall 
(who won most of the big daily 
endorsements) is left empty-handed, 
in third place. Thompson, a disability- 
rights advocate, is probably as sur- 
prised as anyone by his performance. 
Campaign filings with the Texas Ethics 
Commission show Thompson raised 
no money and spent $150 between 
Jan. 1 and Feb. 24. Should Thompson 
go on to win the Democratic nomina- 
tion, he’ll face the GOP Railroad 
Commission Chair Michael Williams, 
who’s never met an oil and gas PAC 
he doesn’t like.

GOP TUSSLES: 

A TRAVIS COUNTY HANDFUL 

Along with all the Democrat-on-Democrat 
races, there was a smattering of contested 
Republican primaries in Travis County. 

While Sen. John McCain has now secured 
enough delegates to take the Republican 
presidential nomination, he was one of 10 
names in that race and scarcely managed 
a 52% majority. Notably, Mike Huckabee 
took just 27% of the local vote, compared 
to his 38% statewide, and U.S. Rep. Ron 
Paul got 17%, more than triple his state- 
wide total. Downballot, U.S. Sen. John 
Cornyn dispatched biblical literalist and 
onetime Gov. Rick Perry opponent Larry 
Kilgore. Leander Independent School 
District trustee Pamela Waggoner beat 
out emergency physician Joseph Donnelly 
to face Democratic Rep. Donna Howard in 
House District 48 in November. 

But just to confirm the image of Austin 
as a Democratic stronghold, 41,067 vot- 
ers turned out for the GOP primary, com- 
pared to 186,426 Democrats. - R.W. 



THE CRADDICK WARS: 

MIXED RESULTS 

If the primaries were in part a referendum 
on House Speaker Tom Craddick (and those 
Democratic reps seen as too close to him), 
the results were mixed. While Dawnna Dukes 
pummeled challenger Brian Thompson (who 
ran much of his campaign on claims of links 
between the two) in East Austin, there were 
closer races in Hidalgo County for accused 
Craddick cohorts. Incumbent Aaron Pena 
defeated Eddie Saenz in House District 40 by 
six percentage points, while Kino Flores 
edged challenger Sandra Rodriguez in HD 36 
by only four. The big prize of the night for 
opponents of the speaker was the defeat in 
HD 140 of Kevin Bailey, by former congres- 
sional staffer Armando Lucio Walle. Early 
voting looked to have sealed the deal for the 
incumbent with 54% to the challenger’s 46%; 
on election day, Walle reversed the count, 
scooping the nomination with 57% of the vote 
and no Republican opposition in November. 

The orthodoxy test of loyalty to Craddick was 
not restricted to Democrats: Among the major 
Craddick-backing Republicans facing challeng- 
es, Charles “Doc” Anderson (HD 56) and 
Charlie Howard (HD 26) comfortably dispatched 


their opponents, but freshman rep Nathan 
Macias in Bulverde was dragged down to the 
wire by Doug Miller, the former mayor of New 
Braunfels, and wound up losing by 0.13%. 

Several Republicans who had taken a pub- 
lic stand against Craddick faced challenges 
themselves. Corsicana’s Byron Cook, along 
with Jim Keffer, had requested an attorney 
general’s opinion on the limits of Craddick's 
powers: Tuesday he defeated Bobby Vickery 
by a better than 2-to-l majority. Similarly, 
Craddick critics Delwin Jones (HD 83) and 
Charlie Geren (HD 99) defeated opponents 
by double digits. But El Paso's Pat Haggerty, 
who lead the quorum-busting walkout against 
Craddick last session, has lost his place to 
Dee Margo, a Rick Perry-endorsed business- 
man who lost to Democratic state Sen. Eliot 
Shapleigh in 2006. And 13-term legislator Al 
Edwards, who lost his District 146 job to 
Borris Miles in 2006 in part due to his close- 
ness to Craddick, got it back Tuesday night, 
with 61% of the vote. 

The balance of House power may in the end 
come down to Odessa, where retired state 
District Judge Tryon Lewis leads incumbent 
Buddy West 44%-38% in a four-way race, forc- 
ing a run-off on April 8. - R.W.

In 2006, Tapestry Dance 
Company Artistic Director Acia 
Gray set her company the 
daunting challenge of re-creat- 
ing live onstage a number of 
classic rhythm tap routines 
immortalized on film. We’re talk- 
ing routines by top-of-the-line 
masters: Eleanor Powell, Fred 
Astaire, the Nicholas Brothers, 
Gene Kelly, Donald O'Connor, 

Bill “Bojangles" Robinson, et al. 
- the kinds of singular artists 
that you can’t imagine anyone 
dancing like. But Gray's dancers 
rose to the challenge, finding a 
way to match the seemingly 
matchless moves of these leg- 
ends and creating one of the 
most exhilarating evenings of 
dance in recent memory. After 
wowing Austinites with it, 
Tapestry has been taking the 
program, which received sub- 
stantial support from the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts’ American Masterpieces 
initiative, on the road, but now 
the show is back, in an all-new 
edition that includes more than 
an hour’s worth of newly recon- 
structed dances that didn’t 
appear in the original. 

Given the wealth of classic 
routines to draw from, it's easy 


to picture Gray agonizing over 
what to add to the program. 

But harder yet, she says, was 
choosing what to cut from the 
original - that’s how well the 
show worked. But she cleared 
the way for a tribute to women 
in tap, including Dr. Jeni LeGon 
- “one of the first African- 
American women to get a full- 
time Hollywood movie con- 
tract,” Gray notes - Ginger 
Rogers, Ann Miller, and a solo 
for the great Eleanor Powell. 

In the course of developing 
the new program, Gray was able 
to bring in some tap legends 
for weeklong residencies with 
the company. Tapestry dancers 
were able to spend hours in 
conversation with LeGon, 

Harold “Stumpy" Cromer, and 
Arthur Duncan - priceless time 
that Gray characterizes as 
“amazing ... just amazing.” 

Duncan, best known for his 
18 years on The Lawrence Welk 
Show, for which he was the first 
African-American hired as a regu- 
lar in a weekly network television 
series, has become a close 
friend to Gray and Tapestry co- 
founder Deirdre Strand. The two 
met in person at the funeral of 
tap master Fayard Nicholas in 


January 2006, although Gray 
had invited Duncan to come to 
Tapestry’s annual Soul to Sole 
Festival in May. When they got to 
visit at a dinner afterward, Gray 
says, they “hit it off immediately, 
and three hours later, we were 
all part of the same family!” She 
has since worked alongside him 
at Soul to Sole, the Los Angeles 
Tap Festival, and San Antonio’s 
Third Coast Rhythm Project, 
spending many an evening talk- 
ing shop over “a glass of vodka 
and cranberry juice” (although 
Duncan prefers orange juice, 
she notes). “It’s amazing how 
much is to be learned about the 
craft and artistry of rhythm tap 
dance and jazz off the floor,” 
says Gray. “The same held true 
with Charles ‘Honi’ Coles, 

Fayard, and many others. It is 
truly a gift to be able to spend 
time with such a true master 
and friend as Arthur - just one 
of a handful of legends still 
around to share this incredible 
American art form.” - R.F.

ColdTowne Getting Upright with the originals 

The news that Upright Citizens Brigade is headed back to town might be met with a 
shrug and the question, "Weren’t they just here?” Indeed, a version of the cult comedy 
team was one of the first performances in the Alamo Drafthouse at the Ritz last 
November, but that was the UCB touring company. The UCB due in Austin this week is 
the core of the troupe: members Matt Besser, Ian Roberts, and Matt Walsh, in other 
words, three-fourths of the Brigade 
from its heyday in the late 
Nineties, when it won a national 
following with a deliciously twisted 
series on Comedy Central. (Fourth 
member Amy Poehler is, sadly, oth- 
erwise engaged these days.) 

These Brigadiers will be returning 
to Austin for the first time since 
their 2000 show at the Bad Dog 
Comedy Theater (although Besser 
was here two years ago, performing his solo show, Woo Pig Sooie, at the Alamo Lake 
Creek). The trio will present five shows, two at the new United States Art Authority, by 
Spider House, on Wednesday, March 12, and two at ColdTowne Theater, with ColdTowne 
opening the show, on Thursday, March 13, and a program of “F’ed Up and Illegal 
Videos” at the Alamo Drafthouse South on Friday, March 14. 

ColdTowne, that improv troupe that seems unstoppable, is the reason that UCB is 
making its appearance here. Troupe member Chris Trew made the contact and asked so 
nicely that Walsh, Roberts, and Besser couldn't say no. (The fact that the troupe would 
be able to promote its new website, UCBcomedy.com, during South by Southwest was 
coincidental, surely.) ColdTownie Michael Jastroch says that having UCB in the house is 
“super exciting, because these guys are heroes for us - in an improv and sketch sense 
but also in the way they built up the country’s largest improv theatre and community. It's 
definitely something we’ve strived for with our own classes and marketing.” - R.F.

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What will the arts in Austin look like in 10 years? 
CreateAustin has a good idea - in fact, it has 10.

As with the weather, everyone talks about the future, but 
nobody does anything about it. At least, that’s often how it feels 
in Austin, where folks seem to enjoy nothing so much as sitting 
around in meetings jawing about what the city (or county or 
region) ought to be like anywhere from five to 50 years down 
the line and then distilling and preserving their grand projec- 
tions for that time in bound and printed long-range plans. Alas, 
said plans aren’t always implemented with the fervor of their 
creation - sometimes they get shelved out of a lack of resources 
or the political will to realize them; sometimes they get super- 
seded by another round of meetings to replan the future that 
was just planned - which means we frequently wind up with 
less action, more gab. 

At first blush, CreateAustin might look to be yet one more 
example of locals indulging in their predilection for talking 
’bout tomorrow. At the heart of this city-sponsored project are 
dozens upon dozens of citizens from all comers of the com- 
munity gathering to chat about Austin’s cultural landscape 
as they’d like to see it 10 years from now and to map out 
how we might reach that place. Cultural infrastructure, arts 
education, social support for individual artists, tourism, tax 
districts, cultural facilities, public art, philanthropy - all of it 
has been talked about, along with most everything else that 
might affect the cultural life of Austin in the coming decade, 
and the dialogue has been good and long: The process is cur- 
rently in its 19th month. 

And yet, even though this civic conversation has had all 
the earmarks of the classic long-range plan - identification 


of stakeholders, vision statements, task forces, strategy devel- 
opment, and, of course, plenty of lengthy, lengthy meetings 
- CreateAustin hasn’t felt like just another exercise in talking 
about the future that won’t ever go anywhere. Not only did 
the process generate an unusual level of interest that’s been 
sustained over a year and a half, but rumbling under the dis- 
cussions all that time has been a sort of restless energy to move 
beyond the oral stage, to seize on ideas sparked by the process 
and mn with them. And some of that has already been happen- 
ing. Even before City Council has been presented with the final 
draft of the Cultural Master Plan (which is slated to happen in 
the next month or so), teams of CreateAustin participants and 
newcomers to the project are already taking action on some of 
the plan recommendations. 

Now, I can’t pretend to be an unbiased observer here - I’ve 
been embedded in the process from day one, starting with an 
interview with consultant Bill Bulick of the Portland-based 
Metropolitan Group way back in September 2006. I then 
agreed to sit on CreateAustin’s 70-member Leadership Council 
and to co-chair the task force on Support for Individual 
Creativity, one of the six task forces that developed the 33 rec- 
ommendations in the final plan. And I’m currently involved in 
the Interim Action Initiative that’s trying to take advantage of 
the momentum generated by the planning process and trans- 
late it into real change. That said, I’ve been witness to similar 
attempts at arts plans over the past 20-plus years, and not only 
do I see a difference in this plan, but other longtimers on the 
scene who are also veterans of these previous cultural planning 


processes have told me they see a difference, too. There’s a 
sense that the ideas being proposed in this plan have a better 
chance of being implemented than just about any proposed in 
the past. Some of that is the process; some of it is the people 
involved; some of it is the timing - where Austin is a city and 
where its arts scene is. 

Ripeness Is All 

Earlier efforts to craft a big-picture plan for Austin arts and 
culture are instructive in the crucial roles that timing and imple- 
mentation tactics play in a plan’s success or failure. In 1985, 
when the city commissioned an extensive study of the arts scene 
from Opinion Research Associates (commonly referred to as the 
June Spencer report, after the consultant who authored it), it 
seemed like a good time to be establishing a new direction for 
the city’s cultural policy; Austin was still flush from the real 
estate boom, and the voters had just approved bond money for 
a new Downtown museum, a renovation of the State Theatre, 
and a second theatre for the Zachary Scott Theatre Center. 
What no one knew was that a real estate bust was waiting right 
around the comer, and when it hit shortly after, it effectively 
sank any new cultural initiatives just as it did the plans for the 
museum and the State. It also tightened up the money available 
to arts groups through the city’s cultural contracts program, 
which rises and falls with the amount collected through the 
city’s hotel/motel “bed tax.” That, in turn, helped spark some 
of the most fiercely divisive stmggles over funding that the arts 
community has ever seen. 

The worst of the “art wars” had died down by the city’s next 
try at plotting its cultural future, the Austin Comprehensive Arts 
Plan (1993), but disputes over the cultural contracts process 
continued throughout the Nineties and beyond. They proved 
to be an ongoing distraction for the Austin Arts Commission, 
which had been tasked with implementing a number of the 
recommendations of the ACAP The failure of that plan was laid 
largely at the commission’s feet in a 2002 audit of the program 
by the city auditor. “The Commission, though empowered by 
ordinance to implement the recommendations and strategies in 
the ACAI) has made minute progress,” it noted, “because the 
Commission appears focused on short-term issues.” Key com- 
mittees were never created, so strategies for improving advocacy, 
public relations, arts education, and technical assistance were 
never developed. 

That audit, inspired by a wave of particularly contentious 
cultural contract funding cycles, paved the way for a reform of 
the program, which coincided with other significant changes in 
the city’s cultural policies, among them an economic impact 
study on the arts that prompted the city to move the Cultural 
Arts Division out of the Parks and Recreation Department into 
the Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services Office. That 
represented a seismic shift in attitude toward the arts, acknowl- 
edging that they weren’t just for playtime but were, along with 
other creative industries such as film, live music, gaming and 
digital media, fashion, and design, part of the economic engine 
that kept the city humming. 

Other similarly important shifts were reshaping the cultural 
landscape in the years since the drafting of the ACAP - mainly, 
a whole lot of building going on: the Blanton Museum of Art, 
the Carver Museum and Cultural Center, the Mexican American 
Cultural Center, the Long Center. Cultural facilities that had 
been dreamed of, fought for, and sweated over for years - in 
some cases, decades - were actually being constructed. Though 
progress on the projects sometimes seemed painfully slow or 
moved in fits and starts, it signaled that Austin’s arts dreams 
could be realized. And with several more cultural facilities earn- 
ing approval from the voters in a 2006 city bond election, it 
confirmed a willingness on the part of the city - lowercase “c” 
- to support cultural projects. 

So when the CreateAustin planning process comes along 
in the fall of ’06, you have a cultural scene that is no longer 
fighting many of the same old battles that it did in the Eighties 
and Nineties. It has grown and become more diverse. It’s not 
so much at odds with itself. And it’s being taken much more 
seriously than it ever was before. All that combines to make

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for a creative community that’s able to look toward 
the future with perhaps more confidence and less 
self-interest, that’s more open to the possibilities of 
change and new dreams. 

Who's Driving the Bus? 

If the timing was right for a new round of long- 
range planning, there was still that old bugaboo of 
implementation. Would Austin get any closer to see- 
ing its vision of a better tomorrow this go-round if it 
followed the same strategies for implementing them 
that it did in the past? Doesn’t seem likely. That’s why 
one of the most encouraging aspects of CreateAustin 
is that it isn’t relying on the old model, which was, in 
a nutshell, “Let the city do it.” 

“Prior city- or chamber-sponsored art and culture 
plans addressed key dilemmas that were urgent 
in our community at the time - and the resulting 
actions were very much city-government driven,” 
notes Deborah Edward, consultant with Greenlights 
for Nonprofit Success, which has been engaged by 
the city to facilitate the planning process. “This time 
around, there’s a different context: We’re building on 
strengths and trying to align our interests and issues 
with the various groups looking at the city infrastruc- 
ture as a whole. The CreateAustin ideas are being 
incorporated into other city plans, which means more 
likelihood that the ideas will be acted on. But perhaps 
most important, there’s been a call for community 
leadership, and there is reference to many potential 
actions that rely on collaborations across community- 
business-govemment. ” 

The city may have sponsored CreateAustin, but 
it was made clear from the outset that the process 
would really be driven by all of us who call Austin 
home. We would decide what was important to us, 
what we wanted our cultural future to look like. We 
would figure out what it would take to make it a real- 
ity. We would design the steps to get there, and we 
would put them in place. This would be our plan. 
In September 2006, CreateAustin consultant Bill 
Bulick and staff in the Cultural Arts Division began 
recruiting participants: the 70-member Leadership 
Council, composed of artists, administrators, activ- 
ists, attorneys, educators, businesspeople, and others; 
a 13-member Working Group of cultural profession- 
als; and an Arts & Culture Round Table with more 
than 70 individuals in the arts and creative industries. 
They would do the most talking over the next 10 
months, but they weren’t the only ones. Bulick also 
conducted interviews with a few dozen more civic and 
cultural leaders and presided over four open commu- 
nity forums around town at which anyone could offer 
up his or her views on what Austin’s cultural scene 
ought to look like in the future. Everyone who wanted 
to had a chance to speak up. 

With so many voices in the mix, you might expect 
those futuristic visions to run the gamut from Buck 
Rogers to Blade Runner, but what was interesting was 
how much of the talk overlapped, covering similar 
issues: affordable living and work spaces for artists; 
technical assistance and professional development for 
artists, arts organizations, and businesses; partner- 
ships between universities and artists and artists and 
businesses; an alliance to provide support services to 
artists and creative individuals across all disciplines; 
arts education on all levels; accessibility to cultural 
events; a public relations campaign touting the city’s 
“culture of creativity.” The commonality of these 
concerns helped determine the nature of the six task 
forces that met in late spring of 2007 to generate the 
actual ideas, recommendations, and strategies for the 
final plan: support for individual creativity, learning 
and creativity, communication and collaborative ven- 


tures, the built environment, financial resources, and 
cultural infrastructure. And even though these task 
forces met separately over six weeks, their indepen- 
dent recommendations included numerous overlap- 
ping ideas. 

The shared concerns were another sign that this 
long-range planning process caught Austin at a propi- 
tious moment, when individuals from different cor- 
ners of the community were on the same page about 
what needed to be addressed and how. Deborah 
Edward summed it up this way: “The consensus 
vision that I see emerging is about making Austin a 
dynamic, friendly, diverse incubator and presenter of 
arts. But in some ways, this is less a consensus vision 
than a collection of visions that are complementary. 
We’re all talking about stronger community leader- 
ship that can transcend the silos of arts institutions 
or mediums, and we’re all excited about building 
participation at many levels - artists, audiences, arts 
businesses, students, and so on.” 

As Bulick worked to summarize and synthesize 
the original 120 pages of recommendations into a 
draft document that could be more readily digested, 
he was able to tie together a number of the concepts 
from the various reports into what he called the 
“10 Big Ideas” of CreateAustin. Some are specific 
(establishing a city Department of Cultural Affairs; 
creating a cultural alliance; launching a “culture of 
creativity” PR campaign), while others are general, 
but all reflect a sense of the values prized by the 
participants in the process - and by extension, the 
community - as we move forward through the next 
decade. (See “The 10 Big Ideas,” right. To read the full 
draft of the CreateAustin Cultural Master Plan, visit 
www.ci.austin.tx.us/culturalplan/plan.htm.) 

In October, Bulick shared his final draft in a meet- 
ing of the Leadership Council and in a public forum. 
Ordinarily, that might be where the process stalls out 
until the City Council has its say, but this process 
generated something more than a set of recommen- 
dations; it generated an enthusiasm for these visions 
of the future that people didn’t want to abandon. 
So, with the presentation of the plan to council not 
expected until March at the earliest, an Interim Action 
component of CreateAustin was launched. Anyone 
who wanted to help keep the ball moving forward 
could join in one of several projects: developing an 
inventory of cultural venues and arts spaces, conduct- 
ing a survey of arts education programs, researching 
and discussing how to structure and focus a Creative 
Alliance to serve artists and arts organizations, and 
identifying people and models to lead the communi- 
ty-based implementation of the cultural arts plan. 

Cultural Arts Program Manager Vincent Kitch is 
encouraged by this activity. “People in the community 
are taking on issues and working on projects before 
the plan has even been finalized, which is a great sign 
the community will embrace the ideas and help make 
them a reality,” he says. “Key to implementation is 
the idea of this as a public/private collaboration. It is 
not a plan for how the city of Austin can support arts, 
culture, and creativity, but how the whole community 
can get involved. With the traction we have already, I 
am optimistic that we will see a lot of positive results 
from CreateAustin.” 

Deborah Edward, who has been spearheading the 
Interim Action efforts, agrees. “People are continuing 
to get to know one another - and it’s exciting to see 
that the players in the work go beyond the commu- 
nity of artists and arts organizations. We’ve gotten the 
attention of civic builders at many levels. As some of 
the Interim Action players have said, ‘The train has 
left the station.’” 

Next stop: the future we’re going to make. ■ 


THE 10 BIG IDEAS 

1) Establish a CreateAustin Leadership Task Force. 

This group, to be drawn from individuals who have already participated in 
CreateAustin along with other stakeholders in the community, will assist in the 
implementation of the plan and make regular reports on its progress to the City 
Council and the community. It will also provide mechanisms for continuing advo- 
cacy, problem solving, leadership, and action. 

2) Create a City Department of Arts and Culture. 

All arts, culture, music, and film activities overseen by different agencies in the 
city government would be consolidated into a single department, providing a 
unified vision of initiatives and activities related to culture and creativity, 
improved coordination of such activities and opportunities for leveraging city 
resources, and increased importance of these issues within the city organization. 

3) Form a community-based Creative Alliance. 

A large-scale, grassroots membership and advocacy organization would be formed 
that would be open to all creative individuals, organizations, and businesses. It 
would offer a central clearinghouse of information about resources for creatives 
(e.g., professional development, networking, and marketing opportunities), broker 
for services such as health care and insurance, and be a vehicle for advocacy. 

4) Launch a focused public-will-building/ 
awareness campaign. 

With information drawn from qualitative and quantitative research into community 
values and attitudes about the arts, culture, and creativity, a focused public-will- 
building campaign would be created to develop communitywide awareness of 
and support for the vision, values, and recommendations of Austin’s “culture of 
creativity,” and enhance audience development and cultural tourism marketing. 

5) Forge new partnerships between area universities 
and the creative community. 

After taking an inventory of existing partnerships between Central Texas academ- 
ic institutions and the creative sector, the most effective and productive ones in 
terms of education, training, and professional development will be used as mod- 
els for maximizing and expanding collaborations and cultural resources through- 
out the community. 

6) Increase private sector support for 
creative activities. 

New methods and programs will be explored to boost financial support of 
Austin’s arts and creative activities and develop a culture of giving at all 
financial levels, across geographic area, age, economic status, ethnicity, and 
race, among them educational programs and networking mechanisms regard- 
ing philanthropy, development of an incentive-based matching fund, and 
workplace giving. 

7) Increase business development and technical 
assistance services. 

Efforts will be made to give artists, creative individuals, organizations, and busi- 
nesses greater access to resources that will strengthen their business manage- 
ment, marketing, professional development, and other skills so as to help 
ensure their long-term survival and productivity. 

8) Encourage neighborhood-based cultural 
development and activity. 

“Ground up” development of cultural and heritage community/neighborhood dis- 
tricts will be supported and promoted as part of the diverse, dynamic, attractive, and 
innovative mix of cultural amenities and destinations in Austin's community fabric. 

9) Develop affordable and accessible cultural 
space of all types. 

An inventory of existing public and private cultural spaces - studios, live/work, 
performance, exhibition, instruction, storage, offices, etc. - will be created, with 
mechanisms to keep the list up to date and efforts to encourage affordable 
access to these spaces. The development of new spaces throughout the city and 
even outside it (including large, multiuse facilities) will also be explored. 

10) Develop a Creativity Teaching and Learning Project. 

An inventory of current programs involving cultural and creative education will be 
used as the basis for designing systemic improvement, including integrated cur- 
riculum and professional development for teachers and creative individuals who 
provide arts education opportunities. This will improve access to creative and 
cultural education programs across ages, arts disciplines, geography, and class.

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GUSHER OF LIES: 

THE DANGEROUS DELUSIONS 
OF 'ENERGY INDEPENDENCE' 

by Robert Bryce 
PublicAffairs, 320 pp., $26.95 

The last time energy expert Robert Bryce 
appeared in the pages of the Chronicle, he 
sparked a bloody discussion over his doubts about 
man-made global warming. 

His latest book, a dissec- 
tion of the energy market, 
is even less likely to win 
him friends. Bryce makes a 
solid case that energy inde- 
pendence, a totem to both 
left and right, is not simply 
unachievable and undesir- 
able but harmful. He depicts 
himself as the reasonable 
man facing down a cadre 
of xenophobes, Luddites, 
boondogglers, and politicos. 

He doesn’t differentiate 
between the guilty parties 
along political lines, laying 
into Milton Friedman and 
Al Gore equally. But there 
are bogus conflations, like 
saying energy consumption 
equals wealth and wealth 
equals low child-mortality 
rates, even though the Btu-guzzling U.S. has one 
of the worst infant-death rates of all industrialized 
nations. And then there’s downright audacity, like 
calling Dubai economically liberal when its ruling 
family has been accused of human trafficking (with 


no sense of irony, he later indicts the Brazilian 
ethanol industry for using slaves). 

Bryce is devastating in his attacks on certain 
industries, like the water-hungry, subsidy-hog 
ethanol, but others - most especially oil, coal, 
and natural gas (i.e., the entrenched energy 
industries) - get a pat on the head. His sole 
criterion forjudging the merits of any energy 
source seems to be price 
per watt. His solution, at 
its core, is to keep burning 
oil, get ready to burn even 
more oil, and don’t really 
worry about it. He touts 
nuclear, using the experi- 
ence of Austin Energy and 
the South Texas Project 
as his positive model but 
fails to factor in decommis- 
sioning costs that could 
outweigh any savings. Even 
though he has a chapter 
on long-term changes in 
the energy mix, there’s a 
perturbing short-termism 
in his writing common to 
free marketeers. (Many oil 
advocates argue against 
his plan to open up the 
Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge to drilling now, call- 
ing it a strategic reserve.) There’s also a dis- 
turbing amorality, like telling readers to “adapt’’ 
to global warming, which seem dismissive of 
the resulting body count. But for Bryce, price is 
what counts. - Richard Whittaker 


THE SECRET HISTORY 
OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE 

by M.3. Harper 

Melville House Publishing, 200 pp., $22.95 

If the late Douglas Adams (The Hitchhiker’s 
Guide to the Galaxy) had made his mark as a 
writer of history textbooks, it’s more than likely 
that the resulting volumes would read essentially 
like The Secret History of the English Language. 
Author M.J. Harper’s stated goal in Secret History 
is nothing short of debunking the 
entire British creation myth, which 
insists, among other things, that 
the wholly uncultured Anglo-Saxon 
race gave the world what we now 
know as the English language. 

Harper models his stance on 
Occam’s razor and something 
called applied epistemology, which 
he describes as a “revisionist 
approach" centered around the 
assertion that “paradigm theories 
of academic studies ... tend of 
their nature to be untrue.” (Or 
as the Firesign Theatre told us, 

“Everything you know is wrong.”) 

Secret History is packed to the 
Gaels with razor-sharp one-liners 
like, “Always be wary of people who say ’So what?’ 
to a complex problem they have never thought 
about before," and, “Freely-available higher educa- 
tion produces only highly-educated fools." There’s 
nary a stuffy line in the book, nor does the author 
allow things to get too high-minded; when Harper 
addresses the fact that the French were originally 
a Celtic race called the Gauls, he reminds us that 


this is information that “we all remember from our 
Asterix comics.” 

That’s not to say the Secret History is an easy, 
breezy read. Generations of scholars have left 
some mighty big knots for the author to untangle 
before one imagines he could even begin to sew 
the myriad threads back together into anything 
recognizable. Harper’s preferred angle of attack 
is to make lists of possibilities, then eliminate 
the most unlikely, unreasonable, and/or “soppy” 
ones - leaving the reader to deter- 
mine which is the most plausible 
of the remaining options. It’s an 
approach guaranteed to thoroughly 
unhinge orthodox historians, but 
on the other hand, it’s better 
suited to the rattling of cages than 
it is to obtaining definitive answers 
to the questions at hand. 

There’s nothing that we 
Americans enjoy more than 
thumbing our noses at authority, 
and Harper proves that Brits are 
as capable of blowing a rasp- 
berry as any Yank - while simul- 
taneously confronting mysteries 
that date back to the dawn of 
civilization. Though his two-fisted 
approach to academia is too blunt to connect 
with every blow, that same “arse-kicking” qual- 
ity holds irresistible appeal to anyone who 
was ever mocked by a teacher and made to 
feel foolish in front of his classmates. It’s that 
gung-ho, we’re-all-in-it-together attitude toward 
gaining knowledge that makes this Secret one 
worth sharing. - Ken Lieck

HEY, SAILOR, NEED A LIFT? I’m so pleased 
that the film Hori Smoku Sailor Jerry (www. 
horismokumovie.com) will premiere at South by 
Southwest. Sailor Jerry (Norman Keith 
Collins) was considered by many to be the fore- 
most tattoo artist of all time and the father of 
modern-day tattooing, whose uncompromising 
lifestyle and larger-than-life persona made him 
an American legend. Who would have imagined 


that this World War ll-era veteran with his deep 
love and knowledge of the art would have 
defined the look of the tattoo explosion that is 
predominant now? My late brother-in-law, Rollo 
Banks (aka Michael Malone), another legend- 
ary tattoo artist, was mentored by Sailor Jerry, 
and Rollo not only imagined that explosion but 
predicted it as far back as the early Eighties. 
Rollo, who is interviewed in the film before his 
death last year, and fellow Sailor Jerry protege 
Don Ed Hardy (www.donedhardy.com), also inter- 
viewed, inherited most of Sailor Jerry’s legacy 
when he passed (Rollo kept Sailor Jerry’s shop 
in Honolulu on Hotel Street, where I received my 
second tattoo from Rollo). Mr. Hardy kept his 
batch of Sailor Jerry's work carefully labeled and 
archived, and Rollo kept his batch of Sailor 
Jerry's work in paper bags or laid out on the 
floor. Both loved and revered the man who had 
taught them so much. But this film premiere is 
not Sailor Jerry’s first appearance in Austin. He 
arrived via Rollo in 1984, with dazzling flash and 
an inimitable style. This was the same trip

Over the years, restaurateur Reed 
Clemons has operated some of Austin’s 
favorite Downtown places, like the Bitter 
End Bistro & Brewery, the B-Side bar, 
Mezzaluna, the Granite Cafe, and Capitol 
Brasserie. Those are all gone now, and 
Clemons has moved to West Lake for his 
latest creation. 

The Grove is a wine bar, restaurant, and 
wine retailer all balled up in one. Wine 
prices at the bar are very reasonable, cer- 
tainly lower than most restaurants, and all 
of the wines are available to take away at 
a price just slightly above what you would 
pay at a good wineshop. 

Clemons hired Matt Berendt, the man 
who ran the wine program for Emilia’s, to 
develop the 250-plus-bottle wine list (50 
of which are available by the glass). One 
of the best ways to roam the list is to go 
through one of the 10 wine flights. You 
get a trio of 3-ounce pours based on a 
theme. My favorite is flight two ($12), 
which allows you to taste the remarkable 
impact of the lands and climates of New 


Zealand, California, and France on the 
Sauvignon Blanc grape. 

I’d be happy drinking any of the wines 
on Berendt’s list, and though he’s trained 
his staff well, it’s always worth asking if 
he's there. He’s one of the best in town at 
helping you discover your perfect wine. 

The food is reminiscent of the finest and 
simplest dishes from Mezzaluna and the 
Granite Cafe. Pastas, panini, and pizzas 
cover half the menu. Clemons is offering one 
of the best vegetarian pizzas I’ve experi- 
enced, called the Don’t Have a Cow ... Man! 
($11.50 for a medium, $14.50 for a large). 
My favorite dish in the house is the bruschet- 
ta. They have nine different varieties; you 
pick three, and they bring them out on a 
wooden platter with a bowl of olives. The 
plate costs $9.50, and it, along with a cou- 
ple of glasses of wine, would make a very 
nice snack or small dinner for two people. 

We’ve been lucky in Austin with the sud- 
den proliferation of exceptional wine bars. 
The Grove is right up there with the best 
in town. - Wes Marshall

GUMBO TALES: 

FINDING MY PLACE AT 
THE NEW ORLEANS TABLE 

by Sara Roahen 

W.W. Norton & Co., 293 pp., $24.95 

Several years ago, when I heard 
that both the daily paper and the 
alternative newsweekly in the city of 
New Orleans had hired transplanted 
Midwesterners to write about restau- 
rants there, I’ll have to admit they 
struck me as odd choices for the 
job. But when I received this delight- 
ful volume by former Gambit Weekly 
restaurant reviewer/food writer Sara 
Roahen last fall, the genius of her 
hiring became apparent. As an out- 
sider and a former vegetarian who garnered her professional cooking 
experience in the San Francisco Bay Area, Roahen brought a healthy 
dose of skepticism about New Orleans cuisine to the job. She didn't 
even move to the Crescent City in search of food - it was just a nec- 
essary stop along the way in her husband's medical career. Roahen 
went about her new job as a serious and thorough reporter, however, 
and the historically rich and seductive food culture of the old port 
city worked its magic, eventually rendering her a passionate partisan 
of her adopted home. 


Gumbo Tales honestly recounts Roahen’s discovery of and immer- 
sion in everything from gumbo and Sazeracs to po’boys and Sno 
Balls and from Mardi Gras parades to Tom Fitzmorris’ food radio 
show. Each chapter chronicles different culinary and cultural revela- 
tions. She revels in the red gravy that’s emblematic of the Italian culi- 
nary influence in New Orleans and helps construct St. Joseph’s Day 
altars with an Italian-American family. She pursues the genesis of the 
turducken from chef Paul Prudhomme to a man named Sammy 
Hebert, all the while sharing a hilarious account of producing the 
labor-intensive three-poultry dish herself. The author learns to love 
stewed and stuffed vegetables, drinking brown cocktails, and peeling 
boiled crawfish - making the reader's mouth water in the process. 

Like any writer who turned in New Orleans-related articles or books 
by August 2005, Roahen found it necessary to rewrite parts of her 
work to account for the devastation of Hurricane Katrina. She found 
some of her favorite haunts struggling to get back on their feet, while 
others were simply washed away, not unlike her husband’s hospital 
job. Her pain and sense of loss at having to leave New Orleans are 
palpable. Her last trip “making groceries” for the road broke my heart. 
Sara Roahen wasn’t born to love New Orleans, but she ultimately 
earned the right to call it home, embracing the city as only a convert 
can. This book is likely to make you love it, too. -V.B.W.

F00D-0-FILE

For once, Austin restaurateur/music promoter/ 
author/raconteur Eddie Wilson was at a loss for 
the perfect sound bite. The scheduled reopening 
of the remodeled original Threadgill’s (6416 N. 
Lamar, 451-5440) location was being sucked into 
the black hole of the city’s building-inspection pro- 



cess, and he was worried. Almost nothing about 
the reconstruction project has gone exactly 
according to plan, but the inspection glitches 
were threatening to delay the soft opening Wilson 
had envisioned before a full music lineup; he's 
booked shows up the week of South by 
Southwest. The work on Old No. 1 began in the 
fall, addressing 20 years of accumulated structur- 
al problems and creating “the sweetest 100-seat 
music listening room in town," according to 
Wilson. The day we spoke, Wilson was looking for 
just the right description for the recently complet- 
ed project. “It's such a huge improvement. I think 
we've managed to maintain a direct connection 
with the building’s past while evolving to survive." 

I can’t wait to see it, so I’ll be checking out the 
new Old No. 1 as soon as the city gives the okay. 
And if you haven’t been in town since last year, 
drop by Threadgill’s World Headquarters (301 
W. Riverside, 472-9304), and give a listen to the 
greatly enhanced music venue in their front-yard 
beer garden... I know, I know; this time last year 
I said your annual SXSW culinary pilgrimage to 
Las Manitas (211 Congress, 472-9357) for 
migas or enchiladas would mark the end of an 
era, but there they are in their original location, 
same as they ever were! The deal to displace 
some local independent businesses in favor of a 
mega-Marriott eyesore on our city's main thor- 
oughfare has gone through some changes since 
I wrote that last spring. The most recent word 
was that proprietors Cynthia and Lidia Perez 
would move their iconic restaurant up the block 
to a historic two-story building they own, but no 
date for the move has been announced. So, put 
that annual culinary pilgrimage back on your 
Austin to-do list. And speaking of annual pilgrim- 
ages, when you’re pitching washers on the patio 
at the Magnolia Cafe South (1920 S. 
Congress, 445-0000), be sure to wish them a 
happy 20th birthday. (Magnolia West, 2304 
Lake Austin Blvd., turns 30 next year.)... If there 
was any doubt about this being a serious wine 
town, just look at how the Downtown landscape 
has changed in the last year. Wine bars abound 
- in fact, there are three within walking distance 
of each other: Cork & Co. (308 Congress, 
474-2675, www.corkandco.com), a wine bar and 
retail wineshop where you can enjoy a daily $5 
wine happy hour with cheeses and chocolates 
from 3 to 7pm; Crii (238 W. Second, 472-9463, 
www.cruawinebar.com), a chain outfit wine bar and 
restaurant with an inviting patio facing the busy 
Second Street shopping district; and the just- 
debuted Taste (202 W. Cesar Chavez, 478-2783, 
www.tasteselectwines.com), a restaurant, wine bar, 
and retail store combo offering 40 wines by the 
glass and a menu “inspired by the cuisines of 
traditional wine cultures" around the world.

CASINO EL CAMINO

Casino el Camino might best be described 
as goth-Mayan-punkabilly in style, with sensa- 
tional decoration from the wizards at Blue 
Genie Art Industries. It’s darker than a cav- 
ern inside, but the flame-paint accents 
brighten the room somewhat; it's brighter 
upstairs around the pool tables, and fresh 
and breezy on the patio out back. TV screens 
are likely to be showing offbeat films or The 
Simpsons, and the jukebox is legendary, load- 
ed with obscure gems. The fully stocked bar 
serves assertive drinks at fair prices, with a 
decent beer selection. If that weren’t enough 
to lure you in, the food at Casino is the best 
on the street, with the burgers a perennial 
“Best of Austin’’ winner. 

Here’s the technique: Go to the back to the 
food-order window, and already know what you 
want. Speak clearly, try not to make eye con- 
tact, place your order, and have cash ready. 
Now get a drink, and make yourself comfy, 
because it will take anywhere between 20 
minutes and an hour or more for your order to 
be ready. It's worth every second. These are 
three-quarter-pound orgasm-inducing Angus 
burgers, in six different configurations (we 
love the wing marinade with blue cheese and 
the spicy Amarillo for $6.25 each). Hand-cut 
fries ($1.50) are big enough to feed two and 
great with chiles and cheese ($5). Buffalo 
wings and huge chicken or veggie sandwiches 
are all superlative and easy on the wallet. 
Casino has our favorite bar food on the strip. 
Patience is definitely required, but it's so 
worth the wait.

The Cedar Door opened 33 years ago on 
West 15th Street. Since then, developers’ 
thirst for land has pushed it all over the 
Downtown area, to Waller Creek to Union 
Pacific’s old railroad property to its current, 
though probably not permanent, resting place. 


We’ve followed them everywhere, because the 
place’s mojo seems inextinguishable. And 
then there are the Mexican martinis ($8.75). 

I fully admit to being a margarita snob, and 
these fine drinks are not really margaritas. 
That’s OK - the little added orange juice and 
simple syrup still make a mighty fine, and 
mighty big, drink. 

But the Cedar Door is good for more than 
just getting a buzz. Their secret weapon is 
food, starting with the addictive homemade 
potato chips with sea salt and malted vine- 
gar ($2.99). A batch of those along with a 
couple of Mexican martinis and, except for 
hamburgers, you’ve got all your major food 
groups covered. Luckily, the Brazos Black 
Angus Burger ($7.49) keeps you well-fed, so 
you can afford to have another Mexican mar- 
tini. Prefer hot dogs? Go for the Door Dog 
($3.49), and ask for sauerkraut, extra 
cheese, and plenty of the mustard on the 
side. Be sure to go on a pretty day so you 
can sit on the deck. And if you’re a newcom- 
er, don’t worry about the way everyone looks 
up to see who you are. They’re just looking 
for the same friends they see every night. 
Smile, enjoy yourself, and soon you’ll feel 
like a regular yourself.

Housed in a historic old building with lime- 
stone rubble walls, Moonshine sits right 
across the street from the Convention 
Center. The dining rooms are sunny and spa- 
cious, the hardwood floors are shining, the 
waiters wear black-and-whites, and the chef’s 
name is on the menu. In short, this place is 
a little upscale. 

Moonshine’s full bar is known for its super- 
lative cocktails: hard lemonade ($6.75), 
Planter’s Punch ($7), Ruby Slipper Martini 
($7), and Silvermoon Margarita ($7), to name 
a few. The wine list is extensive and appropri- 
ate, and the beer list is more than adequate. 

Moonshine also has an ample menu, with 
starters, entrees, salads, sandwiches, and 
desserts. Each category boasts a large variety 
of tempting options, making it a good choice 
for any sort of business meeting: There is

Jackalope features Tarantino-esque 
design, with nudie velvet paintings, red 
leather, a huge padded bar, and screens 
showing kitschy films. If you think the jack- 
alope is a mythical beast, just look at the 
stuffed one on the wall. A widely diverse 
crowd grooves to twang, rockabilly, rock, 
and punk, and the scene is more regular 
locals than gawking touristy types or frats. 
Drinks are big (ask to see the glass the 
Helldorado comes in) and well-priced, with 
a full bar, 56 bottled beers, and 12 on tap; 
the service can appear threatening, but 
they’re all friendly pussycats. 

Jackalope’s food is a huge plus, with a 
wide range of dishes guaranteed to please 
a drinker (or eater, for that matter). A great 
appetizers list, especially the fried pickle 
spears and the chili-cheese waffle fries. 

The juicy burgers rival those at Casino, 
which rates them very high, and there’s a 
huge range of options in the $6 to $8 
range (blackened with blue, chipotle-bacon, 
four-chile, chicken and Brie, etc.). Perhaps 
a “double-wide’’ hot dog (two big dogs, with 
bacon, queso, and chili for $6.95) with a 
side of onion rings. Or maybe you’re looking 
for crawfish po’boys; salads; a Cubano with 
smoked pork, ham, and bacon; various 


truly something for everyone here. The start- 
ers include a lot of bar favorites, in simply 
enormous portions. The homemade potato 
chips ($5.95) with sour cream and chive dip 
are enough for a table of four and are as deli- 
cious as they sound. Moonshine’s own “corn 
dog” shrimp ($8.95), served skewered and 
fried in batter and accompanied by mustard 
with a blueberry swirl, is rightfully an Austin 
favorite. The entrees are similarly gigantic in 
portion and skillfully prepared: Broiled rainbow 
trout with corn-bread stuffing and sage butter 
($18.95) and buffalo meatloaf with mushroom 
gravy ($14.95) are only two of a list of 14, 
and that’s not including the specials. 

Moonshine also has a lovely patio and an 
even lovelier happy hour, Monday through 
Friday, 3-6:30pm, with half-price starters and 
$4 cocktails. - Kate Thornberry

Inside, an old-fashioned lunch counter 
runs down one wall, and red-and-black dinette 
tables and chairs set the tone, their legs inge- 
niously muted with slit tennis balls.

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The restaurant at the Victory, called Bayseas, is headed up by 
Eddie Roland Sr. Bayseas specializes in seafood and soul food, and 
everything is fresh and handmade. ”1 hand-batter and hand-bread 
everything to order,” says Roland. “Even the fried okra and the onion 
rings. All our fish and shrimp and oysters ... ail fresh. We don’t 
serve that prefrozen junk. Mostly we fry the seafood; but if you want 
it baked or grilled, we do that, too, if you’re willing to wait a little." 

The hand-breaded fried oysters I sampled were perfectly cooked, 
sweet and juicy; I have never had better anywhere ($14.99). In 
addition to the fabulous seafood platters that dominate the menu 
($4.99-17.99), Bayseas offers two daily soul-food specials on 
weekdays (until they sell out) such as oxtails with collard greens 
and yams ($9.99) or chicken and dumplings ($7.49). Roland plans 
to add both fried-oyster and fried-shrimp po’boys to the menu in 
time for South by Southwest. - K.T.

Rio Rita is easy to find, just five blocks down East Sixth 
Street from the bar district. Housed in a roomy old building 
that used to be a very tough bar, Rio Rita has a dining room, 
an intimate bar/lounge area, and a breezy patio. The decor is 
arty and a little retro; it feels like a combination basement 
rec room/1890s whorehouse, all done up in the palette of a 
Jerry Lewis movie. 

Rio Rita serves cocktails, beer, wine, and the full array of 
espresso drinks, as well as tea and soda. Fresh bakery 
items are available, as in most espresso cafes. What sets 


Rio Rita apart is the surprisingly good food. In the dinky one- 
man kitchen, somehow they manage to make truly gourmet 
sandwiches and appetizers. Their popular ham and Brie sand- 
wich ($6.50) combines Black Forest ham, melted Brie, 
broiled tomatoes, and roasted asparagus on a fresh, flaky 
croissant: a heavenly combination of Easter Sunday flavors. 
The veggie hero ($6.50), made with artichoke hearts, sharp 
provolone, roasted red peppers, and hummus, is a triumph. 

In fact, all the sandwiches on the menu are splendid, and the 
cheese plate ($9), mesquite-smoked salmon plate ($7), and 
the pizza slices from East Side Pies ($3) just make deciding 
that much harder. 

Rio Rita is aiming to provide a quiet, music-free refuge from 
SXSW for those who may want to take a brief time-out.

This chic and sleek Warehouse District bar has 
been a longtime local favorite for happy hour and 
late-night snacking paired with creative, well-pre- 
pared cocktails with a tropical flair. The menu 
reflects influences from the Pacific, Southeast 
Asia, and Caribbean, with a hint of the Mexican 
coast. A supercool, modern design in shades of 
blue with lots of glass creates a soothing, under- 
water atmosphere, enhanced by the huge saltwa- 
ter aquarium behind the bar. 

Their famous weekday happy hour may be one 
of the best in town: half-priced appetizers, listed 
on the menu as sharable plates, and specialty 
drinks. Among my favorite snacks are the lobster 
and Brie empanadas served with tomatillo salsa 
and creamy avocado aioli, the masa-fried oysters 
served over thin slices of fried plantain and driz- 
zled with cilantro cream, and the simple yet addict- 
ing spinach con queso, dotted with chopped 
hearts of palm for an added tangy crunch. My 
favorite lively libations are the refreshing lemon- 
grass margarita and the apple-ginger martini, made 
with fresh grated ginger. Some of my friends are 
quite partial to their mojitos, including a Rojo 
Mojito made with Remy Red liqueur. At night, Saba 
acquires a clubbier atmosphere, with electronic 
dance music on the speakers and a first-row view 
of the live music happening at the Cedar Street 
Courtyard directly downstairs. - Claudia Alarcon

If you like low-light 
bars with strong drinks and a clubby, leath- 
er-and-oak look, head for the first-floor bar. 
For those looking for a place to show off 
their buff bods, tans, and $1,000 smiles, 
there’s a great outdoor patio upstairs. 
Actually, I just described the opposite of 
myself, but I like to hang around people who 
fit that description. Plus, an ice-cold manhat- 
tan ($7) tastes great sitting in the sun. 

The bartenders know their drinks, and while 
they mostly make inventive sweet drinks, you 
can crank up their creativity by ordering a 
classic drink. Want a real martini? Most bars 
incorrectly serve just iced gin (or worse, vod- 
ka) and leave out the vermouth. Tell them you 
want a real martini ($7), and you get just that. 

The wine list is compact, but there are 
some good deals to be found. The 2006 
Gimenez Riili Torrontes AD from Argentina 
($7 glass, $28 a bottle) is fragrant and easy 
to drink. If you want a red, try the 2004 
Tintara Shiraz, South Australia ($10, $40), 
an amazingly rich wine for the price. Those 
willing to give their AmEx a flexing will love 
the 2005 Belle Glos Clark & Telephone 
Pinot Noir ($70), one of California’s best. 


And if you’re hungry, the full-service restau- 
rant on the first floor has cushy leather booths, 
a Rat Pack feel, and New American cuisine. The 
best thing on the menu is the honey-chipotle- 
glazed pork chop with maple sweet-potato 
mash ($16): a juicy cut of meat with just 
enough chipotle kick to keep it interesting. Save 
room for the warm apple crisp ($5) topped with 
Amy’s Mexican vanilla ice cream. - W.M.

One of Spain’s most enduring culinary tradi- 
tions is wine bars that serve small plates of 
distinctive snacks called tapas. For nearly 10 
years, Malaga has been Austin’s go-to spot 
for authentic Spanish-style drinks and comes- 
tibles. Chef and co-owner Alex Duran presents 
a tasty tapas menu to complement one of 
Austin’s largest wine lists. Look for small 
plates of meats, seafood, cheeses, and condi- 
ments with a definite Spanish flair to pair with 
wines sold by either the glass or the bottle. 
When we spoke to chef Duran for this report, 
both the Malaga menu and the wine list were 
being overhauled just in time for spring. The 
new versions should be available on their 
updated website any day now. 

The most surprising thing about Malaga is 
that Duran is able to provide such a fine selec- 
tion of tapas and desserts from a kitchen 
that’s not much bigger than a postage stamp. 
Though devoted fans have long clamored for 
lunch offerings, limited kitchen space in the 



popular Warehouse District bar precludes the 
possibility of meal service twice a day. That 
problem will finally be solved when Malaga 
moves into its new home later this year in the 
soon-to-be completed AMLI building at the cor- 
ner of Second and Guadalupe. Chef Duran is 
eager to inhabit the new space where he’ll pre- 
side over a much bigger kitchen that can turn 
out an expanded Spanish menu at both lunch 
and dinner. We’re as eager for the opening of 
the new location as the rest of Malaga’s fan 
base, but in the meantime, we suggest you 
drop by the original spot for a taste of Spain 
and a glass of Vinho Verde. - V.B.W.

This neighborhood bar and restaurant with 
friendly service and a laid-back atmosphere is 
a no-brainer for those looking to enjoy their 
favorite adult beverage while chowing down on 
some excellent Louisiana-style food. Chef Bud 
George, Baton Rouge native, has infused the 
menu with classic Louisiana dishes such as 
smoked-duck gumbo, crawfish etouffee, sea- 
food po’boys, and his now-famous fried cat- 
fish. The menu also features American favor- 
ites like hamburgers, nachos, and chicken-fried 
steaks served with creamy mashed potatoes 
and flavorful bacon-studded green beans. The 
Reynaldo Burger, loaded with grilled onions 
and jalapehos, is still one of my favorite burg- 
ers in Austin. Lunch on Wednesdays and

A couple of years ago, the Food writers 
of The Austin Chronicle gave 219 the award 
for Best Pairing of Small Plates and Spirits 
in the annual Restaurant Poll. 219 makes 
most of its money on great booze and plen- 
ty of rare, oddball, and fascinating wines. 
But they pay plenty of attention to the 
food, too. 

The place has muted lights and feels wide 
open from 6:30 until about 8:30pm. There’s 
lots of comfy seating, and the look is sleek. 
The crowds start showing up after 9pm, and 
most nights it’s elbow to elbow with beautiful 
people looking beautiful. 


They offer six different menus (seven if you 
count the lunch menu) based on what you’re 
drinking: beer, martini, scotch, mint julep, 
wine, or tequila. The chef put some creativity 
into the matches. My favorite is the beer 
menu with mini bacon cheeseburgers 
($9.50). For you folks with football-player 
appetites, they have the Big Ass Burger and 
Fries ($11.50), which features a full pound of 
beef. For something a little more sophisticat- 
ed, try the martini menu’s grilled asparagus 
with lump crab and drawn butter ($9), which 
goes great with a martini but even better with 
a glass of Gruet Blanc de Noirs ($7.50). 

Wine lovers should get on the mailing list 
and keep their Wednesday nights open. 
That’s when they have a weekly party and 
offer incredible bargains on wines that are 
frequently hard to get and impossibly expen- 
sive, and for a flat fee, you get wine and 
food until they run out. It is consistently one 
of the best wine deals in town. - W.M. 
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Fridays features an all-you-can-eat catfish buf- 
fet accompanied with coleslaw, pinto beans, 
and hush puppies. Thursday is “pork chop 
day,’’ when chef Bud dishes out the thickest, 
juiciest pork chops that he grills just outside 
the covered patio in back. Overlooking Shoal 
Creek and Duncan Park, this relaxing patio is a 
favorite spot to enjoy an ice-cold beer or cock- 
tail on a sunny afternoon. For those still hurt- 
ing from the night before, they mix an excellent 
spicy Bloody Mary sure to cure what ails you. 

The Last Lift annex is where the live music 
action is, featuring a wide variety of perform- 
ers and styles, including Texas legend Redd 
Volkaert every Tuesday night. And if you’re 
looking for a place to catch a game, Shoal 
Creek has more TVs tuned to sports than you 
can shake a stick at. - C.A. 

THE TAVERN

Built in 1916, the green chalet building at 
Lamar and 12th had previous lives as a gro- 
cery store and a steak house/brothel. It 
opened as the Tavern in 1933, closed briefly 
in 2002, and was updated and reborn with 
greatly improved food. Inside it’s larger than it 
seems, with an upstairs and decks front and 
back. There are 52 televisions scattered 
throughout, so a sports event is never far 
from view. The ambience oozes old-Austin 
charm: dark wood, a wall of photos of bar and 
restaurant employees from Austin’s past, and 
a graffiti-covered bar. Clients run the gamut 
from students to neighborhood octogenarians, 
all coexisting peacefully. 

We’ve dined on the scrumptious Mexican 
White Wings ($7.99), a take on hot wings, 
made with strips of chicken breast with serra- 
no slices, wrapped in bacon, and tossed in 
hot sauce. The burgers are top-notch; our Tex 
Mex ($8.99) was made with a yeasty kolache 
bun, roasted jalapehos, bacon, and two 
cheeses. The Tavern Club ($8.99) is one of 
the best we’ve had in town, amply layered 


with ham, turkey, bacon, and fajita chicken. 
The Southern Chicken Salad ($8.99) is huge 
and fabulous: tossed with diced pickles, 
pecans, cheese, greens, and tortilla whiskers. 
The thick, crunchy, homemade potato chips 
are divine (as a side, $1.99). And, speaking 
of sides, there are 21 from which to choose 
for the nonmeat eaters. The menu covers all 
bases, and whether you want sports served 
with that or not, the Tavern has drinks and 
food worth the short trip. - M.V.

At one point or another, I’m sure, many 
Austinites have been regulars at the Texas 
Chili Parlor. I spent a lot of time - and half my 
paychecks - there in the late Eighties, soak- 
ing up the totally Texas atmosphere and suck- 
ing down the potent frozen margaritas. I don’t 
go there as often as I did, but every now and 
then, I get the urge to revisit the ol ’ TCP There 
are few quintessential^ Austin places left, 
and this is certainly one of them. From the 
funky decor, the “who cares?" attitude, and 
the inexpensive Tex-Mex-tinged fare, the Parlor 
screams Austin in a loud and clear voice. 

Their famous chili comes in various 
degrees of heat designed for beginner, 
advanced, and expert palates (X, XX, and 
XXX). They also offer a vegetarian five-bean 
chili and a black-bean-and-sausage chili 
made with Elgin’s famous hot sausage. The 
chili can be ordered in a bowl served with 
crackers on the side; on top of a burger, hot 
dog, or baked potato; or my favorite, in a 
Frito pie. For those new to these parts, a 
Frito pie is a bowl of chili lined with Fritos 
corn chips on the bottom, then topped with 
melted cheese, chopped onions, and pickled 
jalapehos. For those not quite ready for chili, 
there are good burgers (I still love the Gringo 
Burger), enchiladas, salads, and entrees. At 
$10.50, the Texas Strip Steak with salad and 
baked potato is one of the best bargain din- 
ners in town. - C.A.

Uncle Billy’s Brew & Que has established a 
devoted following since its opening last year, 
and with good reason. The patio is impres- 
sive and rambling, with towering pecan trees 
lending a glorious shade. Barbecue is a per- 
fect foil for beer, and the Uncle Billy’s brew- 
master, Brian Peters, is a virtuoso. There are 
always between five and seven of Peters’ 
original brews on tap, and you will scarcely 
see a table without a few pints on it. 

The barbecue was originally only avail- 
able family-style by the pound, to be shared 
around the table. But now, due to popular 
demand, Uncle Billy’s has added barbecue 
plates and platters ($5.99-15.99) and 
sandwiches ($4). The many side dishes 
($2.99-4.99) include green beans, mashed 
potatoes, mac & cheese, cooked carrots, 
and creamed corn, in addition to the de 
rigueur beans, coleslaw, and potato salad, 
and they’re all made with particular care 
from fresh, real ingredients, resulting in a 
barbecue joint that can actually be enjoyed 
by vegetarians. 

Uncle Billy’s also offers a variety of bar 
snacks, such as BBQ Sliders ($5.99), chick- 
en wings ($5.99), queso ($4.99), quesadillas 
($7.99), and fried pickles ($5.99), should you 
only require a tiny nosh with your suds. - K.T.

The 2008 Texas Film Hall of Fame

The key word when considering the 
Austin Film Society’s docket of honorees for 
the Texas Film Hall of Fame is “balance.” As 
Evan Smith, editor of Texas Monthly maga- 
zine and co-founder of this 8-year-old event, 
explains, “Every year we try to find balance, 
and balance comes in different forms.” 

This year’s lineup of honorees balances the 
extremes of class experience as represented 
in Texas film by Texas-associated actors, from 
the gritty working-class nightlife at Gilley’s to 
the glamour of Morgan Fairchild. 

Back in the Eighties, when Bud and 
Sissy were looking for love in all the wrong 
places, Texas enjoyed an oil boom that 
thrust big bank accounts, big shoulder pads, 
and even bigger hair into the public con- 
sciousness. Urban Cowboy is a remarkable 
juxtaposition of the big-city urban glamour 
that defined Reagan- 
era Houston alongside 
blue-collar realities. 

Debra Winger’s love- 
lorn Sissy is subservi- 
ent and strong-willed, 
impetuous and vulner- 
able; she is the film’s 
tender, trashy heart, 
and Winger is the per- 
fect representative to 
accept the film’s admis- 
sion into the Texas Film 
Hall of Fame. 

The primary rubric 
of selecting individual 
honorees is how well 
each person represents 
Texas film. According to Smith, these quali- 
fications include “incredible hard work, a 
creative spirit that is second to none, an 
independent way of thinking about film, not 
just following the pack but going their own 
way, a larger than life personality.” 

“In some cases people are still in the mid- 
dle of their careers, and they think: ‘Wait a 
minute; shouldn’t this be the ‘one foot in 
the grave award? Don’t I need to be almost 
dead before you give me this?” he contin- 
ues. “This is more an award that takes the 
full measure of the work you’ve done so far, 
and if you’ve passed that threshold of hav- 
ing represented Texas film in every possible 
way, we want to honor you for that and 
celebrate you.” 

And what better ambassadors than ZZ 
Top? The bandmates, known for their 
facial hair and love of long-legged ladies, 
will be honored with the AMD Live! 
Soundtrack Award for their contributions 
to Texas film, most notably to the sound- 
track for the Texas-filmed From Dusk Till 


Dawn but also to Dazed and Confused and 
An Officer and a Gentleman. 

Two impossibly beautiful and iconic 
Texas ladies will be admitted into the 
Hall of Fame this year: Morgan Fairchild 
and Jayne Mansfield. Born Patsy Ann 
McClenny in Dallas, Fairchild made her 
name in 1981, when she took on the role 
of the vixen, Constance Weldon Semple 
Carlyle, on the short-lived soap Flamingo 
Road. No stranger to big ol’ Texas-style 
hair, Fairchild has come to epitomize Texas 
glamour over the course of her 25-year 
stage and screen career. 

Even though she died more than 40 years 
ago at age 34, bootstrapper Jayne Mansfield 
(nee Vera Jayne Palmer) remains a beloved 
pinup to this day. Mansfield was a Playboy 
Bunny, a brainiac who spoke five languages, 
and a television and film star; her most famous 
attributes were, how- 
ever, her bazooms - she 
practically invented the 
wardrobe malfunction. 
Mansfield’s daughter, 
actress Mariska Hargitay, 
accepts the honor on her 
mother’s behalf. 

Finally, on the dock- 
et for the Ann Richards 
Award, which honors 
those who forge new 
creative directions in 
film, is Austin resident 
Mike Judge, the mas- 
termind behind the 
Nineties animated cul- 
tural Zeitgeist of Beavis 
and Butt-Head. He fol- 
lowed that up with the equally brilliant and 
poignant Fox animated series King of the 
Hill and the beacon of hope for worker bees 
everywhere, Office Space, a feature film that 
felt the cube-dweller’s pain. 

In many ways, Urban Cowboy and the 
work of Mike Judge are cut from the same 
cloth: They’re both concerned with the 
plight of the little guy. In fact, this year’s 
honorees cohere precisely in that they all 
represent, in one way or another, various 
iterations of class mobility in Texas, from 
the ambitious young woman who juggled 
motherhood and college in the Fifties to the 
white-collar death of hope in the age of the 
cubicle farm. They are stories as big as Texas 
but still only hint at the diversity of experi- 
ences contained within the Lone Star. ■ 

The 2008 Texas Film Hall of Fame takes place 
Friday, March 7, at Austin Studios. CBS news legend 
Dan Rather will emcee, with T ess Harper and Luke

Clear as Mud 

My attempt to provide pithy remarks about 
the coming transition from analog to digital TV 
created confusion for some readers. Let me try 
and be clearer: 

First, what kind of TV do you have? If you 
bought it before March 1, 2007, it’s probably 
an analog set. TVs manufactured after March 
1, 2007, are required to have digital tuners. 
That does not mean if you bought a TV after 
March 2007, you are automatically in the clear. 
There is no prohibition on retailers to stop sell- 
ing analog sets. Check your owner’s manual. 

If you watch TV over the air (using an 
antenna or “rabbit ears”) on your analog-only 
TV your TV will not be able to receive the 
new digital signal without a DTV converter 
box (sometimes called a “set-top converter” 
or a “DTV broadcast converter”). From Jan. 1, 
2008, to March 31, 2009, all U.S. households 
are eligible to receive up to two coupons, worth 
$40 each, to purchase two converter boxes (see 
www.dtv2009.gov). The converter box will not 
turn your analog TV into a high-definition TV; 
it merely makes it possible for the analog TV 
to receive the digital signal. The final transition 
from analog to digital is Feb. 17, 2009. 

If you have an analog TV and it’s connected 
to a cable, satellite, or other programming ser- 
vice, your TV should work without any addi- 
tional equipment. If you’re unsure, contact 
your service provider.

'Life' 
and Death

What a life it’s been for quarter- 
life. The online phenom made its 
highly anticipated move to NBC last 
week (Feb. 26), only to be branded 
a flop after one airing and shuttled 
off for the rest of its run on sister 
cable network Bravo. Now it’s the 
talk of the TV industry and other 
media watchers. 

“Quarter who?” you ask. Don’t 
be embarrassed if you had no idea 
this show has come and gone 
already. The “must see TV” net- 
work did very little to promote 
this highly pedigreed series (see 
austinchronicie.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
column?oid=oid%3A589048) . 

According to a Feb. 28 Hollywood 
Reporter article, “The NBC premiere of quar- 
terlife marked the network’s worst time- 
period performance in the [9pm] hour in at 
least 17 years, averaging a 1.3 rating/4 share 
among adults 18-49 and 3.1 million view- 
ers overall despite a strong lead-in from The 
Biggest Loser.” 

After having seen quarterlife both online 
and on its network premiere, then sorted 
through the couch-potato punditry, several 
things occur to me. 

First, 3.1 million viewers is hardly a flop. 
However, for the massive numbers network TV 
wants to declare a show a success - and the 
added expectation for quarterlife to hit big - 
many now seem eager to wash their hands of 
it and declare it a nice but ill-fated try. Series 
creators Marshall Herskovitz and Ed Zwick 
had hoped quarterlife would become a new 
template for making TV Sounds good on paper, 
but the reality is something different. 

Online, quarterlife is a series of short, 
eight-minute episodes. The reason it worked 
online is because even with its “cheap” pro- 
duction values, it embraced its “limitations.” 
It understood its medium’s diction and 
executed it well. The eight-minute episodes 
were full and complete and compelling unto 
themselves. But when they were translated 
to TV something wonky happened. On the 
larger screen, the characters were small- 
minded and aggravating. Structurally, quar- 
terlife on TV felt like a bunch of puzzle pieces 
that didn’t match, and this was truly weird, 
especially after having watched and enjoyed 
a good part of the online version. Whatever 
happened in the transition from the com- 
puter screen to the TV screen is something 
that some new media theorist may be better 
able to articulate. From my perspective, it 
seems that trying to proclaim TV - or even a 
feature film - as the logical next step for work 
first created for the computer screen seems to 
ignore the fact that work created for online 
consumption is an animal in its own right, 
with its own aesthetic. 
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All-Around Gal 

Mumblecore baby Greta Gerwig acts, 
writes/ directs, enunciates properly

Mark and Jay Duplass had been trying to cast the role of Michelle in 
Baghead for a while already, but when Mark arrived on set in Chicago to 
be in Hannah Takes the Stairs, he says: “It took about 12 seconds with 
Greta, and I knew. She wasn’t exactly who we had envisioned . . . but she’s 
really bringing something very different in Baghead. The whole mum- 
blecore slant is supposedly about just playing yourself, but this is really 
a performance.” 

Greta Gerwig was an aspiring playwright thinking of applying to law 
school who fell into acting by literally being herself, when then-boyfriend 
Chris Wells asked to use a voice-mail message she had left for him as a 
message from his character’s fictional girlfriend in LOT, a movie he was 
making with Joe Swanberg in Chicago. From New York, Greta literally 
phoned in a performance with calls and pictures, and it wasn’t until 
LOL’s premiere at South by Southwest in 2006 that Swanberg and 
Gerwig met in person and instantly knew they wanted to work together, 
resulting in Hannah Takes the Stairs (2007), immediately followed by this 
year’s Nights and Weekends, which she also co-directed. Though in nei- 
ther does she quite play herself, as one might guess from how this all got 
started, Swanberg’s methodology tends to blur the lines between person 
and performance. 

“Part of my process has always been to break down professional barri- 
ers, working with friends and with people who I want to be my friends 
on these movies,” says Swanberg. “But sometimes I feel like I’m pushing 
hard into dangerous territory. I’m simultaneously proud of what I can get 
in that territory and terrified of what can go wrong.” Personally and artis- 
tically, Nights and Weekends proved as thorny and difficult for both 
Gerwig and Swanberg as it has been ultimately rewarding, pushing both 
artists to new limits. In a very short time, Gerwig has distinguished her- 
self as a fearless and resourceful actress in a growing filmography of 
highly collaborative projects, so it was a pleasure to talk with her about 
the dangers and connections to be found working together in dark 
woods, both literal and figurative. 


Greta Gerwig: You know, Hannah felt like an anomaly, 
something that maybe wouldn’t be repeated. I still 
haven’t figured out how to make money out of this, but 
it’s more of my life, and it’s real, and it’s great. Now I 
think, yeah, it’s not impossible, but you’ve also got to 
be pragmatic. I’m smarter now about how I earn my 
money in New York, having a job, and even if I can’t 
fully support myself doing this, I can still do it if I want 
to, and that’s great. With Yeast [Mary Bronstein’s film, 
which plays in the Narrative Feature Competition], 
Mary came to me with this idea and asked me if I could 
take some time off on some weekends, and we didn’t 
know if it was going to come together, but it 
did, and it was great. It was a really good 
feeling that we just went out and did it 
and it worked. 

Austin Chronicle: On Hannah, you 
were “just” an actor, even though that 
means pretty intense collaboration, 
working with Joe Swanberg. How was it 
to co-direct Nights and Weekends? 

GG: Yeah, Nights and Weekends is 
a beast. I mean, I don’t think that 
it’s fully co-directed in the sense 
that - well, I think it’s very much 
in the style of what Joe does. I think 
it was more about me having more 
influence on his turf. I mean, it’s impos- 
sible to say “co-written” or “co-directed” 
because it’s just the two of us for the whole movie 
anyway. And it’s really intense and physical and a 
really hard experience. 

AC: Often when people talk about the collaborative process 
in filmmaking, it can sound like sunshine and roses, but the 
reality can also be pretty tough. 

GG: Well, maybe Hannah was sunshine and roses. I 
mean, not like it was easy in the sense of being with- 
out effort. But without strain. It came together like 
magic. So when my plane got delayed heading home 
from that shoot, Joe and I ended up hanging out in a 
coffee shop for a few hours and talked about this idea 
that became Nights and Weekends. 

We started with this high left over 
from Hannah. 

We ended up shooting what’s 
now half of the movie one year 
and then the second half a year 
later, and we didn’t know we 
would do it that way. But it was a 
difficult power dynamic because, 
on one hand, I was collaborating 
in this way I had before, but on 
the other, I was stepping into a 
world he had control over and he 
already knew, but it was new to 
me. So it was weird moving into 
stuff I was less comfortable with. 

And it was just the two of us. As 
an actor, it was hard because I 
didn’t have anyone to look to for 
approval. I would look at Joe at 
the end of a take, and he would 
look at me, and we’re both like, 

“Is that the scene?” 

That made it really hard to be 
playing a couple onscreen, because of the nature of 
the real intimacy of an artistic relationship versus the 
intimacy between the people we’re supposed to be 
playing. It’s always sticky involving real emotions and 
real physical lives. That was constantly being renego- 
tiated and constantly figured out. And I think that’s 
all there in the movie. I think ultimately Joe and I 
were both kind of losing our minds when we made it. 
Especially the first half. 


The first shoot was December 2006, and I think we 
were in pretty low places in our own lives, and it was 
unhealthy for us to be around each other that much. 
But then I feel like the second half, that’s a much better 
representation of me and Joe on our A game. But we 
were making a movie about a couple that clearly 
shouldn’t be together, so a lot of our discussions in the 
movie would veer into the difficulty of artistic collabora- 
tion and how it has to end, and you go on working with 
others. In romantic relationships, you’re obviously at 
least hoping that doesn’t happen, but in artistic rela- 
tionships, you have to move on. All that stuff is in the 
movie, and it’s complicated. But I think it’s a 
very brave thing that we did. 

AC: The Duplass brothers have a more 
scripted approach, even though they use a 
lot of improvisation, and Baghead ’s also 
kind of a horror movie. 

GG: It was kind of a grueling 
shoot, and none of us had made 
a horror film before, so it was a 
lot of people who didn’t really 
know how horror elements were 
supposed to work. Actually, Elise 
[Muller] had done some horror 
before. She’d been in some shark 
movies, like ManShark 4 [actually 
Raging Sharks and Hammerhead: Shark 
Frenzy], So she was a much better screamer 
than anyone else! But I would say it’s really a solid 
ensemble piece, and that’s the cool thing about it. 
Four people in the woods, and the dynamics between 
the actors keep everything afloat. Jay and Mark were 
really great at keeping everyone good with each other, 
making the set feel like the happiest, most productive 
place on earth. I had a lot of fun making a whole 
character that’s totally different from me; I got to 
wear completely different clothes and changed my 
hair and made up different speech patterns. Between 
making up a character that’s totally unlike myself and 
Jay and Mark doing the genre totally differently, it was 
just great. 

AC: So where are you with your own 
work as a writer? 

GG: Well, last summer I was work- 
ing on a play . . . but I’ve put that 
away for the moment to work on 
movies. I took on a script-doctor- 
ing job ... and right now, I’m 
working with Alison Bagnall [co- 
screenwriter on Buffalo ’66], writ- 
ing a script together. But once 
that’s under control, I really want 
to do another play. 

When I write, I like to get 
myself into a state that’s a lot like 
improv acting, just hearing char- 
acters say and do things that 
surprise me, really try to let dis- 
coveries happen and work to 
keep those things in, warts and 
all. I think that sort of thing can 
help actors keep discovering 
things every night they perform a 
play. I’m pushing things to a 
point of draining out what I know or what you could 
expect, getting to this point of desperation but going 
beyond it and seeing where that leads. Then I go back 
and cut out the first part. But I also think now that 
both acting and writing are really good for the soul. At 
its best, it’s about being really nonjudgmental of your- 
self or your characters or your story if you’re open to 
it. I think I’d be a lesser writer and a lesser actor if I 
didn’t do both. ■

After years of making shorts, 
the Zellner Brothers go big

After Robert Rodriguez, David and Nathan 
Zellner are arguably the most prolific film- 
makers in Austin. Over the last decade, the 
duo has released three features and no fewer 
than 10 shorts, not to mention music videos 
for such local bands as the Octopus Project 
and the Precarious Warehaus Dwellers. And 
unlike the Spy Kids director, the Zellner 
Brothers have been doing it all while getting 
up and going to office jobs every morning, 
which makes the abundance of their output 
all the more impressive. 

Though the standard bio 
sheet would probably place 
the beginning of the Zellners’ 
career at 1996, when their 
short film “Gentleman 
Caller” screened at the 
South by Southwest Film 
Festival, their collaboration 
actually goes back much fur- 
ther. The sons of Texas A&M 
professors, David, 34, and 
Nathan, 32, were filmmak- 
ers from childhood, making movies at home 
using little more than a camcorder and their 
enthusiasm. And though it was David who 
would end up a film student at the University 
of Texas, it wasn’t until Nathan moved here 
upon graduating from A&M that things start- 
ed coming together. 

The brothers released their first feature, 
Plastic Utopia, in 1997, followed by 2001’s 
Frontier , which takes place in the fictional 


country of Bulbovia and is told in the equally 
fictional language of Bulbovian, which the 
brothers invented and then subtitled for 
the film. (“Frontier had a very tiny demo- 
graphic that it appealed to,” David admits.) 
Then came their successful short-film peri- 
od, which further developed their particu- 
lar blend of deadpan humor, cosmically 
misguided heroes, and butchered foreign 
accents. (See ZellnerBros.com to view some 
of their shorts.) 

2008 marks the return of 
the Zellner Brothers’ idio- 
syncratic language to the 
world of feature films with 
Goliath, the story of a 
nameless everyman (played 
by David) whose life unrav- 
els following an acrimoni- 
ous divorce, a demotion at 
work, and - unkindest cut 
of all - the sudden dis- 
appearance of his beloved 
cat. The movie’s Beckett- 
esque blend of tragic absurdity and slow- 
bum comic misery won it a place at this 
past February’s Sundance Film Festival (the 
first for a Zellner feature). With Goliath set 
to premiere in Austin as part of South by 
Southwest’s Special Screening series, David 
and Nathan recently sat down to discuss 
their feelings about SXSW and Sundance, 
the secret to the Zellner brand of humor, and 
their abiding love for Max von Sydow.

Austin Chronicle: Your reputation as filmmak- 
ers has come primarily from your short films. Why 
didyou decide to go back to features? 

David Zellner: After Frontier, we had decided 
it was time to start making shorts again, mainly 
because of issues of time and money. We fig- 
ured if a short failed, it wasn’t that big a loss. 
The features we shot would take two years to 
make and wouldn’t go anywhere or get much 
attention, but with the shorts we could experi- 
ment with different approaches and try to find 
our voice. We weren’t so worried about failure. 
And that’s when we started to get some expo- 
sure. So we did those for several years. Then 
when we’d gotten all the mileage we could 
out of making shorts and we felt ready to do a 
feature, we started working on Goliath. 

AC: Flow did the story for Goliath come about? 
DZ: Well, usually I get an idea for a story or 
a character when I’m running or just driving 
around. For Goliath, I had seen a dead cat on 
the road for several days going to and from 
work, and I started thinking about if that was 
my cat how I’d deal with it. 

AC: Flow did the movie get into Sundance? 

DZ: We’d been in Sundance with shorts for 
three years [2005’s “Flotsam/Jetsam,” 2006’s 
“Redemptitude,” 2007’s “Aftermath on 
Meadowlark Lane”]. When we started making 
Goliath, I didn’t want to even tell anyone it was 
a feature because it was the kind of thing that 
if we failed, we could just hide it and pretend it 
never existed. Back when we started filming, we 
didn’t even tell cast members it was a feature. 
Nathan Zellner: We didn’t even give them the 
full script. [Laughs.] 

DZ: It wasn’t completely conscious that we did 
it that way; it was all on the down-low. Then 
when the movie started coming together and we 
felt happy with it, we sent the cut to Sundance. 
We were nervous because we weren’t sure if they 
were sick of us yet. Fortunately they weren’t. 

AC: What was Sundance like? 

DZ: It was great. When you do shorts, you’re 
kind of under the radar; your film shows with a 
bunch of other films. With a feature you get more 
attention, more press. It’s cool because people are 
coming to the screening specifically to see your 
movie. We had a screening at 8:30 in the morning 
on a Saturday, and it was our biggest crowd. 

NZ: We’d shown the movie twice by that point, 
so hopefully it was our biggest crowd because 
there had been a little word of mouth and peo- 
ple had heard good things about it. We don’t 
know if that’s actually true, but we hope it is. 
AC: Flow are Sundance and South by Southwest 
different? 

DZ: Well, at Sundance it’s freezing cold and 
you’re bundled up the whole time. Fiere, South 
by Southwest takes place during the best time of 
year, which gives visitors an interesting miscon- 
ception that Austin’s always really pleasant and 
wonderful to live in [laughs]. Sure the weather 
is perfect today, but in two months it’s going to 
be hell. But they won’t ever experience that. 

South by Southwest is also more laid-back. 
Sundance is more stressful because you’re trying 
to promote yourselves and maximize the public- 
ity and sell your movie. Here we can relax more. 
NZ: But it’s been amazing watching South by 
Southwest grow over the last 10 years into a 
real internationally recognized festival. I remember 
when we went to the Festival in 1996, and they had 
the awards ceremony in the Convention Center . . . 


DZ: It was in the hallway! We sat in the comer 
in the hallway! [Laughs.] 

NZ: Now it’s this big event, and you’ve got all 
these people coming from out of town. It con- 
tinues to get more relevant and exciting. 

AC: What do you find funny? 

DZ: Other people’s tragedy is always funny 
[laughs]. Anytime someone’s passionate or 
fanatical about something. That intensity. 
People trying to accomplish something and 
failing: That’s funny to us. 

NZ: Which you can probably tell from our 
movies. [Laughs.] 

AC: What’s one movie you wish you’d made? 

DZ: Aguirre, Wrath of God by Wemer Herzog. 
AC: 1 guess that goes along with your interest in 
fanaticism. 

NZ: Yeah, also we like the idea of filming in 
remote, exotic locations. Who wouldn’t want 
to make a movie in a South American jungle 
if they could? 

AC: Which one of you has the final say? 

DZ: Well, I’ m the big brother so . . . 

NZ: We try to be diplomatic. 

DZ: Even though we have different roles, it’s 
always crucial that we have a consensus on the 
finished product. I direct, and Nathan produc- 
es and edits. My strength is more the creative 
end with the stories, and his is with the techni- 
cal end, which I’m just completely dumb with. 
So we’re able to bring our different skills to the 
table. We always try to find common ground. If 
we ever disagree, it’s usually over a small detail, 
usually in the idea stage. 

NZ: It’s no different than any other collabora- 
tion. You have to be on the same page going 
into the project. 

DZ: And when all else fails, we wrestle to deter- 
mine who’s right. 

AC: Who would you want to work with most? 
NZ: Living or dead? 

AC: Either. Both. 

DZ: If we could one day work with Max von 
Sydow, that’d be really cool. There are lots of 
people we’d like to work with . . . but we have 
to start small. 

AC: By “small” you mean Max von Sydow? 

DZ: [Laughs.] No, he’s the end point. 

NZ: After Max von Sydow, we can quit making 
movies. 

AC: Did you have any celebrity run-ins at 
Sundance? 

DZ: From afar we saw Reggie Bush and 50 
Cent. They were both surprisingly short. 

NZ: No personal run-ins, though. 50 Cent 
didn’t come to the Goliath screening. 

DZ: We saw Mary-Kate Olsen walking up the 
street, and from behind she was being followed 
by paparazzi, and then coming at her from the 
front was this gang of soccer moms . . . 

NZ: . . . who were pushing their kids at her, yelling, 
“Go get her! Go get her!” It was really surreal. 

DZ: It was like two storm fronts colliding. 

AC: Do you think Goliath is a success? 

DZ: Yes. I think we accomplished what we set 
out to do with it. It’s a tiny film, and it’s not 
for everyone, but I’m totally happy with it for 
what it is. But I’m also excited to go off and do 
something different. 

NZ: I think we can do a lot better than we’ve 
done. But that’s part of the fun. Trying new 
stuff and seeing what worked and what didn’t 
and learning from how our process is evolving: 
That gets me excited. ■ 
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Outsider Art 

Music on the Margins / 'fa>

On the coast of Tanzania in East Africa, 
about 50 miles north of Dar es Salaam, lies 
the town of Bagamoyo, population 30,000. 
Though it may be nothing to write home about 
now, in the late-18th and early-19th centuries, 
Bagamoyo was the capital of German East Africa 
(which, while it lasted, encompassed Tanzania, 
Burundi, and Rwanda); it was both a major 
trading port for ivory and other goods and the 
starting point for many of the most heavily used 
caravan routes into the African interior. Most 
significantly, however, Bagamoyo was a major 
hub of the East African slave trade. For many 
captured Africans, its beaches were the depar- 
ture point for the trip that would take them 
away from Africa and across the ocean to a life 
of servitude. The town’s name comes from the 
Kiswahili phrase bwaga mayo, which translates 
to English as “throw down your heart.” 

Recendy, American banjoist Bela Fleck found 
himself in Bagamoyo. On hiatus from leading his 
eclectic pop/jazz/bluegrass band, the Flecktones, 
Fleck had gone to Africa in the hopes of trac- 
ing the history of his instrument and finding a 
new source of inspiration through collaboration 
with local artists. Traveling from east to west, he 
started in the villages of Uganda, where he sat in 
with communities of musicians - men, women, 
and children - who create enormous waves of 
arpeggiated sound using shakers, vocal choirs, 
and giant wooden marimbas large enough for five 
men to play at once. He worked his way through 
the Gambia, where he discovered the three-string 
akonting (thought by many to be the precursor 
to the banjo) and a darker style of music not dis- 
similar to the bluegrass he had grown up playing. 
Eventually Fleck reached Mali, “the crown jewel 
of the music community in Africa,” where he 
played with guitarists and vocalists whose music 
sounds like both an outgrowth of ancient North 
African dirges and the source of American blues. 

But before the Gambia and Mali, before 
accompanying the chants of Masai tribesmen 
and receiving the royal treatment in metropolitan 
Bamako, Fleck stood on the beach at Bagamoyo, 
a white man alone at the eastern tip of Africa, 
looking to make sense of his place as an outsider, 
a guest, a musician, a student, a pilgrim, an artist, 
and, perhaps most significantly, a reminder. 

Fleck’s travels to Africa are documented by 
filmmaker Sascha Paladino in his new film, Throw 


Down Your Heart, which will screen as part of 
this year’s South by Southwest Film 24 Beats per 
Second series. Like many of the musicians who 
appear in this year’s documentaries, Fleck finds 
himself caught between his creative impulses and 
the weight of historical circumstance, between the 
desire for freedom and the acknowledgement of 
his ties to the past, between loyalty to the world 
he was bom into and the world he’s looking to 
create out of the air. Perhaps more than any other 
art form, music is saturated with history and 
demands from its practitioners an acknowledge- 
ment of this fact and a plan of action for dealing 
with it. Too much reverence for past forms and 
traditions, and the future dries up; too much 
self-assured indifference, on the other hand, and 
music collapses in dust, a house built on a cloud. 

As he had hoped before he left the U.S., Fleck 
finds redemption in collaboration. Playing with a 
blind kalimba (finger piano) player in Tanzania, 



he discovers that despite boundless geographi- 
cal, cultural, and historical barriers, the man is a 
perfect musical partner. After only a few minutes 
together, they are forming the vocabulary of a 
new musical relationship, and this despite the 
fact that the Tanzanian had never heard a banjo 
before. As a lifelong collaborator who’s recorded 
with such artists as Chick Corea and bassist 
Edgar Meyer, Fleck immediately recognizes this 
relationship as the best of all possible partner- 
ships: one that not only brings the artist closer 
to himself but pulls him further and further away 
as well, into uncharted and unimagined creative 
territory. In a situation like that, the past begins 
to lose its power (history can’t be rewritten, but 
there’s hope it can be recontextualized or, at least, 
ignored), and Bela Fleck can breathe free, once 
more an individual and no longer just a symbol. 

Unfortunately in other places around the world, 
the past is not really the past at all and so can’t be 
so easily shrugged off. In Baghdad, for example, 


the past is everyday and immediate and unrelent- 
ing. Sunnis, Shiites, Kurds, Hussein, Bush, the 
West, the Middle East: It all ties back to the past 
inextricably and without apparent end. In a situa- 
tion like that, what’s a heavy metal band to do? 

This is the question at the heart of Eddy 
Moretti and Suroosh Alvi’s remarkable Heavy 
Metal in Baghdad, which follows the Iraqi band 
Acrassicauda (Latin for “black scorpion”) from 
the early days of the Iraq war through the dark- 
est months of the insurgency and eventually 
into Syria, where the band’s five members were 
forced to flee when the violence at home grew 
unbearable. On the one hand, Acrassicauda is 
like any other heavy metal band: They’re loud, 
abrasive, rebellious, and unkempt; they appeal 
primarily to young men; and its members see 
the band as an escape and a catharsis, as a 
means of rebellion and a source of community. 
On the other hand, of course, they couldn’t be 
more different. Few bands have to seek out the 
approval of coalition forces when they want to 
put on a show or arrange for emergency genera- 
tors in case the power fails, which it will; few 
fear violent reprisals from religious insurgents 
who claim that the music they play is proof of 
sinister Western loyalties, that head-banging is 
too similar to the Orthodox Jewish practice of 
davening, and that all “music-filled parties and 
all kinds of singing” should be banned. Few 
lose their practice spaces to mortar fire. 

Risking their own lives, Moretti and Alvf dive 
deep into those of five young men whose drive 
to create is constantly running up against a 
wall of intractable, unpredictable, and homi- 
cidal history. Acrassicauda played their first gig 
during Saddam Hussein’s rule, and the band 
members remember being forced by authorities 
to sing a song in praise of the president or risk 
retribution. So when the war began, they had 
high hopes that the country that had brought 
them Metallica and Megadeth and rock & roll 
would also bring some of that freedom it was so 
famous for telling others it was famous for. But 


Heavy Metal in Baghdad 
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history is history, and war is war, and music is 


tiny by comparison, so with the rise of insurgent 
violence in 2006 and the instituting of curfews 
and the collapse of civil liberties in Baghdad, 
the members of Acrassicauda found themselves 
not just disappointed but despondent. Practice 
spaces are just brick and mortar and can be 
replaced, but liberty is far more elusive, and the 
persistence of violence resulting from age-old 
hatreds conspired to turn the bandmates cyni- 
cal. “For two hours [during performances], we 
want to free ourselves from our chains,” their 
bass player, Firas, says, looking out over his 
bombed-out city. “Where’s the freedom?” 
Everyone involved - the band, the filmmakers, 
the audience - would like to believe that freedom 
is found in the music itself, in the creating, in the 
conscious refusal to give up artistic ambitions. 
And it’s true that the movie’s final scenes in a 
Damascus studio, where the band is preparing 
its first CD, are inspiring, but even those scenes 


can’t ensure hope in a world where a band has to 
sell its equipment to stay alive and music can’t be 
heard over the din of a refugee crisis. 

All of which may make the other films show- 
ing during the 24 Beats per Second series seem 
trivial by comparison. But struggle is still strug- 
gle, regardless of its magnitude, and the value of 
creativity in the lives of ignored, abused, and for- 
gotten parties who embrace their outsider status 
should never be discounted. After all, it’s always 
the outsiders who are driving art forward. 

Take the heroes of Negin Farsad’s Nerdcore 
Rising, who are pushing the borders of hip-hop 
to include the experiences of a group of people 
who, until now, have been woefully unrepre- 
sented in the rap world yet are as dedicated to 
its keep-it-real ethos as any old-school B-boy. 
Led by the MC Frontalot, a 6-foot-tall, bald- 
ing white guy who wears glasses, button-down 
short-sleeve shirts, and some sort of flashlight 
headdress onstage, the rappers, musicians, and 
fans in Nerdcore Rising represent a new move- 
ment in the so-called “geek world,” one based 
on greater visibility and a new sense of pride. 
It’s a movement built out of the increased social 
galvanization made possible by the Internet and 
then given a voice by Frontalot and his peers. 

We see that voice celebrated and vindicated 
time and again as Frontalot and his backing 
band travel the country on their first tour. What 
starts out as a joke (for viewers, not the band) 
becomes something different, as it becomes 
clear that Frontalot represents a seismic shift 
in self-regard for a community whose members 
have spent most of their lives hiding in comers, 
avoiding abuse, and generally retreating behind 
a wall of academic achievement and social resig- 
nation. After lifetimes spent at home in front of 
computers and video-game consoles, the kids at 
these shows seem as surprised as anyone to find 
themselves at a rock & roll club and to discover 
so many of their own kind there with them. So 
when Frontalot raps about Star Wars or Magic: 
The Gathering or uses the phrase “Pyrrhic victo- 



ry” in one song and rhymes “farce” with “parse” 
in another, what seems like a gag becomes an 
act of social rebellion and community-building. 
Making rhymes out of his own pain growing up 
as a nerd in America, Frontalot spits in the face 
of expectation and turns his own experiences 
into the rallying cry of a movement. 

Which is similar to what the members of 
British punk band Heavy Load do, but in their 
case, the upheaval and cry for equality is forti- 
fied by the weight of actual political will. When 
director Jerry Rothwell first began filming the 
band a few years ago, they were little more than 
a curiosity, a group out of Brighton that, like 
dozens of other bands in England, specialized 
in high-octane, barking punk rock songs but 
that, quite unlike those other bands, comprised 
mainly learning-disabled members. 

Relying on an abundance of heart and enthu- 
siasm, “the U.K.’s Only Disabled Punk Band” 
was making a small name for itself as a live 
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group in Brighton when Rothwell first heard 
about them. But the director, who had recently 
descended into depression after the failure of an 
earlier film project, saw the band as something 
more: a group that existed outside the main- 
stream commercial music world and that, in the 
true punk spirit, was making music “for fun, not 
fame” and happily destroying expectations in 
the process. He saw them as a pure good in an 
impure world. So, as much for his own mental 
health as anything else, Rothwell took a chance 
and decided to document the band’s world. 

His bet paid off. The story he captures in Heavy 
Load is a minor miracle, really, at once a classic 
rockumentary about a band and its creative and 
personal differences, an eye-opening look at the 
artistic and (more fascinating still) psychological/ 
emotional lives of the mentally challenged, and 
a story about a group of people who go from 
part-time musicians to full-fledged social activists 
in the name of punk rock. Taking as inspiration 
one of their own songs, “Stay Up Late,” the band 
starts a movement to free state-supported dis- 
abled adults from the confines of their curfew sys- 
tem so that they can choose the kinds of lives they 
want to be living. like true punks, the members 
of Heavy Load challenge the status quo loudly on 
behalf of those who can’t speak for themselves (a 
scene in which the boys terrorize businesswomen 
at a music-publishing house with their amped-up 
version of ffylie Minogue’s “Can’t Get You out of 
My Head” is easily one of the joys of my movie- 
watching year thus far) and in the process turn 
their hobby into a national movement of discon- 
tent, disaffection, and possibility. 

Halfway through Heavy Load, Rothwell talks 
about the act of artistic creation as a “land 
of possibility,” the place where we imagine 
the people we might become. I’d go one step 
further and argue that art is, at its best, the cre- 
ation of new worlds through the manipulation 
of the world that’s been granted to us; it’s the 
belief that reality is merely a collection of raw 
material waiting to be reassembled. Take, for 



example, the musicians in Blip Festival: Reformat 
the Planet, who take apart old Nintendo Game 
Boy systems and turn them into musical instru- 
ments. By hijacking and reshaping corporate 
technology and using it in ways its inventors 
never thought of, these “blip” musicians are 
able to take control of their own experiences, 
in this case taking relics of their past - instru- 
ments of nostalgia - and converting them into 
a means to creating the future. 

In its way, that kind of active realignment, 
this refusal to accept “expert” authority, is an 
act of revolution as old as art itself (and defi- 
nitely as old as rock & roll). It’s also the most 
effective and the most subversive way for artists 
to create the vocabulary that will allow them to 
reconfigure a world that’s trying, at every turn, 
to crush them under the rubble of history, be 
it social, political, or personal. 

In the 21st century, first you seize the means 
of production; then you rewire them. ■

If there is such a thing as a typical con- 
venience-store killing, the murder of Wanda 
Lopez fits the bill. A gas-station clerk in 
Corpus Christi in 1983, Lopez was the only 
employee in the store when she called police 
to report a suspicious man outside the store 
who had a knife; they told her they couldn’t 
do anything unless the man entered the store. 
Several minutes later, an eyewitness was filling 
his car up with gas when he saw the man drag- 
ging Lopez by her hair toward the gas station’s 
storeroom behind the counter. Lopez, a single 
mother, had died by the time police arrived. 

For a murder that seems even cinematic in its 
brevity and plot, what happened after Lopez’s 
sad and sudden death must be one of the 
messiest and prolonged aftermaths of a murder 
in recent American history. Twenty-three years 
after the killing, two reporters from the Chicago 
Tribune - the newspaper whose other investiga- 
tions prompted the governor of Illinois to issue 
a moratorium on executions in that state - 
unearthed ample evidence that Carlos de Luna, 
who was executed in 1989 for the crime, had 
nothing to do with it, even though 40 minutes 
after the murder, police found de Luna, shirt- 
less and without shoes, hiding underneath a 
truck several hundred yards from the gas sta- 
tion. “Don’t shoot! You got me!” he pleaded 
with police that night. (See www.chicagotribune. 
com/news/specials/chi-tx-l-story,0, 4563517.html 
for Steve Mills and Maurice Possley’s investiga- 
tive piece.) 

The mystery of how a man who appeared to 
confess immediately was apparently innocent 
is a gripping story, but it is only part of Steve 
James and Peter Gilbert’s intimate and 
probing documentary At the Death 
House Door. James and Gilbert, the 
filmmakers behind Hoop Dreams 
and Stevie, call the investigation 
into who actually killed Lopez 
one of the “vertebrae” of the 
film but not its spine. They 
focus instead on the Rev. Carroll 
Pickett, the man who unexpect- 
edly became the minister to 95 
Texas death row prisoners as their 
executions in Huntsville’s death chamber 
loomed nearer and nearer. And as the prisoner 
whose innocence seems the most likely of all 
those convicts, the case of Carlos de Luna still 
lingers uncomfortably in Pickett’s mind. 

“We needed to figure out how much we get 
into the 60 Minutes version of this case - who 
did what - and that was a tricky balance to 
find,” James says. “We had lots of information 
that we could have put in,” Gilbert explains, 
“but hopefully what you see is you have 
enough doubt that you see [de Luna] shouldn’t 
have been put to death.” 

At first glance, Carroll Pickett is an unlikely 
subject for a documentary, particularly one as 
penetrating as At the Death House Door. He

is soft-spoken, guarded, and 
quiet. He seems to choose the 
counsel of God and himself 
before asking others for advice. 

No one would claim that he 
is verbose. His wife has never 
seen him cry. But whenever he 
appears in the documentary, he 
is a galvanizing presence. “One 
of the things we found fascinat- 
ing about Pickett is that he’s 
not an outwardly emotional 
person - he keeps things close 
to the chest,” James says. ‘And 
that was something about his 
personality that was tied to his 
upbringing; his father was not 
terribly giving, but it was also a 
survival tactic. When you hear 
about a guy like this, in people’s 
minds, they imagine a guy who was spilling his 
guts out to the camera, and they see the film, 
and it’s not that way. We find that it makes him 
that much more fascinating and moving.” 

Pickett never intended to become the chap- 
lain to Texas’ most violent offenders. As the 
minister of a Presbyterian church in Huntsville 
in the early Seventies, Pickett found himself in 
the unenviable position of caring for two church 
members who knew that they were going to die 
as hostages in a bloody and lengthy siege by 
prisoners in 1974. The women called Pickett 
near the end of the siege to tell him how they 
wanted their funerals to be conducted, even as 
they were comforting their children and spouses 
that everything would turn out all right. “I will 
never come to this place again,” Pickett told him- 
self about the prison after the siege ended and he 
had buried the two women. 

Because his wife had insisted 
that their marriage was crumbling 
as Pickett’s commitments to his 
congregation and various civic 
activities flourished, Pickett 
resigned from his pastorship 
and gave his wife a ring engraved 
with the words, “The best is yet 
to be.” And then a prison warden 
called, asking Pickett to become 
the prison chaplain for a year. He 
said yes, moved his family into the small 
prison housing given to him, and his wife filed 
for divorce. “I couldn’t change me,” Pickett 
confesses in the documentary. “1 just spent 
more time answering the needs of the impris- 
oned and the ill and the dying.” 

Even though he had sworn he would never 
enter the prison system again, Pickett eventually 
found himself consigned to minister to the only 
surviving convict of the siege that had killed his 
two congregation members. The prisoner, Ignacio 
Cuevas, confessed his guilt to Pickett in the 
hours before his execution but said “I am inno- 
cent” in Spanish in the death chamber. Pickett 
recalls Cuevas’ execution in the documentary: “I 
thought, ‘Here you’ve told me not half an hour 


ago that you had confessed every day to this sin, 
and yet in public you have been so programmed 
by the law and lawyers and others and your own 
pride and ego that you’re still trying to be inno- 
cent,’ and he turned his face away from all the 
people and he said, ‘Okay, warden, roll.’” 

“The intimacy of this film is something that 
was really rewarding to film,” Gilbert says, “and 
one of the key things is that it really allows you 
to feel in the moment with Pickett.” 

Of all the condemned prisoners Pickett min- 
istered to, the specter of Carlos de Luna and his 
possible innocence still irrevocably haunt him. 
De Luna always insisted that he was innocent; 
Pickett believes him and has become some- 
thing of a celebrity in the anti-death-penalty 
movement, particularly after his unflinching 
memoir, Within These Walls: Memoirs of a Death 
House Chaplain, was published in 2002. “What 
intrigued us was the fact that he didn’t make 
this change overnight,” Gilbert says. “It was a 
real process for him; we were able to look into 
what that meant for him over time and to think 
about some very serious questions about how 
you might feel knowing that someone might be 
innocent and watching their execution.” 

Now living near Lake Conroe, Pickett retired 
from the Presbyterian church just before James 
and Gilbert approached him about appearing 
in the documentary. “As it turned out, within 
just two months [after retiring], here come 
Steve and Peter and all these people,” Pickett 
says. “God worked it out where I was as free 
as they needed. We spent two years this month 
since I first met those men. . . . One thing I’ll 
tell you about Peter and Steve - there’s not a 
dishonest bone in their bodies; there’s nothing 
tricky about them. They tell you if you’re going 
to have a rough day with tough questions; I 
admire them.” 

Pickett has watched At the Death House Door 
but hasn’t entirely absorbed it. “I thought it 
was extremely well-done, but I would have to 
watch it several times to get the full impact,” he 
says. “I’ve seen the whole show, but I haven’t 
seen the entire meaning.” ■

Bob Byington lifts the lid on 'Registered Sex Offender'

I can’t be sure if it’s affectation, emulation, 
coincidence, misperception, or a combina- 
tion of the four, but I get an Andy Warhol 
vibe - in person and in his output - from Bob 
Byington. He has a soft, clipped, occasionally 
high voice. He’s careful in his movements and 
exerts control on the tone and measure of a 
conversation, or of a scene, just by being in 
the immediate vicinity and closely monitor- 
ing his own. He’s intelligent and curious. He 
has an alien observer’s understanding of men 
and women, registers oscilloscopic readings 
of sexual identity. All while coming across as 
laid-back and funny. 

In conversations with Byington about his 
new movie, Registered Sex Offender, there 
exists a sense of beyondness. Beyond the 
movie, beyond moviemaking, beyond the 
conversation, beyond talking in general, 
beyond South by Southwest, beyond success. 
It’s not willful; he doesn’t mean to imply he’s 
beyond everything. He’s a personable guy, a 
good interview. But he’s an artist: He trusts 
the work. As John Wilcock wrote in a water- 
shed 1965 Village Voice profile, “If Warhol 
has any specific point of view, it is probably 
that what happens happens; he’s having a 
ball learning how to make home movies, and 
it’s merely gravy to him if the movies become 
valuable art works because he happens to 
have made them.” 

Byington’s movies are at the moment much 
closer to home than they are to the MoMA, and 
the work doesn’t always speak for itself. 

“He gives the impression that he 
doesn’t care,” Wilcock wrote 
of Warhol, “and yet he obvi- 
ously loves the publicity 
that has come to him.” 

Byington is image-con- 
scious, media-sawy, 
and intent on mak- 
ing sure that what 
he has made is seen. 

And that the people 
who have helped him 
make it are rewarded. 

“I’d like it to have 
a nice life,” he says. 

“It’s like maybe wanting 
a basketball scholarship for 
your kid or something. You 
want it to get out there a little 
bit. With the market changing for how 
people get stuff, like DVDs and downloads 
and whatever else, I kind of hope that the 
movie can make it into some type of distribu- 
tion, whether we’re doing it or someone else 
is doing it, where the word’s out to a degree 
among people who talk about this kind of 
thing. It’s an entertainment. I want people to 
be entertained by the movie. We learned a lot 
about what that meant.” 


For R50, a relentlessly entertaining chronol- 
ogy of a convicted sex offender’s rehabilitation 
upon release, what that meant was “making 
jokes work. It’s a really specific endeavor, and 
I don’t think I knew that when we started,” 
he says. “How do you make jokes work up 
there? Do you use reaction shots? Do you not 
use reaction shots? Do you use people who 
know how to do comedy? Do you use people 
who don’t know how to do comedy? There’s a 
whole . . . it’s my job to know what you’re good 
at. ... I really like a mix. There was a genuine 
mix of sensibilities.” 

Radical collaboration didn’t start with the 
Factory, and it didn’t end there, but when 
you listen to someone talk about things in the 
way that Byington does, it’s hard not to hear 
echoes of the place. He immerses his projects 
in options instead of paring them down. He 
relies on what’s in his slim, unpronounced gut 
and on other people pulling it out and going 
their own way. The approach is by no means 
unheard of these days, but this is: His instincts 
are transgressive, and he figures - whether 
he’s considering script and improvisation, 
predators and prey, fathers and sons, lovers 
and wannabe lovers, actors and nonactors, 
this one-sheet or that, “I’m going to face-fuck 
your bear” or “I see we share a similar taste in 
footwear” - he’s at least among friends while 
he’s exploring them. He’s not in it alone. 

And if he goes down, everybody’s going 
down with him. 

□ 

Bob Byington - who is from 
Lincoln, Neb.; went to school in 
Santa Cruz, Calif.; lived in 
Austin for as long as he 
can remember; opened 
SXSW 98 with his 
Olympia; won the 
2004 Austin Chronicle 
Short Story Contest; 
recently received 
an Annenberg Film 
Fellowship grant 
from the Sundance 
Institute; probably 
paints; and wants 
me to tell you he’s 30 
although he’s closer to 
40 - recalls two stories 
about how R SO came to be. 
Both involve the film’s twenty- 
something leads; both are indicative of 
his Warholian pursuit of the muse as budding 
superstar; one concerns how one would end 
up as the film’s de facto editor and savior. 

The subject of story No. 1, Gabriel Mclver, 
used to do theatre in Austin but now lives 
in Los Angeles and works at an adult book- 
store called the Pleasure Chest. He will be in 
attendance during SXSW “You should meet 
him,” Byington says. “Everybody should.” 


The subject of story No. 2, Kristen Tucker, an 
actor and University of Texas engineering grad 
from Houston, says of story No. l’s subject: 
“I just remember when I first met him, these 
shockingly sexual things would come out of 
his mouth, but I never really had any negative 
response to them. They just mostly seemed 
innocent somehow. And funny.” 

Story No. 1: “I just met him,” says Byington 
of his lead, Mclver, “and he just had this really 
engaging quality. I thought maybe we should 
make a whole movie about this guy and have 
him be a sex predator. I think the idea was per- 
colating, but when I went home the night that 
I met him, I started writing. It’s a very specific 
moment. He was sitting with us, and we were 
talking about film production stuff. Somebody 
asked me a question about transferring film to 
video, and Gabriel had zero experience with 
that. Didn’t know the first thing about it and 
interrupted me with an opinion about it in a 
really confident, straightforward way. And he 
didn’t have any idea what 
he was talking about. At 
all. And at that moment, 
it was like, bam. ... I was 
trying to get Gabriel, you 
know? I was trying to 
get him. I was trying to 
get his energy onscreen. 

And I wanted to do it for 
75 or 80 minutes, and I 
thought we could. Yeah, 
he’s gonna rub some peo- 
ple the wrong way. But I 
think we found a frame- 
work for him to function 
as a character in a story.” 

Story No. 2: “Kristen’s background as a 
microprocessor designer really helped us. We 
were trying to structure the material in the 
movie. ... We needed that. We brought an 
editor in from Los Angeles last year to take a 
look at how the story was revealing itself in the 
material we shot. It was hard for me, because 
he had very little patience for my ideas. He 
saw the material very differently from how I 
saw it. And I’d hired him to come in. ... When 
he left, Kristen became his legacy. She became 


the point person as a champion for a tightly 
structured story. Which is not how we were 
really working when he got there. But it’s how 
we proceeded once he left, and what was great 
about Kristen was there was no drop-off from 
this guy who we brought in. She inherited his 
attitude very gracefully.” 

Mclver, deadpan and sociopathic, plays our 
unnamed RSO navigating probation, counsel- 
ing, community service, “neighbor advisories,” 
re-employment, and the pom section at I Luv 
Video; Tucker - when not negotiating what she 
calls the “energy Bob wants around a scene 
that he puts ahead of whether or not it fits 
logically and whether it’s reasonable for the 
audience” - plays Tina, the somewhat ironically 
supportive girlfriend. They are bolstered by a cast 
that includes notables like Andrew Bujalski as 
a “noncompulsory” counselor, Kevin Corrigan 
as a group therapist, Jimmy Gonzalez as Tina’s 
brother, Suzy Nakamura as a probation officer, 
Nick Offerman as a cell mate, as well as Ross 
Brockley, Rick Linklater, 
Cyndi Williams, and Caveh 
Zahedi in cameos. 

Taken together, they’ve 
made one hell of a mocku- 
mentary. It’s clear when I 
toss around the term that 
Byington takes it as a vul- 
garity, but there’s no other 
way I can think of - in 
conversation or with so 
few words remaining - to 
describe the shape-shift- 
ing, HD-shot Registered Sex 
Offender. “We don’t want 
our movie to be fiction or 
nonfiction,” he says. “We kind of want it to be 
both. I think mockumentaries let the audience 
off the hook, and we don’t want to let you off 
the hook. 

“We’re playing with an idea,” Byington 
continues, as cool, detached, and intuitive 
as Wilcock would describe Warhol 40 years 
before. “I think it’s interesting that no one’s 
ever done a comedy about a sex offender. It’s 
such a funny, obvious idea. It is. It’s ridiculous. 
It’s so easy.” ■

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Boom and Bust in a 
Single-Stoplight Town 

'Crawford' and the commander in chief

Like most people, David Modigliani had 
never heard of Crawford, Texas, before George 
W Bush set up camp in the 700-person 
town that counts Waco as its closest “big- 
city” neighbor. “I didn’t know that Bush 
wasn’t from Crawford,” explains Modigliani, 
a Massachusetts native. “So when 1 found out 
that he moved there in ’99 a couple months 
before his candidacy, I was sort of intrigued by 
that fact and realized that he had very effective- 
ly created an origin myth. And then I literally 
looked on a map with my friend and thought, 
‘Where is Crawford anyway?”’ 

In 2004, Modigliani got in his car with 
a few friends and a camera and headed to 
Crawford. At the time a playwriting fellow at 
the University of Texas’ Michener Center for 
Writers (where I first met him), Modigliani 
thought there might be a play there. 

“We went in completely cold,” he recalls. 
“We were told that if we went into the gas 
station early in the morning, we would be 
able to meet some of the farmers who come 
in to drink their coffee before they 
go out to begin their day. So we 
rolled out to the Fina station, 
which is in the film, at 5:30 
in the morning, and we 
walked in, and there were 
six guys sitting around a 
table, and it was like 
the needle went off the 
record. You know what 
I mean? It was like ... 

‘Who the hell are you 
guys?’ 

“It was very clear that I 
had brought all of these peo- 
ple here, and I was gonna have to 
say something. And I, um, you know, 
went back in and looked at a bulletin board 
for an inordinate amount of time and sort of 
summoned up the courage . . . and I went and 
started talking to them and broke the ice.” 

Having originally envisioned the project as 
a multimedia piece that would function as 
“sort of an indictment of Bush for his political 
stagecraft,” Modigliani changed course as soon 


as he started talking to the people of Crawford. 
“When I saw the footage of the people that 
we’d interviewed and talked with, it was just 
very clear to me that this needed to be a film. 
These characters’ faces and their beings were 
so engaging that any attempt at a play would 
never do them justice.” As for Modigliani’s 
notion of a politically charged piece, that, too, 
fell away. “It became clear that these people 
and their experience was much more interest- 
ing than anything else.” 

Crawford charts the boom and bust of an 
all-but-boarded-up town that was power- 
fully affected by Bush’s arrival, ascendancy, 
and astonishing fall. The town experiences a 
remarkable arc in its relationship with Bush, 
one that mirrors the nation at large. It’s safe 
to say that by the time Cindy Sheehan rolled 
into town with 20,000 strong swelling the 
tiny town way, way past capacity, the honey- 
moon was over. But Modigliani was always 
more concerned with the micro, not the 
macro, view and with accurately depicting 
the people of Crawford in a way the national 
media all but ignored. 

“I wouldn’t say [the people 
of Crawford] are suspicious,” 
Modigliani says, “but I’d say 
they’re skeptical of media 
in general, because of the 
way that their town is 
portrayed in the media. 
And as you see in the 
film . . . every single news 
report has the same back- 
drop, which is the bale of 
hay and the broken-down 
piece of farm machinery. 
And if you turn the camera a 
little to the left, you see a resi- 
dential house, and you turn a little 
to the right, you see the high school track. So 
they feel like they’ve been made to look more 
Podunk and hillbilly and backward than they 
really are. And so I think they’re a little dis- 
trustful of the media in that regard. 

“But being young and [having] a small cam- 
era, we don’t look like TV people,” he contin- 
ues. “I think more importantly ... as soon as 


they felt like we were respectful of them and 
we weren’t politically combative - we were 
just kind of interested in their stories and what 
they had to stay - they became really warm 
and were really generous.” 

Because of that trust, Modigliani and his 
small crew enjoyed close access to the residents 
of Crawford, many of whom were struggling 
with contradictory feelings about their new 
neighbor, the commander in chief. Late in 
the film, there is a trag- 
edy that has a rippling 
effect, one that extend- 
ed to the filmmaker. 

“Some really, truly 
dramatic things hap- 
pen to several char- 
acters in the film 
Modigliani says, some- 
what haltingly. “And 
it’s a strange and conflicting experience to, 
on the other hand, be in the editing room 
and [be] thinking very objectively about 
what works for the film and thinking about 
the people in the film as, quote, ‘characters,’ 
while in the meantime, their lives are pro- 
gressing. They’re not part of some screenplay 
that you’re writing. 

“It’s hard to hold both the objectivity of 
filmmaking and the subjectivity of relation- 
ships with the people in the film. And the 


confluence of those is both scary and exciting,” 
he says. 

Some of the Crawford residents featured in 
the film will be at its world premiere at the 
Paramount - a prospect that makes Modigliani 
a little nervous - but mostly he’s just enthu- 
siastic about the Festival, the end point of a 
years-long shoot, maxed-out credit cards, and 
18-hour days in the editing bay. 

“To have a Texan filmmaker with Texan 
subject matter coming 
through a Texan film 
festival felt like a great 
match,” he says, “and it 
felt like a great place to 
launch the film.” 

I ask Modigliani, a 
little teasingly, if he’s 
calling himself a Texan 
now. After all, this is 
a guy who summered in Martha’s Vineyard 
growing up and counts family friends Jake 
Gyllenhaal and Mary Steenburgen as part of his 
film’s advisory board. 

“I guess I am,” he laughs. “There [are] the 
bumper stickers ‘I wasn’t bom in Texas, but I 
got here as fast as I could.’ I’m sticking around. 
I came four years ago. I thought I’d just stay for 
grad school and I’d move on. And I stayed to 
finish the film. And I love it. I want to stay here 
and make more films.” ■

GREENLIGHT AWARDS PREMIERE AT SXSW 


ON Networks is not TV It’s digital TV If 
you’re unsure of the difference, Austin-based 
ON Networks seeks to make “digital TV” a 
household word by sponsoring the first-ever 
Greenlight Awards, which were created to 
encourage more digital-TV production and 
to further ON Networks’ mission to “change 
the way traditional TV programs are created, 
distributed, consumed, and monetized.” 
Distribution is one way digital TV differs 
from traditional TV The other is in scope and 


content. Commercial breaks dictate traditional 
broadcast-TV structure (not to mention Federal 
Communications Commission regulations on 
language and content). Digital-TV series and epi- 
sodes are as long, or as short, as they need to be 
and so far do not fall under the FCC’s purview. 
(Four ON Networks’ productions were recently 
named among the Best New Video Podcasts of 
2007 by Apple iTunes - see “TV Eye,” Feb. 15.) 

If you’re thinking digital TV is interactive TV 
or merely watching TV online, Karl Scholz of 


ON Networks will correct you. “A lot of these 
companies that created destination sites are 
going to fail because people ... want to cre- 
ate libraries of their own content,” he says. 
This shift in focus - from drawing viewers to 
roost at a stationary site to drawing viewers to 
a place where they can access content to be 
watched when and where they want and on 
the device of their choice - is what recently 
brought Microsoft Xbox Live onboard as a 
Greenlight Awards distribution partner. 

The winners for the first Greenlight Awards 
will be announced at this year’s SXSW More 
than 100 entries were submitted, competing 


for two awards: Best Original Digital Series 
Production and Best Original Digital Series 
Idea. Judges include actor Luke Wilson, film- 
maker Richard Linklater, host of the Web series 
EPIC-FU Zadi Diaz, high-definition advocate 
Randall Dark, filmmaker Joe Swanberg, film 
producer Michael Uslan (the Batman films), 
and new-media reporter and commentator 
Daisy Whitney. The finalists will be announced 
at a VIP event during SXSW on March 9 at Six 
Lounge. The event is open to invited guests 
and SXSW badge-holders only.

Confronting, and confounding, the color line in 'The Order of Myths'

Call it Mardi Gras, call it Carnival, or just 
think of it as a fair, minus the Tilt-a-Whirls and 
spun-sugar stink of Six Flags. This is the oldest 
existing pre-Lenten celebration in the United 
States, as depicted in Margaret Brown’s haunt- 
ing, surreal documentary on the events that 
yearly engulf her hometown of Mobile, Ala., 
prior to Ash Wednesday. Its mystic orders pre- 
date the Big Easy’s by decades and are awash 
in MoonPies and masquerades and, yes, racial 
boundaries etched in time. 

If you thought New Orleans had a bayou 
padlock on backwoods mysteriosos, surrealis- 
tic skeletal floats, overindulgence both of spirit 
and spirits, not to mention thick, ran- 
corous streaks of racial disharmony 
cloaked in the sullen guise of 
“tradition,” The Order of Myths 
will come as a revelation, both 
good and bad, in black and 
white, pitting wealth and class 
against family and - there it is 
again - tradition. 

Lensed with a cunningly open 
eye by Lee Daniel, Brown’s follow- 
up to her heartrending Festival favorite 
Townes Vim Zandt: Be Here to Love Me is the 
cinematic equivalent of those Russian nesting 
dolls wherein each new explanation - why, in 
2007, Mobile holds two distinct sets of Mardi 
Gras ceremonies and celebrations that cleave 
bone-close to the city’s color line - demands 
further exploration. 


“With Townes,” says Brown, from her post- 
Austin home in New York City, “the limiting 
part to it was that he had died in 1997, and so 
I never knew him, really. And having grown up 
in Mobile, it was a place that I knew, and I knew 
it was not like other places. My mother was the 
Mardi Gras queen in 1966, and initially I want- 
ed to make a narrative film about a reluctant 
Mardi Gras queen in that time period, but when 
I actually began doing research at the Mobile 
Mardi Gras Museum, the people I was meeting 
were such characters in their own right that I 
couldn’t believe it. I couldn’t have written them. 
And I just started to realize that this was a place 
and a time that I really wanted to document.” 
Brown’s documentary strategies 
only become apparent to the viewer 
afterward: You know, going in, 
that issues of race and class and 
privilege and the lack thereof 
are in some way the shadowy 
underpinnings that hold both 
Mobile’s daily life as well as its 
strictly observed Lenten debauch- 
eries in thrall; you’re just not cer- 
tain how it all ties together or, more 
to the point in this racially fraught elec- 
tion year, how traditions so clearly predicated 
on seemingly outdated notions of antebellum 
heritage can even survive in this day and age. 

But that’s the genius of The Order of Myths. 
It uncovers both obscured truths that go back 
as far as anyone in Mobile can recall and 
allows the viewer access into a world that, for

at least part of the 
year, is dominated 
by secret societies 
that remind you of 
nothing so much as 
the Freemasons and 
all that they imply. 

“My grandfather 
was the one who 
made all the phone 
calls,” notes Brown, 

“and just, really, 
vouched for me. 

There was certainly 
some hesitation on 
the part of people 
when we were filming the coronation of the 
white king and queen of Mardi Gras, and in 
fact, they wouldn’t let us film it at all. And to 
this day I don’t know why. But then going in, I 
had no idea how much the film would come to 
focus on race. I was sure it would be a compo- 
nent, but these things that we could never, ever 
have predicted then began falling into place, 
and, you know, that’s what you hope for in a 
documentary, really. We were lucky.” 

Ultimately, The Order of Myths upends the 
notion that the past is anywhere but right 
behind us, everywhere, all the time. Nowhere 
is this more evident in Brown’s film than in her 
coverage of the Mobile Mystics, a Mobile Mardi 
Gras group of recent vintage (1993, actually) 
who are first seen in a boisterous, beer-fueled 
session notable for its gimme caps and aggres- 


sive good-old-boy-isms. But then, suddenly, 
the film reveals that of all the various carnival 
groups in Mobile - white and black - they’re 
the only ones seen performing community ser- 
vice as, masked and festooned with beads, they 
parade through an otherwise dismal nursing 
home. Nothing here is as it seems. 

“One of the guys in that organization is 
actually the only white guy who’s also in the 
Conde Explorers, which is their black counter- 
part. And they’re very proud of that. It might 
seem on surface that they’re rednecks, but 
then, you know, that’s not always the case. 
There’s so many surprises like that - in the 
film and in Mobile - that you simply can’t 
predict what’s what or who’s who. And from 
a documentary standpoint, that works to the 
film’s advantage.” ■ 



Making More 
Than Ends Meet 


One family chases the 

middle class dream in 'Intimidad'

Every day - amid every news cycle, around every table, in 
every court of immigration and public opinion - we mull the 
fates of Mexicans who risk their lives by entering the United 
States in a search for livability. Forget the American dream; 
they just want the financial nightmare to end. As we consider 


the millions they add up to every year and what it will mean, it 
might be difficult for us to imagine those who hang back, the 
hundreds of thousands among a population of 100 million who 
start every day determined to find their footing in the flash- 
flooded arroyo of the Mexican middle class. 

But that’s exactly what David Redmon and Ashley Sabin do in 
Intimidad, a documentary about Camilo, Cecy, and their daugh- 
ter, Loida, which was filmed in Reynosa, Tamaulipas, Mexico, 
tantalizingly close to the border. Redmon and Sabin follow the 
family for more than four years as it struggles to 
buy land and build a house. And it’s Camilo’s 
feet that got Redmon thinking. 

“There [are] a couple times when his body 
language expresses, ‘Turn that camera off,’ but 
it’s never really said,” Redmon says. “[One 
time] is when he’s home alone: I think it’s the 
first time you see him getting ready in the early 
morning without Cecy. The camera is filming 
the moon. It pans down, and Camilo’s just 
standing there, and his body language shifts. . . . 

It’s almost like he turns his head away from the 
camera. He’s looking awry. Like, ‘Damn, am I really gonna do 
this? Am I really gonna allow him to film?’ And then he starts 
walking to work. And there’s sort of that first step, and then one 
foot after the other. He just keeps on walking. Keeps on walking. 
And at the end of the film, he’s still walking. He’s still walking 
with momentum and strength and persistence.” 

Camilo is working from 7am to 8pm at a Reynosa manu- 
facturing plant for fire hydrants exported to American street 
corners. Cecy has left the job that earned her 18 cents per 
sewn bra at a factory where the employees are “not allowed 
to talk.” She is looking after her ailing father in Santa Maria, 


Puebla, where Loida has spent most of her life. For a nascent 
family unit already fragile, it is a stress fracture that threatens 
to cripple them. 

Redmon and Sabin met Camilo and Cecy while visiting 
Reynosa in 2003. Redmon had been there four years before 
and was returning with his collaborator and girlfriend to fol- 
low a story. As that trail grew cold and the duo abandoned 
the idea, they came upon a stack of pallets in front of a house. 
“We knocked on the person’s door,” Redmon recalls. “It 
happened to be Cecy and Camilo. ... It was 
purely coincidence. Thinking we were going 
to tell a story about trees in the Northeast, 
what they become and what people in 
Mexico use the pallets for and what happens 
to them in the end, we got something else. 
An entirely different story.” 

The filmmaking partners - they live in 
Mansfield, Texas, where Redmon is from, and 
met in Boston before forming Camivalesque 
Films - are especially adept at detecting and 
cultivating entirely different stories. Mardi 
Gras: Made in China (2005) strings together the beads of the 
New Orleans street party all the way to Fuzhou, China, where 
they’re made; 2007’s K amp Katrina gets uncomfortable in a 
backyard tent city full of misfits. 

“For me, it’s about the relationship that you build throughout 
the course,” Sabin says. “There’s an artistic storytelling side, but 
then there’s the connecting to people and really understanding 
their certain situation. And not making this overtly political 
film and using them as a platform to spout off whatever kind of 
issues we want to talk about. It’s about these different people 
who we meet, what their lives tell.” ■

Alex Karpovsky tracks a 
once-extinct 'Woodpecker'

In the kitchen of filmmaker Alex Karpovsky’s East Austin sub- 
let, he makes tea and talks about his former hero. “I didn’t grow 
up wanting to make movies. I wanted to be Andy Kaufman.” 
He pauses, his back turned, as he bends over the sink, “Is this 
okay to do? I hope I’m not being rude, doing chores during the 
interview.” On the contrary, Karpovsky comes across as funny, 
self-consciously awkward, and disarmingly intelligent while he 
talks about filmmaking, genre-bending, and why he wanted to 
make a movie about a bird. 

An academic-tumed-actor-tumed-filmmaker, Karpovsky’s his- 
tory includes a master’s degree in social anthropology from the 
University of Oxford and a microbudget first feature, The Hole 
Story, which had a healthy festival run and a small theatrical 
release. After relocating to Austin (from New York) in 
July of 2007 to act in the as-yet-untitled third fea- 
ture from writer/director Andrew Bujalski (Mutual 
Appreciation), Karpovsky is back behind the cam- 
era with his latest feature, Woodpecker. 

I first saw the film in January at an Austin Film 
Society Narratives in Progress screening and found 
myself in awe of this tale about an amateur bird- 
watcher on a desperate mission. A highly entertain- 
ing, character-driven story, the film blends tragedy with 
comedy, truth with fiction, pathos with absurdity, and the 
result will have you simultaneously laughing and performing men- 
tal gymnastics to unravel its many layers. Not unlike the work of 
his early idol, Karpovsky’s film explores ideas of authenticity. ‘Andy 
[Kaufman] really liked to blur this notion of reality and use it for 
comedic effect, and that’s something I’m still incredibly interested 
in. Woodpecker is not a documentary - not in my eyes anyway; some 
people might disagree. Some people have already disagreed.” He 
pauses, smiling, “But it’s not a narrative either.” 

First, the truth: The ivory-billed woodpecker was declared extinct 
in the 1940s, but in 2005 reports of sightings in rural Arkansas 
surfaced within the birding community. Then, the fiction: Amateur 
birder and poet Johnny Neander (played with heartbreaking hilar- 
ity by actor Jon Hyms) embarks on a quest to find the elusive 
woodpecker. Karpovsky wrote his screenplay around the existing 
mystery, and as a result, nearly everyone in the movie, except for 
the main character, plays themselves. Explains Karpovsky: “The 
backdrop is entirely real; the mayor is real; the sheriff is real; the 


bird is real; the town is real. One of the things that was interesting 
to me about this project was to infuse a fictitious character and a 
preconceived story into an entirely real setting.” 

In reality, heated debates ensued regarding the existence of the 
bird. And as the woodpecker itself lives somewhere between fact 
and fiction, so does the film. Says Karpovsky, “Some people think 
[the bird] is real, some people don’t, and I’d like that ambiguity 
to be related to the style of the film itself.” He pauses, aware of 
the headiness of his statements. “That’s very theoretical, and I 
don’t want people to be whipping out charts and graphs during 
the movie. I want that to be in the background.” 

Production for the film, which occurred over 12 straight days in 
Arkansas with a crew of four, was profoundly microbudget. Says 
Karpovsky “There’s a lot of freedom in working ultralow 
budget, and it’s also fun, and you don’t have to answer 
to anyone, and you can do the movie the way you 
want, and you can also take chances with your stories 
and with your styles and kind of experiment. All of 
that is great, and I hope that those freedoms will 
never go away.” He pauses with a knowing smile. 
“They probably will.” 

When we last spoke, Karpovsky was returning to 
Arkansas for some last-minute shooting before finishing 
the film just in time for its world premiere. As he prepares 
to release his innovative film into the world, discussion always 
circles back to context. Says Karpovsky, “The woodpecker is fly- 
ing in this strange murky twilight between truth and fiction, and 
I hope the movie does as well, and I hope it does in a way that’s 
not annoying or artsy, but in a way that’s effective, organic, and 
funny. Those are the goals. So, it’s like a hybrid existential tragi- 
comedy.” He pauses. “That’s pretty clunky. I don’t want to get too 
theoretical or too analytical about this stuff because I want it to be 
funny, and I think you can overthink funny.” ■

It's a Dog's Life 

'The Toe Tactic's Existential Angst and Animated Canines

The boundary between the real and the 
imagined is not always a certain one, and 
directors have long juxtaposed animation and 
live action to explore this idea. Emily Hubley, 
however, might be the first to have done it with 
hand-drawn, talking dogs. 

“But I know nothing of dogs,” she says 
over the phone, from her home in New York. 
“Somewhere I may have a connection to them 
that I don’t know of, but I don’t own one.” 

The dogs appear in her first feature, The Toe 
Tactic, which has its world premiere at South 
by Southwest. The film tells the story of Mona 
Peek (Lily Rabe), an existentially stressed temp 
worker who, upon hearing that her childhood 
home has been sold, returns to the property to 
recover a piece of her father’s bone, which she 
caught as his ashes were scattered and later 
buried beneath the house. Mona’s act sets in 
motion a mysterious “game,” reminiscent of a 
tic-tac-toe-like diversion Mona played with her 
father as a girl, involving a troop of animated 
canines from a sort of alternate dimension. 

“It’s truly just about creating and the cre- 
ative process,” she says. “It’s not a game 


with set rules, and it’s certainly not anything 
that was in my history. The participation of 
the dogs infuses the film’s investigations of 
memory, loss, and remorse with a sense of 
benevolent humor.” 

The dogs play the game and narrate as Mona 
goes about her days, at times taking control, as 
when one steals her wallet and sets in motion 
several serendipitous encounters with, among 
others, a forlorn elevator operator known as 
Elevator Man (Old Joy’s Daniel London) and a 
soothsaying former high-powered literary agent 
named Victoria Hadaway (Novella Nelson). 
Hubley says much of the film is about “being 
in doubt about what’s real and what’s impor- 
tant, especially when you’re in a fractured or 
fragile state. You question everything, and you 
read meaning into everything.” 

The daughter of Academy Award-winning ani- 
mation team John and Faith Hubley, Emily 
Hubley and her siblings grew up attending inter- 
national animation festivals. Her toddler voice can 
even be heard in her parents’ famed 1973 short, 
“Cockaboody.” “It was our life,” she says. “They 
took it very seriously. I was surrounded by it.”

Indeed, the influence of Hubley’s parents 
is evident in her work. Her drawings are 
playful yet substantial, simple and childlike 
without being simplistic. But Hubley initially 
questioned whether to become an animator. “I 
never thought I could do animation because it 
was so populated by all the good draftspeople. 
At the time there was such an overriding aes- 
thetic of what was okay to do,” she says. “I 
felt so insecure about my drawing capability. I 
always thought, ‘How can I come up with an 
idea that people won’t pay attention to how 


badly it’s drawn?’ I was always trying to find 
the slyest way to sidestep my shortcomings. 
And that pushes you. Insecurity is not neces- 
sarily a bad thing; you just have to make it 
serve your purpose. ... Now things are a lot 
more open-ended, and there are a lot more 
individual styles.” 

Hubley went on to create the animated 
sequences in John Cameron Mitchell’s H edwig 
and the Angry Inch and has directed more than a 
dozen short films, including “Big Brown Eyes,” 
a 1984 collaboration with her sister Georgia. 

The Toe Tactic is also a family affair. Her 
brother Ray edited the film, and Georgia wrote 
the music with her band, Yo La Tengo. When I 
ask Hubley about it, she laughs. “People always 
go, ‘How on earth did you get Yo La Tengo?’ I 
say, ‘Why, don’t you think I deserve them?”’ 
Georgia Hubley has been making music for 
Hubley’s shorts since 1975, when they first 
joined up on a film narrated and co-written by 
their mother. “It goes way back,” Hubley says. 

The premiere will be Hubley’s third visit 
to SXSW In 2002, her short “Set Set Spike” 
screened at the Festival, and last year, her short 
“Another Tack,” which featured the animated 
poetry seen in The Toe Tactic, was shown at 
the Hideout alongside a live performance by 
the musician and composer Sue Gamer. “I love 
Austin,” Hubley says. “There was awhile when 
we were thinking we’d shoot the movie there.” 
The next one perhaps. ■

hardly knew. Obviously, as Celia would need 
access to some of the old footage then in Al’s 
possession, her first stop would of necessity 
be a visit to the offices of Maysles Films and 
its gatekeeper, Uncle Al. While Celia clearly 
did not set out to settle a score with Al and 
says that having a relationship with her 
uncle was an important part of the 
healing process that drove her 
to undertake this project in 
the first place, her film does 
include a number of on-cam- 
era encounters with Al that 
start out cautiously cordial 
but then go south. Those 
unfamiliar with Al or his films 
will probably find themselves 
rooting for Celia (who was driven 
back to the therapy couch as a result 
of this) and booing Al as the villain. Al’s fans 
may be less quick to judge him and will cer- 
tainly feel the onscreen pain of the “man with 
the camera” who gamely agreed to sit for these 
no-win conversations with his niece. 

Internecine conflict aside, Celia’s Wild 
Blue Yonder, named for the autobiographi- 
cal film-in-progress that her dad was making 
before he died, takes 
us down the path that 
David trod as he and 
Al shot their famous 
oeuvre. We’re privy to 
the recollections and 
reminiscences of col- 
leagues like Charlotte 
Zwerin, Susan Fromke, 
and D.A. Pennebaker; 
film subjects like instal- 
lation artists Christo and Jeanne-Claude and a 
like-minded friend of the Grey Gardens’ Edies; 
and even David himself, in recorded therapy 
sessions and in film footage that Celia discov- 
ers on a lark at the Larry Rivers Foundation. 


Austin Chronicle: Why did you want to make 
this film? 

Celia Maysles: I never got to heal from the loss 
of my dad because we never talked about it in 
my family - it was so painful. I thought that mak- 
ing this film about him would be the ultimate 
way to get close to him; I figured the best 
way to get to know him would be going 
through the creative process of making 
a film. And it was. I’d, for example, 
find myself in the editing room feel- 
ing frustrated and realize, “So this 
is how my dad must have felt.” 
AC: Do you worry that because the 
film is about the well-known Maysles 
Brothers, your personal intentions for 
it may be eclipsed? 

CM: At the film’s premiere in 
Amsterdam, people related to it as a family 
story, which is what I wanted. One sort of disap- 
pointment is that those who were very close to 
the Maysles Brothers - in the U.S. they are myth- 
ic figures - those who idolized them have a hard 
time with the film at first. Not all of them but 
those who haven’t gotten the film on the family 
level and don’t want to believe that Al would 
do that. So, inadvertently, I sort of slashed their 
mentor or their idol, and 
those people have a hard 
time with the film. . . . But 
to me, the film is about so 
much more than just Al 

- he’s just one little piece 
of it for me. And everyone 
who isn’t a worshiper of the 
Maysles Brothers gets that 

- that this is a film about 
a daughter’s search for her 

father, about grief and love and mourning, about 
memory, all these bigger, more profound issues. 
A few people have said it’s too much about Al, 
and I say wait a few months and watch it again, 
I think you’ll feel differently. ■

A few backstory “program notes” for Celia 
Maysles’ Wild Blue Yonder: Until he died sud- 
denly 21 years ago at the age of 54, when she 
was only 7, Celia’s dad, David Maysles, was 
one-half of the estimable Maysles Brothers, 
who made iconic nonfiction features like Grey 
Gardens and Gimme Shelter, to name just a few. 
They coined their much-emulated, signature 
unnarrated, unscripted storytelling style “direct 
cinema,” and it was, at the time, a seismic spin 
on verite. At the time of David’s death, the 
Maysles Brothers’ families were apparently as 
close as the two brothers. When David died, 
things changed, as they often do, particularly 
when there’s property to be split. Here, it was 
the rights to the considerable Maysles Brothers’ 
body of work. There was a lawsuit, a protracted 


one, over how exactly the brothers had agreed 
to divide their films. By the time they settled 
and Albert Maysles paid David’s family a tidy 
sum - reputedly much higher than the amount 
the brothers themselves had previously agreed 
on - for the rights to the films, the intra-family 
relationship had predictably soured. Al, now 
81 and on anyone’s short list for a place in the 
pantheon of doc-makers, is still known for and 
sought after for his legendary camerawork. 

Enter Celia, in her late 20s and working as a 
social worker. She decides to pick up a camera 
and follow in the footsteps of the filmmaking 
children of other famous dads - most recently, 
the sons of architect Louis Kahn and cinema- 
tographer Haskell Wexler - who attempt to 
connect, after the fact, with the fathers they 


Black Like Me ... and Me ... and Me 

Elvis Mitchell discusses why there's no single African-American experience

The Black List is a documentary collaboration between film- 
maker and photographer Timothy Greenfield-Sanders ( Lou 
Reed: Rock & Roll Heart) and journalist, radio host, and for- 
mer New York Times film critic Elvis Mitchell. Unlike most 
documentaries, the film functions, in the best sense, like a 
coffeetable book that offers living, breathing, ongoing portraits 
of 2 1 prominent African-American professionals who represent 
a wide variety of backgrounds, beliefs, and 
attitudes. Using interview clips that have 
been edited down to just a few minutes 
per speaker, director Greenfield-Sanders 
and interviewer Mitchell craft a work that 
reveals the inherent folly of searching for “a 
monolithic African-American experience,” 
as interviewee Vernon Jordan puts it. 

Interviewed are figures from the arts such 
as Toni Morrison, Bill T Jones, Lou Gossett 
Jr., Suzan-Lori Parks, Slash, and Chris Rock; political players Colin 
Powell, Faye Wattleton, and Al Sharpton; athletes Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar and Dawn Staley; CEO Richard Parsons; and many more. 
“The thing I really wanted to get across,” explains Mitchell, “is 
that every one of these people had a story. And anybody who gets 
to be successful learns how to tell his or her story pretty well.” 


Mitchell explains how his desire to place the focus on the 
stories also affected his decision to remain an off-camera 
interviewer. “Timothy kept saying: ‘You should be in it. We 
should be shooting you.’ I said, ‘No, I should never ever be in 
it.’ I just felt these weren’t my stories. I didn’t want that thing 
common to so many documentaries, where there’s a cut to the 
interviewer sitting and nodding sagely, asking a question that 
draws attention to the question. I thought the best way for this 
to work was to not see me and not hear 
me. It makes the film a different kind of 
experience from the outset.” 

Opening the film with a segment fea- 
turing Slash, the Guns n’ Roses guitarist 
whom many people do not realize is 
African-American, is another good exam- 
ple of how The Black List sets itself apart. 
“I was insistent on starting this movie 
with Slash,” says Mitchell, “because we 
tend to forget that, for all intents and purposes, black people 
invented rock & roll. People don’t usually think of Slash as 
being black. It shows how different the black experience is. I 
wanted to start in a way that threw people off guard.” 

Rather than achieving unity, The Black List makes the variety 
of experience its essence and helps strip some of the pejorative

meaning from the word “blacklist,” a phrase Mitchell admits 
has disturbed him his whole life. Bill T Jones discusses how he 
identifies as a dancer and artist before he identifies as a black 
man. Chris Rock, in a typically well-aimed barb, says that African- 
Americans won’t achieve parity in this country until they have the 
“freedom to suck equally” with white people. The inclusion of 
Colin Powell, who relates one of the film’s most moving stories, 
“gives a sense of the breadth of the African-American experience,” 
says Mitchell. “Not everybody has the same politics.” All this is 
pretty fascinating stuff and trenchant as can be during this his- 
toric moment when the Democratic primaries are inciting a closer 
examination of identity politics in this country. The Black List, 
which will also air later this year on HBO, promises an investiga- 
tion that has barely scratched the surface. ■

curator boyfriend, while Micah, an 
aquarium-installer, can barely cover 
the rent of his tiny studio. For Joanne, 
race is at most an afterthought and 
calls Micah out on being “one of 
those people who think black history 
month is in February because it’s the 
shortest month of the year.” “It is,” he 
says defiantly. 

“I think both the characters rep- 
resent different answers I have to the 
same question, which I can’t even 
articulate,” Jenkins says. “I guess if 
you’re a filmmaker, and you have two 
different points of view on the same 
subject, you just put them into two 
different characters and have them 
duke it out.” 

And duke it out they 
do, during one long 
Sunday of museum- 
going, bike-riding, and an understanding that 
almost smells like friendship, back-dropped 
by moody indie-rock tunes performed by 
mostly Austin bands, all gathered by the film’s 
music consultant, Austinite Gates Bradley, one- 
half of the music collective SuperlAlright! 

Jenkins deliberately intended the soundtrack, as 
well as the day’s activities, to depict African-Americans 
in an unfamiliar light, filmwise. “You never see a film with 
two black leads that has no R&B or hip-hop,” he says. 

As the sun comes up at the end of the world’s longest 
one-night stand, it’s clear both Joanne and Micah have come 
away with some answers to the creator’s query. But ultimately, 
Jenkins’ ubiquitous question remains unresolved. “I hate 
San Francisco; I love San Francisco,” Micah tells Joanne. “I 
hate San Francisco; I love San Francisco,” Jenkins tells me.

Tom Quinn was cleaning up after 
a week’s worth of Park City festivi- 
ties when he got the call that his film 
The New Year Parade had won the 
Narrative Prize at Slamdance 2008. 

“It was a weird experience,” he says. 

“Everyone’s really excited, leaving all 
these messages,” meanwhile Quinn 
was packing, the condo was flooding 
(he’d used the wrong dish detergent), and he was alone, exhaust- 
ed, and sick. Laughing, he remembers, “It was like a Woody Allen 
movie.” Quinn hasn’t been making movies quite as long as 
Allen, but he did start young: “I tried making my first 
feature film in, like, second grade, and failed every 
year until I was 27 ... literally.” Now 31, Quinn is 
trying to keep his feet on the ground. Consider: 
His good fortune at Slam almost never happened. 
“I started to panic, thought about backing out,” 
Quinn admits, who’d never screened outside of 
family and friends. 

Those friends and family are from Philly, a town that, 
according to Philadelphia Inquirer’s Steven Rea, is currendy 
enjoying “a Phillywood moment.” (Other Penn state pictures 
screening at this year’s SXSW include Explicit Ills, the directorial 
debut from actor Mark Webber [The Hottest State], and In a Dream, 
Jeremiah Zagar’s compelling doc about public art.) Quinn is part of a 
small but national movement of indie filmmakers who are sidestep- 
ping LA/NYC migrations and staying home to produce regionally 
based, regionally informed, regionally inspired works. 

To that end, The New Year Parade - an IFP Narrative Rough 
Cut Lab participant - is a portrait of divorce pains framed against 
Philadelphia’s Mummers Parade, a colorful, annual extravaganza 
that celebrates Philly culture. Rather than treating divorce as a 
backstory into which the audience must fill in the blanks, “we 
were interested in looking at those blanks and making that the 
story,” he says. Utilizing a blend of actors and nonactors, docu- 
mentary and fiction, moments both mundane and intense, Quinn 
offers an unsentimental meditation on the emotional wounds of 
domestic turmoil and familial unrest and a real rumination on 
human nature. - Raymond Blanton 


The first in a planned trilogy about San Francisco, writer/ 
director Barry Jenkins’ first feature-length film, Medicine for 
Melancholy, is a love/hate story. The movie opens with Micah 
(Wyatt Cenac) and Joanne (Tracey Heggins), hung over, in a 
stranger’s bathroom, brushing their teeth with their fingers. 
The subsequent awkward post-one-night-stand breakfast 
is tempered by Joanne’s distress over her infidelity to her 
boyfriend. She’s beautiful, but she’s callous. She’s black, as 
is Micah, and living in a city where African-Americans make 
up about 7% of the population, and a rise in gentrification 
is forcing out those who make less than $100,000 a year; 
Micah is desperate to latch onto what he thinks is the heart 
of his identity. 

But this is not Joanne and Micah’s love/hate story; their 
relationship barely develops into like/dislike territory. The true 
love/hate story is between Jenkins and San Francisco. 

“The whole film is kind of a snapshot of the city,” Jenkins 
says over the phone from his apartment, where he says he can 
barely afford the rent. “And I felt like it would be a shame not to 
make that point [about gentrification] , because it’s pretty much 
the biggest kind of political socioeconomic aspect of . . . modem 
San Francisco - the housing crisis. Depending on where you fall 
in the class line, you’re at the center of the crisis.” 

Joanne and Micah are clearly on opposite ends of this class 
divide: She lives in a big house owned by her white museum- 


THE COAST OF UTOPIA 'Humboldt County' 


It’s the same old story: 

Childhood friends from St. Louis, weened 
on a diet of Hal Ashby, Bob Rafelson, gefilte 
fish, and a side of plain wheat toast, grow up, 
move to Los Angles to pursue acting careers, 
write a script, get bogged down in beautiful 
people, and then high-tail it out of the City of 
Angels to Northern California’s last bastion of 
hippified hedonism, Humboldt County, where 
they promptly ditch Script A and concoct 
Script B, which they then co-direct themselves 
with a cast including Peter Bogdanovich, Brad 
Dourif, and Frances Conroy, before entering 
the finished homage to their cinematic heroes 
in various and sundry festivals, where they do 
or do not win scads of awards, thereby ensur- 
ing a favored place in the annals of Hollywood 
history. Madcap hijinks ensue. 

It’s a pretty accurate summation of Darren 
Grodsky and Danny Jacobs’ story so far. And 
Humboldt County, their pitch-perfect direct- 
ing debut, which traces a path from the 
crumbly bedrock of Sixties-era countercultural 
utopianism to the new millennium’s angsty 


uncertainty, is, in fact, a smart, moving, and 
altogether canny glimpse into the heart of a 
shell-shocked American dream. Its character- 
driven dynamics - involving an extended clan 
of pot farmers in the wilds of Humboldt and 
the outsider who shows up and changes every- 
thing - are something rarely found outside of 
today’s pseudo-arthouses. 

“We were incredibly lucky” says Grodsky, 
“because we were able to meet with Peter 
Bogdanovich and the great cinematographer 
Laszlo Kovacs just before [Kovacs] died. Laszlo 
shot all of Peter’s films except The Last Picture 
Show - he did Targets; Paper Moon; Wlrat’s Up, 
Doc? And it was amazing to hear them just talk 
to each other, because, you know, those were the 
films that inspired us to do Humboldt. The movies 
we love are virtually all character-driven films, and 
so that’s what we wanted our film to be, too.” 

“Being actors ourselves,” notes Jacobs, “we 
kind of despise the typical, five-minute meat- 
market audition process, and so we set up a cast- 
ing process that allowed us to sometimes meet 
with an actor for 30 to 45 minutes, with a lot of 


improvising and playing and seeing what ideas 
the actors might come up with on their own.” 
Taking that extra time proved key to craft- 
ing the unassuming naturalism of the finished 
film, which, although it tangentially incor- 
porates a key battlefront of the government’s 
war on drugs (marijuana), never fails to put 
substance over style. 

“These are people who are full of contradic- 
tions,” adds Jacobs. “At first you think they’re 
just a bunch of pot-growers in the woods, but 
then you realize that they’re quite intelligent 
and insightful and so much more than what 
they first appear to be.” 

So would it be fair to say that the film’s mari- 
juana angle is really, in the end, no more or less 
than a MacGuffin used to draw the viewer into 
the familial dynamics? 

Jacobs: “Absolutely. From the very begin- 
ning, Darren and I were really intent on not 
stepping into that battleground area.” 

Grodsky: “We weren’t trying to make a 
statement about pot, about these people’s 
lives versus the lives of, you know, people 
in L.A., or anything along those lines. That 
would have made it too easy on the audience.”

When he proves that 
the school president is behind some stolen 
SAT exams, Bobby’s the man of the hour and 
a hero for the school.

AT THE DEATH HOUSE DOOR

When the Rev. Carroll Pickett began his 
work as the Death House Chaplain at 
Huntsville prison in 1982, he was an ardent 
death penalty proponent. His grandfather a 
murder victim, Pickett learned from his 
father, “Hang ’em high. Hang ’em fast.” 

Fifteen years and 95 executions later, 

Pickett was a changed man. Death House 
Door, at times investigative, at times 
meditative, is a poignant vision of that 
transformation. Though Pickett describes 
the journey of his changed heart as a slow, 
cumulative process, one event that had 
great impact was the wrongful execution of 
Carlos DeLuna. Though convinced of DeLuna’s 
innocence, Pickett did his job and counseled 
and comforted the condemned. Years later 
as he recounts the story of DeLuna’s shaking 
legs and the 11 minutes it took to freeze his 
heart, Pickett says with quiet surety, “This is 
not Christian or American or Texan.” 

Throughout his tenure at the prison 
Pickett made homemade audio recordings of 
his thoughts and revelations after every 
execution. We hear the tapes and can almost 
see the shifting gears. If, as one of Pickett’s 
daughters says, “those tapes are his tears,” 
this film is his song. -Mocha Jean Herrup

Sibling filmmaking team Jay and Mark 
Duplass are well known within indie circles 
as making quality films without much more 
than a shoestring budget, some actor 
friends, and a lot of innovation. So for their 
second feature (following the SXSW 05 
award-winner The Puffy Chair), they made a 
film about those kinds of productions. 

Except these characters have few ideas, and 
little innovation. Four out-of-work actors 
(read: "extras”) find inspiration in DIY 
filmmaking, and decide to quarantine 
themselves in a remote cabin to write the 
next great American independent film. Of 
course, the project is only more complicated 


because the four friends represent a sort of 
love rectangle, with the sweet Chad (Zissis) 
smitten with the young Michelle (Gerwig), 
while his pal Matt (Partridge) is fending off 
advances from both her and his ex Katherine 
(Muller). At some point in all this tension, a 
screenplay must be written.

LOU REED’S BERLIN 

0: Julian Schnabel. [USP] 

For over 40 years, Lou Reed has been living 
in the avant-garde of popular music. From 
leading the legendary Velvet Underground to 
his enduring solo career, Reed is the 
iconoclast’s iconoclast. His downbeat, 
concept album Berlin, shocked fans and 
critics alike when it was first released. A 
noir-ish tale of drug-addled romance and 
despair, Berlin has, in the ensuing years, 
found enough supporters to rescue it from 
obscurity and secure it a slot in Rolling 
Stone's list of the “Greatest 500 Albums of 
all Time.” And yet it took 33 years for Berlin 
to be performed live, in a series of live 
concerts in 2006. Artist/filmmaker Julian 
Schnabel [The Diving Bell G the Butterfly] 
art-directed the stage show as well as 
directed the concert film, recorded over five 
nights of performances in Brooklyn, N.Y. The 
film was mostly shot by Ellen Kuras [Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind, Neil Young: 
Heart of Gold] though Schnabel's daughter 
Lola also shot footage which appears both 
on stage during the performance and in the 
film. Schnabel has called the album “the 
soundtrack of my life” and told The New York 
Times : “This record was the embodiment of 
love’s dark sisters: jealousy, rage and loss. It 
may be the most romantic record ever 
made.”

LOVE SONGS

From zombie movies to South 
Park, movie characters have discovered a 
new fondness for bursting into song and 
dance as a way of expounding their emotions. 
But while all these recent musicals seem to 
share an ironic vision that enjoys exploiting 
the musical’s tendency toward camp, Love 
Songs strikes no such pose. The film is 
notable precisely for its lack of irony and 
artifice. It begins with a scenario that 
usually would seem quite titillating: Ismael 
and Julie, a smart young couple, have invited 
Ismael’s coworker Alice into their love life. 
However, as Julie bluntly tells her mother, 
this has become as routine as the rest of 
their endeavors. The characters seem 
resigned to the ennui that colors their days, 
until an untimely death forces them to 
examine their numbed emotions, mostly in 
song. The musical numbers appear not as 
sudden, choreographed departures from 
everyday reality, but as a subdued element 
of it. Characters sing as they simply walk 
down the street, or lay in bed after another 
awkward tryst. While the mix of realism and 
sung dialogue perhaps invites comparison to 
Jacques Demy’s The Umbrellas of Cherbourg, 
Honore’s film is unique in its characters’ 
almost sedate reaction to events that other 
films would portray in the most 
melodramatic fashion.

Hyde (Moss) while out offering medical 
assistance to Katrina volunteers and is 
flooded with emotion. Dr. Jekyll and Hyde led 
a very intimate relationship in the past that 
dissolved Jekyll’s first marriage. Having 
moved on from Hyde, Jekyll reunited with his 
first wife and played the part of dutiful 
fiance and socialite. Until now. Jekyll and 
Hyde know that their lust for each other 
overpowers both of their existing 
relationships. And they both fall back into 
the destructive ways of their tumultuous 
past. This dark love story provides the 
perfect blend of emotion, tenacity, and 
vulnerability. New Orleans as a backdrop 
gives a face to the kind of love and 
struggles that are dealt with throughout the 
course of Jekyll and Hyde’s precarious 
relationship.

Here 
he collaborates with Greta Gerwig (star of 
Swanberg’s SXSW 07 hit Hannah Takes the 
Stairs ) as his co-director, and they’ve created 
a searing and penetrating study of 
long-distance relationships. Better yet, they 
pay homage to European masterworks and 
minimalist character studies, while giving it 
all an appropriately 21st century spin. 

It may be both Swanberg and Gerwig’s 
most threadbare production to date, but 
Nights and Weekends packs more of an 
emotional punch than most “love stories” in 
theatres today. The film chronicles the ups 
and downs of James and Mattie, two lovers 
living half a nation apart. When they do get 


to spend time together, it’s pleasant but 
also fleeting. The minor details amount to 
big issues, and the two are unable to escape 
a complicated fate.

OBSCENE 

D: Daniel O'Connor G Neil Ortenberg. [USP] 
Barney Rosset might not be a household 
name, but his impact on modern literature 
and the freedoms of expression in the U.S. 
can be felt to this day. The publisher of Grove 
Press and the Evergreen Review was one of 
the great champions for free speech in the 
1960s. In landmark court battles, he went 
head-to-head with the obscenity bans that 
had been placed on such classic novels as 
Tropic of Cancer and Naked Lunch, and 
became to some an example of what was 
wrong with the country and to others a true 
American hero. With Obscene, first-time 
directors O'Connor and Ortenberg take an 
entertaining trip through the life of a man 
who was willing to travel all the way to the 
Supreme Court to stand up for his beliefs. 

The film features archival footage, home 
movies, and interviews with Rosset’s friends, 
co-workers and fans, as well as firsthand 
accounts from the man himself. Obscene is a 
fitting tribute to a man who dedicated so 
much of his own life to defending the words 
of others.

THE ORDER OF MYTHS

The oldest ongoing Mardi Gras celebration 
in the U.S. is Mobile’s, which began 13 years 
before New Orleans. This powerful work by 
Brown [Be Here To Love Me: A Film About 
Townes Van Zandt ) is too easily described as 
a documentary of the most recent Mardi 
Gras. This misses the richness of this film, 
which beautifully captures the historical 
traditions and social codes of the separate 
Black and White Mardi Gras celebrations in 
Mobile. In creating this portrait of Mobile’s 
Mardi Gras the film can’t help being a 
study of race relations in the modern South. 
All too often depictions of Southern race 
relations err, usually by reducing the 
situation to a one- or two-dimensional take. 
This does a disservice not only to Southerners 
living in a much more complicated world but 
to any one who digests such material as 
though it is factual. This film neither argues 
for a utopian fantasy of Southern race 
relationships nor does it ignore the very 
history and ongoing consequences of slavery 
and Jim Crow. - Louis Black

Oscar-winning cinematographer 
Robert Richardson [The Aviator, JFK) 
supervised the camera team comprised of 
several highly acclaimed DPs, including 
Oscar winners John Toll [The Last Samurai, 
Braveheart ) and Andrew Lesnie [The Lord of 
the Rings trilogy, King Kong), Oscar nominees 
Stuart Dryburgh ( The Piano, The Painted Veil), 
Robert Elswit [Magnolia, Good Night and 
Good Luck), and Emmanuel Lubezki [A Series 
of Unfortunate Events, Sleepy Hollow), and 
Ellen Kuras [Summer of Sam, Eternal Sunshine 
of the Spotless Mind). The film was edited by 
David Tedeschi, who most recently worked 
with Scorsese on the acclaimed No Direction 
Home: Bob Dylan.

SHOT IN BOMBAY 

D: Liz Mermin. [NAP] 

This documentary has multiple layers. 

It’s a film about Indian actor Sanjay Dutt, 
who was arrested almost 15 years ago 
because he illegally owned a gun that was 
connected to bombings in Mumbai. For the 
last 15 years he has been in and out of 
court, and at the time of filming it seemed 
the courts had finally caught up with him. 

On another level it’s a behind-the-scenes 


look at a Bollywood production called Shoot- 
out at Lokhandwala, a fictional adaptation 
of a real-life event in which a police officer 
gunned down five criminals hiding out in a 
middle-class apartment block with a 
colossal number of bullets. Ironically, it is 
Sanjay Dutt who’s been cast to play the cop, 
working with an overstressed film crew, and 
a headstrong director who believes himself 
to be the Indian version of Quentin 
Tarantino. On even another level the film is 
about the real shootout at Lockhandwala 
and the real police officer who was there. 
Further, it’s about the Indian legal system 
and how a celebrity might act and be 
treated differently from the impoverished 
majority.

Blip Festival explores the little-known 
rising underground music movement known 
as chip music. Most people who look at an 
original Nintendo or Game Boy may have 
flashbacks to the late ’80s and early '90s, 
sitting in their living rooms playing Duck Hunt 
or Super Mario Bros, in the days before video 
games became the graphic marvels they are 
today. Few look at them and see musical 
instruments, but in the world of chip music, 
that is exactly what they are. Using special 
hardware, musicians use multiple Game Boys 
and Nintendos to create a style of electronic 
music that rings familiar with anyone who 
grew up in the video-game generation. 
Packed with 8-bit music samples and grainy 
beats, the music that is created is powerful 
and unique and uses what one might call 
"classic” noises to create a futuristic sound. 
Blip Festival is a four-day event centered 
around chiptunes, low-bit art, and the 
reworkings of classic forgotten hardware.

HEAVY METAL IN BAGHDAD

neighbors in the Middle East, quite possibly 
the last thing one might think about coming 
out of the war-torn, heavily religious region 
could be heavy metal music. Heavy Metal in 
Baghdad follows the Iraqi heavy metal band 
Acrassicauda (Latin for “black scorpion”) 
from the fall of Saddam Hussein in 2003 to 
the present day but also gives us an inside 
look at the human side of modern Iraq, 
where average, everyday people live, work, 
and try to survive in their war-torn world.

In the opening scene of this thoughtful 
documentary on one of reggae's earliest 
innovators and creators, a lone Jamaican TV 
presenter dressed in a sharp threepiece 
suit, stares into the camera and calmly says 
to his audience, “I’d like you to meet a 
genius.” He goes on to laud the 
accomplishments of his upcoming mystery 
guest, dropping names of some of the 
artists he produced, and concludes, “He’s 
not only a record producer, he’s a songwriter, 
a poet, a musician, a video expert, and 
overall, a Rastaman.” 

Quick cut to a shirtless Perry spinning 
around in circles outside his home, in plaid 
shorts with oversized sunglasses covering 
his marijuana-reddened eyes and a kufi over 
his unkempt locks. He’s chanting the praises 
of Jah Rastafari in a language only the 
deepest Rasta could possibly understand, 
while flailing his arms and gyrating 
maniacally, like a man possessed. He seems 
crazy, but as the film progresses, you realize 
that Lee Perry was never possessed by any 
sort of devil. But his soul was obviously 
overtaken by the spirit of rhythm, as his 
every word, movement, and nuance are 
punctuated by an irrational cadence, wholly 
unique to him. His musical revelations are 
nothing short of revolutionary, and as the 
film comes to a close, if you still don’t quite 
understand the man behind the music, you’ll 
surely have gained a better understanding of 
the music that made the man.

The two dated 
but, as importantly, Elvis and her dad 
both urged her to sing more country and 
rock, which led her to rockabilly. She 
achieved commercial success in 1958, 
I960, and 1961, charting a number of 
singles. Listening to recordings from 
these years it’s easy to see how she 
became regarded as "The Queen of 
Rockabilly.” Detailing her career, this film 
also manages to capture and portray her 
as a terrific performer, singer, and 
guitarist, and also a successful 
songwriter. By the early 1970s, Jackson 
was mostly recording and performing 
gospel. But since the early 1980s, she’s 
returned to the music she first loved, 
regularly playing the European rockabilly 
and country festival circuits.

By now, the American public is all too 
aware of the disastrous circumstances 
that have plagued much of Africa over the 
last few decades. The horrific images of 
famine and genocide have become sadly 
familiar to most. Perhaps this familiarity 
has even diminished the impact: we have 
come to realize and accept the shocking 


situation, and all that remains is a vaguely 
complacent concern. It is difficult to 
grasp how one could stand to witness 
such tragedy, and even go so far as to 
revisit it years later. Yet this is exactly 
what Dr. James Orbinski does in Triage. 

The film chronicles his return to Somalia 
and Rwanda, where he worked as a doctor 
during some of the country’s most chaotic 
times. The former president of Doctors 
Without Borders, awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1999, returns to Somalia 
to find that conditions have improved 
marginally. Yet the unpleasant past 
lingers over every scene.

His films had very successful 
runs on what was then still a rather sparse 
film-festival circuit and turned out to be in the 
vanguard of what has proven to be three decades of 
independent film productions. Unfortunately, they also 
represent not just the beginnings but also Pennell’s 
creative peak. Brought down by personal demons, the 
rest of his career proved to be a long downhill 
slide. None of the handful of other features he 
produced before his untimely death was as good. Still, 
although this is obviously an overwhelmingly tragic 



story, its darkness is somewhat blunted by the 
wonder of his first two films having been made at all.

39 of them black and all from an area known as “black- 
town.” The people were dragged from their homes first 
thing in the morning, demoralized, confused, and cited 
for delivering just enough cocaine to put them away for 
years. But just as Coleman is named Texas Lawman of 
the Year, it is revealed that all of the people indicted 
were done so based solely on Coleman’s word, and 
many had solid alibis that were “dropped” from police 
reports. Everything changes when a team of lawyers 
arrives from Lubbock and has the case reopened. 
Coleman is exposed as a wanted man, and after years 
of imprisonment, his victims are finally released. While 
this story is unfortunately not surprising, it reminds us 
just how prevalent racism still is in this country, and 
it is chilling to see the fine line between predator and 
prey.

The fascinating and heartbreaking story of Fred 
Cruz, prisoner and self-taught jailhouse lawyer, and 
his struggle to reform the Texas prison system from 
within. Cruz grew up in the racially segregated San 
Antonio of the 1940s and ’50s, surrounded by a drug 
trade operated by some of his own family members. 

He developed a heroin habit and had frequent run-ins 
with the law. Convicted of “robbery by assault" when 
he was 21, he went to prison in 1961. There he studied 
law in order to file an appeal of his conviction and 
50-year prison sentence. While awaiting appeal, Cruz 
filed a lawsuit against the prison system for the 
brutal conditions and treatment. He was targeted by 
prison officials as an “agitator." But despite frequent 
sentences to solitary confinement and starvation, Cruz 
refused to be broken. He continued writing writs of 
habeas corpus for fellow inmates, and when his papers 
were confiscated, he wrote them on tissue paper or 
paper bags. His unwavering strength and bravery saw 
him through unimaginable torture, and his dedication 
brought the civil rights movement to Texas prisons. 

The first-person narration is beautifully adapted from 
Cruz’s own writings. It’s a powerful story about one 
of the most important and underrecognized American 
civil rights heroes. - Dawn Johnson

DON’T GET ME WRONG

Sitting down to watch Bon't Get Me Wrong, 
a beautiful slice-of-life film set in a Romanian 
neuropsychiatric hospital in 2006, one might 
be easily confused by its premise. And that 
might just be the point. Director Pintilie has 
stated that she went into the facility for eight 
days, without much of a plan other than to 
document some of the things she had read in 
the papers about the people who live behind 
the stark gray walls that extend seemingly up 
to heaven for the people who exist within 
them, day in, day out, for the bulk of their 
lives. What she left with is a story of love. Not 
a love story in the traditional sense (there is 
nothing traditional about Bon't Get Me Wrong), 
but a love story that mirrors the foibles of the 
pursuits of love and success in our high- 
octane modern world with the simpler pursuits 
of a group of human beings who seem to get 
by just fine with almost nothing. Pintilie 
observes, rather than follows, five patients 
through their daily lives, one of whom, Ignat, 
has spent every day for the past 40 years in 
the same spot, moving stones from one side 
of a plank to the other.

Multiple sclerosis is a debilitating disease 
that wages a full-on war against the body's 
central nervous system. It is estimated that 
more than 1 million people are afflicted by 
MS. One of these happens to be Johnny 
Hicklenton, a popular British comic and 
graphic-design artist who invites the camera 
in to his life for a more intimate look at the 
struggle of living with MS. Johnny’s truly 
unique ability to draw for a living has now 
been compromised with the onset of MS. 
Diagnosed in 2001, this documentary follows 
Johnny around during the next six years, 
chronicling his battle. Initially Johnny 
acknowledges the disease but chooses to 
ignore its physical implications. Using only 
holistic treatment, he relies on his 
perseverance to mask the pain and 
suffering. Unfortunately, this involves 
self-medicating. Johnny’s trouble controlling 
his bowel movements, dealing with the 
numbness of his hands and legs, and the 
possibility of never having a “shag” again 
overwhelm him, until he has come to turns 
with it and claims that it has “ruined my 
body but healed my soul ."

He found 
pigments that were safe to use, expanding 
the tattooist’s palette from the three of four 
colors previously available; he created 
better power sources, machines and needle 
configurations; and he spearheaded the 
introduction of hospital-style sterilization 


into the business. Operating out of China 
Sea Tattoo in Honolulu, Sailor Jerry’s 
worldwide travels introduced him to several 
different styles of Asiatic tattooing, which 
he aggressively combined with already 
established Western ideas. One of his most 
notable students was Michael “Rollo Banks” 
Malone, who later lived, worked, and 
expanded his legend in Austin.

After a long career in 
rodeo, he developed a passion for ostriches, 
spending many years perfecting the care 
and development of those strange and easily 
spooked birds, and ultimately settling in 
Arizona to raise them for profit. Cogburn’s 
greatest payoff - a multi-million-dollar order 
for ostrich chicks - was about to be realized 
when hot air balloonists boomed without 
permission over his ostrich ranch. More than 
half of the 1,600 skittish birds stampeded 
into wire fences, killing themselves and 
ending Cogburn’s livelihood. The film 
chronicles Cogburn’s court battle against 
the balloonists. As it unfurls, we learn his 
fascinating life story, punctuated by his 
habits of self-responsibility - an ethos he 
thought would rule in court. We also learn 
that his predicament is nothing new 
- balloonists and ostrich ranchers have 
tangled before. - Roseana Auten

I TURN MY CAMERA ON 


The giant mosaic that is the annual South 
by Southwest Music Festival is quickly com- 
ing together. One notable piece that’s gone 
missing this year is Beerland. The Red River 
staple is forgoing the traditional route, instead 
hosting a series of unofficial showcases that 
include Austin’s Super Secret Records and 
Mortville Records on Wednesday and 
Memphis’ garage-punk label/store Goner 
Records on Friday (www.beerlandtexas.com). 
Despite the dropout, SXSW has a record high 
75 official venues this year, up from only 59 last 
year, with expansions into the Eastside (Scoot 
Inn), bottle-service nightclubs (Pangaea), and 
even the comedy circuit (Esther’s Follies). 
Following the success of last year’s premiere 
programming, DirecTV partners with SXSW 
once more for a series of free, live broadcasts 
from the Austin Convention Center that fea- 
ture some of this year’s biggest headlining acts, 
including Daryl Hall, Martha Wainwright, 
Dizzee Rascal, Daniel Lanois, X, and 
Carbon/Silicon. Badges and wristbands get 



first priority, but if you have neither, free tickets for 
available space can be had at the door. That’s, of 
course, in addition to SXSW’s free shows at 
Auditorium Shores throughout the week, most 
notably Spoon and Grupo Fantasma on Thursday 
and the Ice Cube-led hip-hop shakedown Saturday. 
“We sponsored 64 day parties last year and more 
than 90 this year,” says SXSW Managing Director 
Roland Swenson. “This notion that we’re out to 
crush parties is somewhat mythical." 

Meanwhile, at least 400 more wristbands, 
priced to move at $165 and limited to one per 
customer, are going on sale Wednesday, 9:30am, 
at Waterloo Records (cash or credit only). 

There are no residency requirements, but the 
wristband must be put on at the time of pur- 
chase. More wristbands will likely become avail- 
able through alternative outlets. To receive fur- 
ther updates from SXSW, text “join” to 47979. 


RANDOM PLAY 

Q Bassist Roy “Pia” Ramos of the Texas Revolution, formerly known as Mexican Revolution 
and led by brother and Tejano Music Awards Hall of Fame inductee Ruben Ramos, died on 
Sunday. He was 62. A memorial service took place this morning (Thursday) at Mission Funeral 
Home (1615 E. Cesar Chavez). 

^ An eBay auction for the World’s Greatest Record Collection, valued at more than $3 million, 
ended uneventfully last month with a fraudulent bid. Around that same time, Edward N. Meyer 
donated his jazz archive to St. Edward’s University, where he's adjunct faculty. Valued at more 
than $47,000, the collection boasts more than 2,300 LPs, focusing primarily on pre-1945 record- 
ings from small groups led by the likes of Louis Armstrong and Freddie Keppard, and will be 
open to the general public at the Scarborough-Phillips Library. 

^ Local folksinger Steve Brooks won the first annual Molly Ivins Songwriting Contest for his 
original “What Would Molly Do?” honoring the late political columnist. The competition was hosted 
by the grassroots campaign Raise Hell for Molly Ivins, and judged by a panel that included Kinky 
Friedman and Country Joe McDonald. 

O My Education has signed with Seattle imprint Strange Attractors Audio House, the residence 
of Nels Cline, Kinski, and Six Organs of Admittance. The local instrumentalists are scheduled to 
release their highly anticipated third album, Bad Vibrations, in June.

WHERE THE PYRAMID 
MEETS THE EYE 

“Psychedelic music was born here 
with the 13th Floor Elevators, and it’s 
having a huge resurgence now,” posits 
guitarist Christian Bland of the Black 
Angels. He’s right on both counts. Roky 
Erickson's epic comeback, along with 
Scott Conn’s documentary, Dirt Road to 
Psychedelia, has renewed interest in 
Austin’s early psych scene, while the 
Angels’ debut, 2006’s Passover, clearly 
descended from the Elevators’ landmark 
LP Easter Everywhere. The band’s Directions to See a Ghost, due in May, only deepens the con- 
nection, thickening the grooves and channeling ’Vators jug blower Tommy Hall’s attempts 
toward Christ consciousness. Resurrecting the spirit of Austin’s bygone psych haven the 
Vulcan Gas Company, the Angels host and headline Saturday's Austin Psych Fest No. 1 at 
the Red Barn (6701 Burnet Rd.), featuring local psych-revivalists the Strange Boys, Ringo 
Deathstarr, Horse + Donkey, and Elevators tribute band Acid Tomb, not to mention the 
Brian Jonestown Massacre side project the Quarter After and L.A.-based spaghetti 
Western surrealists Spindrift. Bland hopes to turn the 900-capacity venue into an avant- 
garde theatre suitable for like-minded artists. “I think having Roky play at the Red Barn would 
bring things full circle," hints Bland. Meantime, the Angels join Sonic Youth's Thurston 
Moore and Trail of Dead for Erickson's annual Psychedelic Ice Cream Social at 
Threadgill's World Headquarters March 13, benefiting the Health Alliance for Austin 
Musicians. Psychedelic pioneer Powell St. John, who played with Janis Joplin in the Waller 
Creek Boys and wrote “Kingdom of Heaven” for the Elevators’ debut, returns to Threadgill’s 
on Monday before his SXSW showcase with Birdman Records at Room 710 next Saturday.

Ghosts 

The 2007-08 Austin Music 
Awards' unbroken circle

“We were performance art: a thing of the 
moment.” 

So offered Walter Hyatt once about Uncle 
Walt’s Band. “It’s there, and hopefully it puts a 
better feeling in the atmosphere than was there 
before, and then it’s gone.” 

Those sentiments, via Hyatt’s final interview 
with Peter Cooper in April 1996, linger in the 
retrospective void rent by Hyatt’s untimely 
death less than a month later in the crash of 
Valujet Flight 592 (see “King Tears,” Feb. 22). 
Indomitable even amid the loss remains the 
local-scene hero’s music, testament to the hon- 
est beauty of both the man and his art. 

Austin will always be a city inseparable from 
its ghosts, musical specters resolute beyond 
mere memory in an undissipating past. Larger 
than life, its legacies are imprinted inextricably 
into the soul of the city, however marked by 
change or development, the traditions of what 
was forever cast against the aspirations of what 
will be for new generations. 

At the height of its success in the early 
1980s, Uncle Walt’s Band was already a legacy 
revived, reborn by posthumous popularity. The 
Spartanburg, S.C.-bom trio of Hyatt, Champ 
Hood, and David Ball was as much Austin 
in spirit as it was indefinable in sound. Had 
residue of the group’s first tenure not precipi- 
tated its reunion in Austin, collectively loath 
to imagine the music lost, artists like Jimmie 
Dale Gilmore and Lyle Lovett might not have 
absorbed as much influence as they did. 

Nearly 12 years beyond Hyatt’s death and 
almost eight years since Hood’s passing, Lovett 
and Gilmore join Ball in a tribute dubbed South 
Carolina by Birth, Texas by Choice: The Songs of 
Walter Hyatt, starring a generation of artists follow- 
ing in sound and birthright: Hood’s son, Warren; 
Ball’s daughter, Audrey; and Hyatt’s son, Taylor; 
as well as Colin Gilmore and the Belleville 
Outfit. Choice all right. 

Bloodlines also flow continuous for Roy and 
Sundance Head. The former’s 1965 hit, “Treat 
Her Right,” co-written with Gene Kurtz, cement- 
ed his place among the legends of Texas soul, 
the San Marcos native shouting the anthem into 
throngs of frenzied, shrill screams, as the swag- 
ger of his gliding footwork and contortionist, 
head-to-the-floor twists unfolded with dexter- 
ous sexuality. As Margaret Moser suggests in her 
recent article on Head, “Had Sun Records’ Sam 
Phillips heard Roy Head before he heard Elvis, 
Head would be known as ‘the King’” (“Hey, 
Hey, Hey!” Aug. 31, 2007). Preserved in video 
clips on shows like Shindig!, Head’s incompa- 
rable moves resurfaced when his son, Sundance, 
made a run last year on American Idol’s sixth 
season. The opportunities of influence run both 
ways, with Roy now reassembling his players to 
return to the studio for a new album. 


Joining the father-son soul revue, backed by 
the West Side Horns, Spot Barnett’s tenor 
sax bleeds a storied history of its own, each 
note a connecting fiber of Austin’s past and 
present. Summoning the heyday of the River 
City’s Eastside, of a vibrant, juke-joint-laden 
11th Street, Barnett’s reed calls up the legend- 
ary spirits of Chitlin’ Circuit blues and soul 
(see “Juke Joint Blues,” July 13, 2007). It’s pal- 
pable beyond the black-and-white nostalgia of

photos that line the walls of the Victory Grill, 
last bastion of clubs like the Showbar, Charlie’s 
Playhouse, and the Chicken Shack that have 
been lost to the march of time and gentrifica- 
tion. Yet Austin doesn’t simply remember and 
commemorate the ghosts of its past. They 
inhabit the same plane. 

Case in point: Gary Clark Jr., Austin’s 
next-generation blues phenom, actualizing his 
inherited roots with his role this year as Sonny 
Blake in John Sayles’ new film, Honey dripper. 


Clark’s character stands at the crossroads of 
time rather than place, the 1950s watching 
those same juke joints confront the changes of 
economy and technology embodied by Blake’s 
electric guitar (see “‘Honeydripper’ Blues,” 
Jan. 18). If Clark bridges traditions in Sayles’ 
film, he does as much with his own music 
today, alongside a host of young blues artists 
carrying the spirit of East Austin and Antone’s 
well into the 21st century.

Punk, likewise, never dies, and Austin 
remains as forever dedicated to its punk past 
as its blues and country roots. In the 1980s, 
R.E.M. opened for the Judy’s at Club Foot, 
so it seems strangely appropriate that the 
Houston trio of David Bean, Jeff Walton, 
and Dane Cessac should reunite for its first 
shows since 1994, as the Athens, Ga., super- 
stars also make their return to Austin for South 
by Southwest 08. With the issuing of 1981’s 
Washarama and 1985’s Moo on CD for the first 


time, the Judy’s minimalist pop-punk revives 
memories of lost Austin venues like Club Foot, 
Liberty Lunch, and Raul’s. 

This year’s AMA show-headlining collabora- 
tion between Roky Erickson and Okkervil 
River epitomizes the pull of Austin’s future on its 
past. Erickson is himself a ghost risen, revenant 
returned though always having been here before. 
Since his resurrection at the 2005 Austin City 
Limits Music Festival, the 13th Floor Elevator 
has proven continually resilient, last November 
taping an episode of Austin City Limits with his 
band, the Explosives, and ZZ Top’s Billy Gibbons 
blazing on guitar beside him. 

Erickson’s possessed wail defined Texas 
psych and ripped open the possibilities of 
music in the 1960s, and the traces of his 
cathartic eruptions are scarred into Okkervil 
River’s own unhinged dark ecstasy. Will Sheff s 
songwriting lurks in the unsettled obsessions 
inhabited by Erickson’s vision, his own manic 
howl conjuring the shambled ghosts of a post- 
modern collective unconscious. If Okkeml’s 
2007 breakout album, The Stage Names, was 
an exploration of the lines of reality and fantasy 
fatefully blurred by fame, then Roky Erickson 
is the surviving embodiment of that broken 
realization. 

Like Austin itself, “Rokkervil” is a grappling 
of ghosts, the haunting and the haunted in ten- 
uous harmony, the endless return of repressed 
and frayed threads always brought full circle. 
As Erickson declared, “If you have ghosts, you 
have everything.” ■

She was the latter half of Delaney & Bonnie, whose band 
was one of the 1960s’ original traveling rock caravans, then 
went on to a successful second act as a singer, songwriter, and 
actor. Although under the radar for the past decade, Bramlett 
returns to the soul and blues she helped popularize with her 
new Beautiful (Rockin’ Camel). Produced by Johnny Sandlin 
(Allman Brothers, Delbert McClinton, Widespread Panic), the 
album features a cadre of Southern rock luminaries, including 
Scott Boyer, Randall Bramblett, and Tommy Talton, as well as 
Muscle Shoals all-stars David Hood and Spooner Oldham. 

“We’re all old friends,” explains Bramlett joyfully. “Johnny 
Sandlin produced the records I made for Capricorn in the 
1970s. When you go make a record, you call your peers. 
These are my peers. Am I lucky or what?” 

The singer confirms that said crew will be her band for SXSW. 

“I’m so excited. It’ll be hot.” 

Although Bramlett is known as a songwriter - she co-wrote 
Carpenters hit (and Sonic Youth gem) “Superstar” - 
Beautiful features her vocalizing a wide assortment of mate- 
rial, including Waylon Jennings, Gary Nicholson, Dan Penn, 
Stephen Stills, and her daughter Bekka. 

Stills is represented by protest chestnut “For What It’s 
Worth.” When asked about the song’s relevance today, 



Bramlett snorts. “You don’t think that fits now? Oh, yeah. 
Look around you, man. Besides that, Stephen Stills is my 
favorite writer, and I cut one of his songs on my last CD, as 
well. That was Johnny Sandlin’s idea. He felt it fit really well 
this time. 

“I quit trying to cut hit records,” she asserts, then pauses 
for a hearty laugh. “I thought I’d try to cut my record now, 
and if y’all love it, praise God. If you don’t, I’ll cut another.”

Chicago collective Mahjongg angles 
eccentricities from the opposite direction, fusing eclectic world 
beats into an electronic maelstrom and industrial thump for this 
year’s K debut Kontpab. New signees Saturday Looks Good to 
Me produced their best work on last fall’s fourth LP Fill Up the 
Room, accenting Fred Thomas’ pop perfection with rich, expan- 
sive arrangements.

Peter Moren

Despite the title of Peter Bjorn & John’s 2007 break- 
through, principal songwriter Peter Moren has never experi- 
enced anything even remotely resembling Writer’s Block. 

“No, absolutely not,” he confirms with obvious pride. “If 
I have, it was so brief that 1 didn’t notice. People seem to 
think that I’m very prolific in writing, but there’s always a 
long period of time from when you write a song until you 
actually record it. There’s always time to stack up songs and 
fine-tune them.” 

On his solo debut, The Last Tycoon, due in April on 
Quarterstick, the Swedish songsmith empties his suitcase 
of songs, some like “Missing Link” and “Old Love” dating 
back as far as 1995. Recorded over two years in bedrooms 
and rehearsal studios with the Concretes’ Daniel Vaijo and 
Tobias Froberg - the latter joining Moren on tour - the 
largely acoustic LP has an uncanny intimacy, in stark con- 
trast to PB&J’s sophisticated pop. As for Moren’ s status with 
Peter Bjorn &John: “It’s going well,” he assures. “There are 
no big fights.” 

Quite the contrary: The trio recently finished recording 
an instrumental album for release later this year and is cur- 
rently working on a proper follow-up to Writer’s Bloch. 

“We don’t always like the same thing, so you have to fight 
for your ideas, but what comes out in the end is a mixture 
of three people,” says Moren. 

“When you do an acoustic show, everyone is up for listen- 
ing to stories and listening to the lyrics, but if you’re doing 
a rock & roll show, people just want to have a blast. Maybe 
you still want to tell your stories at the rock & roll show, but 
nobody wants to listen.”

The death of Pimp C on Dec. 4 shocked the rap world and hit especially hard in Houston, where 
Pimp and Bun B’s UGK pioneered the city’s candy-painted drip in 1988. The duo was five months 
removed from the release of their double LI) Underground Kingz, when Pimp was found dead in his 
Los Angeles hotel. Picking up the pieces, Bun’s not ready to see the spirit of UGK fade away. The 
Port Arthur rapper’s set to release his second solo album, II Trill, in April. 

“We’re trying to put people onto a great product,” he says, “get that vibe that’s in the streets, 
not just what’s on the radio.” 

Made mostly of material recorded before Pimp’s death, the album pulls beats from a slew of 
producers, namely Jazze Pha and Clinton Sparks. Bun’s also got plans to release a final UGK 
album, though he’s not sure when that will get off the ground. “We haven’t started recording 
anything yet. We gotta see what we’ve got before we start putting lyrics down,” he says. 

Putting together any album takes a significant amount of time, but the process for this proj- 
ect should take even longer without Pimp’s hand. “He had stuff that he was working on that 1 
haven’t even heard yet,” Bun says, explaining that most of Pimp’s work is in the hands of his 
wife. Both know that the best way to honor Pimp is to keep making music. 

“I’m not going to try to force myself into anyone else’s world,” says Bun, though he’s been 
busy on collaboration efforts with Kidz in the Hall (a track they recorded for the Obama cam- 
paign) and welcomes a breakout from normal course. 

“I like Feist. Not just the music, but the visuals are amazing. I’d love to sit in a room with her 
and talk about music, see if that could evolve into something.” - Chase Hofjberger

Original guitarist Glen Taylor 
died in 1997, but the surviving Austin-era Dicks 
reunited in 2004 and released a live album, 
Hungry Butt (HotBox), in 2006. - Greg Beets

7-inch, "Box of Records.” On the more experi- 
mental tip, Columbus lifer Mike Rep, who 
started out in the mid-1970s with proto-punks 
Mike Rep & the Quotas, collaborates with 
Quota drummer Tommy Jay, whose own luna- 
tic 1986 folk album, Tommy Jay's Tall Tales of 
Trauma, was just reissued on Discount. Quintet 
El Jesus de Magico closes out with their 
synth/punk/drug racket.

8:30pm, Molotov Lounge Do the ladies run 
this motherfucka? Heeeell yeaaaaah! With 
apologies to the Bama Boyz, Molotov is diva 
central on this night, as femcees and neo- 
soul goddesses hold it down for the fairer 
sex. Few soul artists have married R&B and 
hip-hop as successfully as Mary J. Blige did 
in the 1990s. It’s the new millennium, so it’s 
time to meet Seattle songstress Choklate, 
who burst onto the scene with an eponymous 
2006 album and has lent her soulful voice to 
tracks by De la Soul, Gift of Gab, and Chali 
2na. One listen to Jennifer Johns, and it’s 


clear she was raised on a healthy diet of 
boom-bap rap, which she melds with reggae 
and Jill Scott-like vocals. Named one of Urb 
magazine’s “Next 1,000,” Flouston’s Cuban- 
Mexican, American-born Karina Nistal spits 
sexy verses in Spanish and English over next- 
level production, mixing Latin-tinged hip-hop, 
house, and reggaeton.

Nelson and Brooks handle drums and gui- 
tar in the Snake Trap, an instrumental trio 
whose prog-punk made 2006’s At Home in a 
Hostile World a potent elixir for third-shift nods. 
Columbia, Mo., drum-and-bass duo Megazilla 
immolate all preconceived notions with a 
fuzzed-out, full-bodied thrash assault, while 
Austin’s Good Times Crisis Band combines a 
classic-rock power-trio dynamic with post-punk 
paranoia on their 2007 debut, Select a Gather 
Point.

CHICKEN RANCH 

9 pm, Light Bar Austin’s Chicken Ranch Records has come a 
long way since 1994, when owner Michael Dickinson started 
the label as a conduit for his Ruston, La.-based punk band, the 
Habitual Sex Offenders. Though still on the fringe, today’s Ranch 
roster stretches far beyond two-minute hate. Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
quintet We Were the States unleashes dynamic prog-pop on 
their impressive debut, Believe the Thieves. Standout tracks like 
“Up Your Sleeve" and “Try” are itches you can’t stop scratching. 
Atlanta’s Tiger! Tiger! commingles garage pop and a deadly 
dose of sneer-and-sass from vocalist/guitarist Buffi Aguero. The 
quintet’s latest, The Kind of Goodnight , strikes the perfect mix of 
bubblegum, heartache, and venom. Direct from the wrong side of 
Nashville, the Clutters drag Cheap Trick’s hooks through a beery 
Farfisa fuzz on 2007's Don’t Believe a Word. In advance of their 
forthcoming third album, Balls, Austin’s own Yuppie Pricks return 
from their corporate retreat to spew supply-side punk nuggets like 
“Hummer in My Hummer” onto the not-so-great unwashed. Finally, 
locals Mr. Lewis & the Funeral 5 bring the curtain down with 
the sweeping theatricality of Kurt Weill by way of Nick Cave on lat- 
est Murder and the Art of the Dance.

The Minneapolis quartet, sounding like dis- 
tant musical cousins to fellow Minneapolitans Tapes 'n Tapes, 
drops its fourth album, We Appreciate You, on tax day and then 
embarks on indefinite hiatus. San Francisco’s the Dodos cook 
up an innovative blend of indie folk and rock that would be at 
home on the soundtrack to a microbudget film.

Moo (Wasted Talent) 

Squeaky clean yet savagely irreverent, 
the Judy’s epitomized adolescent New Wave 
existence at the cusp of the 1980s. Formed 
in 1979 in the Flouston suburb of Pearland, 
the Judy’s were a high school rock combo 
that eschewed swagger. David Bean’s guitar 
remained undistorted, Jeff Walton’s basslines 
bubbled, and drummer Dane Cessac some- 
times traded his trap kit for pots and pans. 
Wildly popular throughout Texas, the Judy’s 
might have achieved national traction if they 
hadn’t temporarily disbanded in 1982. After 
more than a decade in out-of-printsville, 
1981’s debut LB Washarama, retains a bop- 
happy bite that transcends nostalgia’s ster- 
ilization. Despite a minimalist approach that 
strips the instrumentation of “Her Wave" and 
“All the Pretty Girls” down to just bass and 
drums, both nail their respective portrayals of 
geek longing and disdain in a timeless man- 
ner. Then there’s “Guyana Punch," a smart 
commentary on the Peoples Temple mass 
suicide that became a water-drenched high- 
light of the trio’s live shows. The Washarama 
reissue includes 1980’s Wonderful World of 
Appliances EB featuring the Univox synthesiz- 
er sing-along “Vacation in Tehran" and would- 
be Three Mile Island dance craze “Radiation 
Squirm.” The threesome reconvened for 
1985’s Moo, which built on Washarama’s 
solid base with a five-minute synth-pop 
paean to milk and the tuba-girded “Don’t Be 
a Hippie.” Bean’s 1985 solo EB Modomusic, 
rounds out the reissue with the pep-pop of 
“Marsha’s Car” and the unexpectedly moving 
closer, “Keep Breathing.” While Washarama 
spins the definitive Judy’s, both albums are 
essential Texas-music artifacts. (Wednesday, 
March 12, Austin Music Hall, 9:30pm.)

Believe the Thieves 
(Chicken Ranch) 

Don’t let the moniker 
fool you. Murfreesboro,

Gamblin' House 
(Echo Mountain) 

With the guttural caus- 
ticity of an Appalachian 
bred Howlin’ Wolf, “My 01’ 

Radio” and “Goodtimes" open Holcombe’s sixth 
album moaning self-satisfaction like Austin’s Scott 
H. Biram full up on chicken. “Goin’ Downtown” 
and the title track grin with defiant self-destruc- 
tion, the latter declaring, “I’m soakin’ up the 
slaughter, I’m lyin’ through my teeth, my calcu- 
lated coffin, don’t tell me what I need.” Few song- 
writers can pen lines that provocative, much less 
bring them convincingly to life. And the Asheville, 
N.C.-based Holcombe just as easily encompasses 
the subtly beautiful (John Rrine-esque “Baby Likes 
a Love Song") and devastatingly broken (“You 
Don’t Come See Me Anymore”). Gamblin’ House 
falters only in its production polish, which dilutes 
the singer’s raw power. Still, cut along the same 
rough grain as Billy Joe Shaver and Guy Clark, 
Holcombe’s no gamble.

12 Crass Songs 
(Rough Trade) 

Had Steve Ignorant, 

Eve Libertine, Benny 
Rimbaud, and all the 
rest of the early-1980s, 

UK-based anarcho-punk 
collective known as Crass realized that some- 
day the unassuming, NYC-based folk balladeer 
Jeffrey Lewis would retune their vituperative, 
cats-and-gravel-in-a-blender sound into some- 
thing approaching sunny-side-up genius, they’d 
likely have sided with Thatcher then and there. 
Yet Crass’ lyrical, ultrapolitical vitriol is, if any- 
thing, more relevant than ever (“Big A, Little A” 
remains one of the greatest anti-nihilist protest 
songs ever written), and now, thanks to Lewis, 
you can actually make out all the words. Lewis’ 
folk-nerd vocals combine with flute, glocken- 
spiel, Woody Guthrie-esque guitars (notably on 
the pre-Blackwater point of view of “Securicor”), 
and some upstart piano (“Bunk Is Dead”) to 
bathe Crass’ frantically spiky and often inten- 
tionally atonal screeds in a warm, human glow. 
It’s the most astonishing cover album of the 
last 10 years, bar none. (Wednesday, March

Falling Off the Lavender Bridge (Domino) 

Note to those turning themselves inside out 
for a grand musical statement: Be articulate 
and compelling. On his Domino solo debut as 
Lightspeed Champion, Houston-born ex-Test 
Icicles principal Dev Hynes abandons spastic 
London dance-punk for 
the worst excesses of 
Saddle Creek.

If you’re going on tour, this is the best $30 
investment you’ll ever make. Writing with 
the sardonic, hard-assed bluster of a drill 
sergeant, Rigface/RiL drummer Martin Atkins 
draws on three decades of hard-won music- 
biz lessons to make an awfully convincing 
case for the touring-is-war analogy. A van of 
unknowns rolling into a new town typically has 
no leverage beyond the goodwill of strangers, 
but following Atkins’ advice on promotion, 
transportation, tour routing, budgeting, and 
accounting will help keep a band from becom- 
ing its own worst enemy. The book systemati- 
cally hammers away at fantastic notions of 
easy success and drives home the reality that 



perpetuating a music 
career is an exhaust- 
ing feat not meant for 
the weak. In discuss- 
ing contracts, Atkins 
doesn’t bother with 
turgid legalese, because 
all a band really needs 
to know is that a “guar- 
antee” is anything but. 
Career scenarios in the underground-rock 
pantheon are laid out to help acts determine 
when it makes sense to upgrade from DIY 
to hired guns. Co-contributors chime in on 
everything from groupies and fitness to border- 
crossing. If road-hogging still feels like your 
life’s destiny after reading TounSmart, at least 
you’ll know better than to take a dump on the 
tour bus. (SXSW Music Panel: Tour Smart, 
Wednesday, March 12, Austin Convention

NAMES IN THE NEWS

Unclear on the Concept: On Nov. 30, for a social justice project at Cheektowaga Central 
High School (Buffalo, N.Y.), students spent an 18-degree night in cardboard boxes on the 
school's lawn, in supposed solidarity with the area's homeless population. According to a 
Buffalo News report, the suffering students brought DVD players to watch movies inside 
their boxes, ate donated Dunkin' Donuts and pizzas, and ducked into the school's heated 
gym whenever they got too cold or bored. 


The divorce of Anton Popazov and his 
wife, Nataliya, is about to go through, but the 
couple is still contractually committed to the 
Moscow State Circus, where their act includes 
Nataliya’s shooting an apple off of Anton’s head 
with a crossbow. The Times of London asked 
Anton during a show in Sheffield, England, in 
February whether he was afraid. “I still trust 
her because Nataliya is very professional,” he 
said. “[T]he show must go on.” 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• Two Park Vista High School girls who admit- 
ted that they swiped money off the table of a 
Girl Scout selling cookies at a supermarket in 
Boynton Beach, Fla., in January told WPBF-TV 
later that they had no remorse. Said one (on 
camera) : “We went through all that effort to get 
[the money] . We got all these charges [against 
us] , and we had to give the money back. I’m 
kind of pissed.” Added the other, “I’m not 
sorry. I’m just pissed that I got caught.” The 
victim’s mother said that the girls returned to 
the supermarket the next day and taunted the 
little girl. 

• In February, a court in Dubai, United Arab 
Emirates, sentenced Briton Keith Brown, 43, to 
the standard four-year minimum term in prison 
for violating the country’s extreme “zero toler- 
ance” drug laws, even though the only drug 
found was a “speck” (0.003 grams) of cannabis 
caught in the tread of his shoe and discovered 
only because the Dubai airport uses sophisti- 
cated drug-detection equipment. Previously, 
a Canadian man was imprisoned for “posses- 
sion” of three poppy seeds (from a bread roll 
he had eaten at Heathrow Airport in London) 
that had fallen into his clothing as he prepared 
for a flight to Dubai. 

• Roy Chamberlin, 29, has been charged with 
1,100 criminal counts in connection with what 
Pennsylvania police said was a series of nearly 
200 rapes against a married woman in Potter 
Township (and had his first court hearing in 
January). According to the police report, the 
woman said she was too terrified ever to report 
the crimes to police or to her husband. Once, 
said the husband, he came home unexpectedly 
about 9am and found the bedroom door locked 
and a struggle occurring inside (hearing “Get off 
me!” and “You’re hurting me!”). After the hus- 
band pounded on the door, Chamberlin walked 
out, leaving the wife “crying hysterically and 
trembling.” However, the husband said that his 
wife declined to explain the situation and that 
he didn’t question her (not wanting to upset her 
further, since she had recently had surgery).

Midnight Boom 
(Domino) 

Jamie Hince and 
Alison Mosshart 
are the Charles 
Starkweather and 
Caril Ann Fugate 
of post-punk, 
preoblivion anti-rock, leaving a trail of blown 
woofers and sweat in their wake. Intense 
doesn't begin to describe Midnight Boom, but 
loop the Russian roulette sequence from The 
Deer Hunter, splice in some grainy security- 
cam voyeur-porn, pop it in the Videodrome 
VCR, and you’ll at least get the picture. If 
the London duo’s 2005 sophomore effort, 

No Wow, was the Badlands crank ’n’ squeal 
of two artists becoming one, then this is the 
happy aftermath of the killing spree. Opener 
and justly praised single “U.R.A. Fever” sizzles 
ridiculously catchy and febrile, atypical of 
everything; from here on out, do what thou wilt 
shall be the whole of the Kills. That encom- 
passes the spidery electro-cheers of “Cheap 
and Cheerful,” the snap and clap anthemics 
of "Sour Cherry,” and “Black Balloon,” with 
former Floridian Mosshart’s sleazy-cool vox 
screwing everything in sight. This is what New 
York used to be. (Wednesday, March 12, 
Antone's, 12mid.)

BALMORHEA 

Rivers Arms 
(Western Vinyl) 

Not all instrumental 
music is cinematic in 
scope, but Austin’s 
Balmorhea has mas- 
tered the art of sce- 
nic, neoclassical compositions on its second 
Li? Rivers Arms, and does so without relying on 
post-rock dynamics to convey emotional signifi- 
cance. Essentially a recording project between 
pianist Rob Lowe and multi-instrumentalist 
Michael Muller, the duo expands on its debut 
through intricate layers of violin and cello that 
thicken the plot, most evident on the group’s 
revision of "Baleen Morning.” Balmorhea’s 
linear arrangements work best led by Lowe’s 
piano, such as on the fleeting “Barefoot 
Pilgrims.” The intertwining acoustic guitars of 
“The Summer” recall M. Ward’s Duet for Guitars 
#2, while the smoldering “Greyish Tapering 
Ash” reveals an Eastern influence more closely 
aligned with Six Organs of Admittance. Opener 
“San Solomon” and its closing reprise employ 
sparse banjo and voice-as-instrument wordless 
verses. Graceful and refined, Balmorhea’s ready 
for the big screen. (Wednesday, March 12, St.

A nod to Bowie’s 
Ziggy Stardust, Niggy’s a very loose song cycle 
about freeing yourself from conceptions of 
race, gender, sexuality, and realness ... err, 
something. Williams covers U2’s “Sunday 
Bloody Sunday” and pays homage to Bomb 
Squad-era Public Enemy on “Tr(n)igger.” It’s 
uneven but easily one of the most ambitious 
projects of 2007.

DAN DYER 

(Fat Caddy) 

It’s refreshing not 
falling back on labels 
like “retro” and “throw- 
back” when spinning 
Dan Dyer’s self-titled 
debut on Fat Caddy 
Records. Sure, the 
Austinite’s smoky vocals recall giants like 
Stevie Wonder and Donny Hathaway, but Dyer 
has as much in common with Spearhead’s 
Michael Franti and Lenny Kravitz, who pro- 
duced his 2004 solo debut, Of What Lies 
Beneath, to chilly reviews. Turn your stereo up, 
and Dyer’s rich voice wraps around you on the 
crawling, gospel-tinged opener “Love Chain.” 
Earnestness is in short supply in today’s blue- 
eyed soul, but Dyer wears emotions on his 
sleeve and never sings with tongue in cheek, 
repeatedly asserting that “love can change 
your life” on “Love’s a Game.” In a divine fal- 
setto, the album’s funkiest track, “Anne-Marie,” 
poses the classic jilted lovers’ question: 

“Why you trippin’?” (Wednesday, March 12, 
Momo’s, lam.)

LEMONHEADS 

It's a Shame About Ray 
Collector's Edition 
(Atlantic/Rhino) 

Evan Dando loved 
heroin. The first time 
he tried it was in 
Australia, where he 
had gone to write 
songs for what would become 1992’s It’s 
a Shame About Ray, the Lemonheads’ fifth 
album. It worked for a while, too. The first 
two-thirds of Ray might be one of the five or 
six finest documents of nongrunge melodic 
slacker angst. From opening “Rockin Stroll” 
through “Alison's Starting to Happen," Dando’s 
sleepwalk vocals are the perfect foil to the 
wannabe Seattle-sound guitars. A cheeky cover 
of “Mrs. Robinson” was eventually tacked on 
to demonstrate how easily Dando could cross 
over to mainstream appeal. Sadly, mainline 
appeal was much stronger. Five years later, 
Dando was MIA, and Ray, which at one time 
appeared a natural outgrowth from the group’s 
underappreciated Atlantic debut, Lovey, ended 
up the aberration in a short-circuited career of 
disappointments. Bonus demos and a DVD of 
videos and footage of Dando during his Aussie 
stint play mildly interesting, but they mostly 
remind one of how royally Dando fucked up 
what might have been. (Wednesday, March 
12, Emo’s Annex, lam.)

Texas coastal fishing piers provide the 
means to walk on water. With or without a fish- 
ing pole, taking a short walk on a long pier is no 
ordinary day in the park. 

In general, it seems to take a lot of work to 
fish, particularly from a pier. Many fishermen push 
shopping carts or pull wagons piled high with 
chairs, tackle boxes, and coolers with rods stick- 
ing out of the pile - like long pins in a cushion - 
to a favorite spot along the railing. Then it’s hours 
of waiting punctuated by a few minutes of excite- 
ment, if you're lucky. I would rather be a spectator 
and just enjoy the breeze, sunshine, and view. 

Along the Texas coast there are 98 public 
piers, according to the Texas General Land 
Office’s Texas Beach & Bay Access Guide. You 
can access a free download or order the guide 
at www.glo.state.tx.us/coastal/access/index.html 
or by calling 800/998-4456. 

Most fishing piers charge a nominal entrance 
fee or per-rod fee, but some will let nonfisher- 
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men walk the planks for free. What’s biting, 
besides the mosquitoes, often depends on the 
location, depth of water, and season. The major- 
ity of the piers are wheelchair-accessible. 

Unless the pier is in a state park, a state fish- 
ing license is required. 

One of the longest piers on the Texas coast 
is actually a bridge with the middle cut out. In 
1967, the highway department replaced the 
bridge over Copano Bay and left the old struc- 
ture to the fishermen. The north pier is 2,500 
feet long, and the south end of the former 
causeway reaches 6,190 feet into the bay. At a 
little more than 25 feet wide, it’s hard to imag- 
ine driving across the old bridge on a dark and 
stormy night. 

A former state park, Copano Bay Fishing Pier 
has concession stands at both entrances operat- 
ed by the Aransas County Navigation District. The 
lighted pier is open 24 hours, seven days a week. 
The pier is five miles north of Rockport on TX 35.

Nueces County operates 18 public piers, 
more than any other governmental entity on the 
Texas coast. Two of the best are Bob Hall Pier 
and Horace Caldwell Pier. 

At the north end of Padre Island, Bob Hall 
Pier reaches out over the surf in Padre Balli 
Park. The first of the three Bob Hall Piers was 
built in the 1950s. After two of the wooden 
structures were blown away in hurricanes, the 
current T-shaped pier was built with reinforced 
concrete. At 1,250 feet long, it reaches water 
deep enough that tarpon, a large fish with a sail 
along its back, have been caught from the pier. 

Owned by the county but operated by a con- 
cessionaire, the Ozone Bar & Griii at the 
entrance to the pier serves a good taco and 
cold beer, plus it sells and rents fishing tackle. 
During the day, surfers gather in the breaks 
caused by the pilings. At night, fishermen gather 
around the lights. 

Another popular surfing spot is around the 
Horace Caldwell Pier, extending 1,240 feet over 
the waves at the end of Beach Street in Port 
Aransas. The concessionaire is working on 
reopening the snack bar and bait shop. It's a 
nice walk to the T-head at the end of the pier 
during the day or under the lights at night. 

The city of Fulton operates a fishing pier near 
the harbor that offers a nice view of the passing 
boat traffic. The fishing pier at Goose Island State 
Park in Rockport is more of a trip into nature. The 
lighted wooden pier stretches 1,620 feet to sev- 
eral islets and oyster banks. The price of admis- 
sion to the park includes access to the pier and 
the state champion coastal live oak tree. 

The Port Lavaca State Fishing Pier is part of 
another old causeway that was recycled. What 
was once touted as the longest fishing pier in 
the world, at 3,200 feet, was considerably 
shortened after the wooden structure caught 
fire twice. Extending into Lavaca Bay, it is a pop- 
ular place to catch redfish, sheepshead, trout, 
flounder, and drum. The city manages the pier, 
beach, boardwalk, observation tower, and a rec- 
reational-vehicle park at Lighthouse Beach Park.

PLAYING THROUGH

With a handful of games remaining in the 
regular season, the Austin Ice Bats are gun- 
ning for the playoffs. Frankly, I think they’re set- 
ting the bar a little low. 

The Bats haven’t made the Central Hockey 
League playoffs since 2003. They’ve never won 
the league championship. Through the first of 
the year, they were scraping the bottom of the 
barrel, with a 7-22-1 record. Since then, 
they’ve been on a tear, winning 16 of 23 
games as of last Friday. 

But I see a glory even greater than a league 
championship. I see the stuff Will Ferrell mov- 
ies are made of. 

Maybe it's the arena they play in. “Hey," I 
asked Brien Rea, the team’s media relations/ 
play-by-play/PA guy, during a break in the action 
against the Amarillo Gorillas on Friday, Feb. 29, 
“what’s the deal with ...” 

“With the crappiest arena in the history of 
hockey?” 

That wasn’t my question, actually. But, yeah, 
since Rea brought it up, what is the deal with 
the Chaparral Ice Arena? This is a professional 
franchise, after all, valued at more than a million 
dollars. They’re in their 12th season. And they’re 
playing on a roller rink, practically. I mean, it has 
ice and all but not enough seats to turn a profit. 

Thinking the team had an inside track on an 
arena in Cedar Park, it pulled the ice plant out 
of its old arena, the Travis County Expo Center. 
But the deal fell through. 

A few weeks before the season, it was look- 
ing like the Bats might just pack it in. Or at 
least sit out for the year, hoping to regroup for 
the following season. 

Randy Sanders bought the franchise in 
September and immediately began looking for 
a new home. “If you put the right mix together,” 
he says, “you can bake a cake.” 

A cupcake, anyway. 

“I understood that it would lose money this 
year, but I wanted to keep the franchise alive,” 
says Sanders, who has only been on the ice 
once in his life, for a team photo. “My goal is to 
turn it into affordable family entertainment. We 
have all the ingredients. We’ve got sumo wres- 
tling on ice. We’ve got our Pelvis Elvis contest." 

They also have a bunch of amiable 
Canadians who seemed to have accepted, 
even embraced, playing before only a few hun- 
dred fans in the Chaparral Ice Arena. 

“After we lost in Corpus Christi on New 
Year’s Eve, a bunch of guys went out and got 
drunk,” Rea said. “Maybe I shouldn't say this, 
but they puked all over the bus on the way 
home. It's like they puked up the first half of 
the season. Ever since, they’ve been a differ- 
ent team. They’re playing because they love the 
game. Nobody is going to make it to the NHL. 
We have no prospects. We know that. But you 
know what? We’re making it work.” 

They’re making it work the way a sublimely 
half-assed Will Ferrell movie works. 

And that works for me.

Excepting the very lucky few, everyone has experienced unrequited love. Daniel Johnston’s work, 
as seen and heard through the lens of Speeding Motorcycle, is an exploration of that particular 
brand of melancholy. The story is mostly autobiographical. A young man loves a young woman, but 
she loves an undertaker. So it was in Johnston’s life, and so it is for Joe the Boxer, the show’s pro- 
tagonist. And while most of us have experienced unrequited love, few of us are able to articulate 
it. Perhaps it takes an unbalanced mind to capture those unbalanced emotions. Even audience 
members who are unfamiliar with Daniel Johnston will quickly gather that this show is told from the 
point of view of a lost mind. A beautiful lost mind in which pain fuels creativity. Melancholy shines in 
this peculiar show. Summed up into one image, Speeding Motorcycle is a hero in a 
straitjacket, brimming with hope and with tears. 

Unfortunately, the show is as disjointed as its main character. Act I is intriguing, 
moving, and filled with curious imagery. Act II is far less interesting. Joe was a 
tortured soul on Act I's earth, but he is a jaded B-list comedian in Act M’s heaven. 
The show tries to slap a happy face on something that was better left to its dark- 
ness. Joe the Boxer is played by three actors (even more Joes appear at times 
when the chorus assumes his likeness). But this split-personality device is not 
used to any great effect. One of the three Joes becomes the main Joe, played by 
Kyle Sturdivant, who exudes fragile hope and is captivating. The second Joe plays 
like a sidekick, and the third Joe is barely present. The lopsided development of this trio feels like 
failed execution rather than choice. The ensemble that backs up Joe, playing medical staff in the 
psych ward or funeral attendees, is strong and wonderfully eclectic. They provide the show’s most 
powerful voices and fun characters, with Adam Smith’s Captain America (yes, Captain America) 
a notable delight. Adriene Mishler plays Laurie, the object of Joe’s unrequited love. The role is 
fairly lean - her character floats as an elusive figment at the edges of Joe’s mind - but Mishler’s 
performance is full of detail, down to the repeated gesture of clutching one arm across her body 
as she leans into her undertaker husband, a gesture that is affectionate but guarded, as if she 
suffers silently from the knowledge that she has broken a man’s heart. 

Jason Nodler provides a program insert of director’s notes that are extensive and beautifully 
written. They do exactly what such a tool ought to do: increase your potential enjoyment of the 
show. The notes introduce you to the world of Daniel Johnston, giving insight into the nature 
of his work and providing reference points for navigating it, and they tell the story of how the 
show came to be. Most importantly, they prepare you for the style of the show’s narrative. “The 
events are not chronological - they exist at all times, as memories of lost love always seem to 
do.” Nodler enables you to be moved by the dreamlike expression of Joe’s story. 
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It is a show that requires audience members to open their minds. When there are six Joes 
onstage singing a love song called “Mind Contorted,” you really have to go there with them 
- go to that strange place in the heart where one can believe in lost causes. The imagery is 
beautiful. A man in a straitjacket places a phone call with his nose. Johnston's “Hi, How Are 
You?” frog is brought to life. A straitjacketed Joe watches an unbound Joe having a picnic 
with Laurie. A man with a shovel steals Laurie away from the picnic. Joe is left to pick up the 
pieces, attempting to carry two guitars and a blanket and a picnic basket and a chord book 
all with just two human hands. The show is unusual. Several people left at intermission. But 
if you can stand to dwell in that tenuous margin of life where heartbreaking loneliness meets 
relentless hope, then this show is worth watching. - Hannah Kenah

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Stones in His Pockets

They’re makin’ a movie in County Kerry, doncha know, 
those people from Hollywood, with their cameras and trail- 
ers and starlets and lines of coke. They’ve hired most of 
the men in the village to play the dispossessed and the 
downtrodden, three hunnert and fifty in all, at 40 quid a day. 
They’ve even hired ol ’ Mickey, the last survivin’ extra from 
when the Duke himself was in The Quiet Man. But some they 
won’t hire because some have been infected by the drugs 
that have found their way from the cities to the country. 

Young men like Sean, who wants 
nothin’ more 
than to stand in 
the background 
and feel like he’s 
a part of things, 
the same way he 
did when he was 
young and gazed 
upon the cows in 
the fields. Some 
they just won’t give the chance, 
so some of those despair, fillin’ 
their pockets with stones and 
walkin’ into the water. 

Hopefully, I haven’t given too 
much away. The title of this 
Marie Jones script is, at least 
at first glance, a curiosity, and 
perhaps knowing the event from 
which the play draws its name 
will be helpful for those attending who are unfamiliar with 
the story. Because while Sean and his untimely death are 
the touchstones of this Irish tale, the play isn’t about death 
so much as it is about dreams and their doing and undoing, 
especially the dreams of two of the extras: Jake Quinn, who’s 
traveled to America and returned with dreams deferred, and 
Charlie Conlon, who's written a script he believes will make 
him part of the dream machine, if only he can get one of 
those Hollywood types to read it. David Stahl plays Jake, and 
Michael Stuart plays Charlie. In fact, Stahl and Stuart play 
all the roles, and while only 13 characters are listed in the 


program, I could swear they played more - and most likely 
did, given the 15 pairs of shoes that serve as part of the set 
design. While mostly they play together, on more than one 
occasion they play scenes with themselves, one or the other 
of them handling two characters conversing at once, chang- 
ing roles by augmenting their Irish brogues and turning their 
hats a different way. On another occasion, they both talk at 
the same time and run the lines over each other, skillfully 
creating the feel of a crowded room. But more often than not, 

it’s the two of them together, 
assaying the men, the women, 
and the boys of Hollywood 
and of County Kerry. 

The Austin Playhouse pro- 
duction runs like a well-oiled 
machine, and while much of 
the credit for that must go to 
Stahl and Stuart, who almost 
never let the tempo lag while 
allowing most of the more dra- 
matic moments to play them- 
selves out, some credit must 
go to director Don Toner, who, 
besides wisely choosing to 
trust his two much-more-than- 
competent actors, stages this 
2001 Laurence Olivier Award 
winner for Best Comedy much 
like the original production 
was staged: with a backdrop 
of blue sky and green field, a few stools, a bench, a large 
wicker basket, and the aforementioned 15 pairs of shoes 
lining the back wall of the stage. With the Gunn Brothers 
providing some fine Irish music to augment the settings, 
the evening is pretty much a delight from beginning to end, 
and while I would have preferred a slightly slower tempo to 
start the show, and perhaps some well-placed light cues to 
help me and everyone else watching adjust to the fact that 
two actors were playing everyone and his brother, Stahl and 
Stuart command the stage, as well as our undivided atten- 
tion, from beginning to end. - Barry Pineo

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Jade Walker: 
Merriment ’ 

Big Medium Bay 10 Project Space,

Jade Walker’s current solo show is filled 
with furry, soft sculptures that seem more 
human than inanimate objects. Bright orange, 
blue, and red shapes are either stacked or 
falling down from what looks 
like an office-chair base struc- 
ture, some futuristic exercise 
equipment, or a large, strange 
vacuum cleaner. The show 
is packed to the seams with 
three colorful, large, freestand- 
ing sculptures, a large flesh- 
colored installation on the 
wall, and a series of smaller 
hung “study objects” that are reminiscent of 
internal organs on display or some very sexual 
medical supplies. 

Walker’s work conjures up a slew of images 
from the lineage of female sculptors, such 
as Eva Hesse's circular, almost breastlike 
pieces to the long drip shapes within Louise 
Bourgeois’ work. Yet since Walker comes from 
a significantly different generation and set of 
influences, it is striking to see the lineage of 
the shapes move in and out of her work. Each 
piece has subtle nuances of color on the 
edges or seams that tie the separated pieces 
both literally and figuratively together. Even 
the large wall installation has a petticoat 
underneath it with a small orange stripe at 
the bottom like a fancy party dress hanging in 
your closet. 

The use of felt and puffy shapes as a way 
to indicate density in each piece works on 
Walker’s behalf. Each of the freestanding 
objects is part of an ongoing series, and all 
are titled with Figure followed by a number. The 
most successful pieces are Figure Four and 
Figure Five, which are also the most structur- 
ally sound in terms of steadiness and weight. 
Five is made with weight pads and cast rubber, 
hence the exercise-equipment reference, but 
there is something seemingly sexual about 
the position of the pad on the backside with 
a post coming out of the top and some foam 
padding placed around the end. It looks like 
a massage chair turned on its head. Also 
the bright-orange fabric used as the skirt and 
head to the piece causes enticement. Four, 
on the other hand, actually has an office-chair 
base under the skirt of large red drops, which 
cascade from the flesh-colored pillow on top. 
This one reminds me of a mummy costume 
for Halloween with all the toilet-paper strands 
coming off, although the red droplets are much 
larger, and it is their weight and density that 
are the most intriguing. The shapes have per- 
sonalities, and these seem to be floppy almost 
like a dog’s floppy ears. 

Walker offers a window into a variety of 
ideas by utilizing each method or process of 
sculpture, from the freestanding objects to a 
miniwall installation to the fabric drawings and 
finally to the small wall objects that are a prod- 
uct of edited pieces from the larger “figure” 
sculptures. Showing how Walker deciphers 
editing shapes from the larger work, this piece 
more than any other allows the viewer to roam 
around in her decision-making process. All in 
all, Walker’s show is a successful display of 
ideas and definitions of gender and sexuality 
in relation to our perceptions of the human fig- 
ure and body parts. - Rachel Cook

O THE BAND'S VISIT 

D: Eran Kolirin; with Shlomi Avraham, Saleh 
Bakri, Ronit Elkabetz, Sasson Gabai, Uri Gavriel, 
Imad Jabarin, Ahuva Keren, Francois Khell. 

(PG-13, 87 min.) 

With their epaulet-fringed uniforms and 
expressionless faces, the eight mem- 
bers of the Alexandria Ceremonial Police 
Orchestra would be noticeable anywhere; 
lined up like powder-blue deadpan ducks 
on the side of the road in the tiny Israeli 
desert town of Bet Flatikva, however, they 
look like visitors from another planet - 
which I suppose they are, Egypt and Israel 
being neighbors in geography only and 
always just a couple of wrong chess moves 
away from outright antagonism. But Jewish 
cafe owner Dina (Elkabetz) isn’t interested 
in politics or history. She and her friends 
are simply bored to death in Bet Flatikva 
and therefore happy to take the band mem- 
bers, who had the misfortune of getting 
on the wrong bus during a tour, into their 
world for the night, if for no other reason 
than to experience something different. On 
paper, The Band’s Visit sounds like a setup 
for some feel-good absurdist comedy: a 
fish-out-of-water story in a land without 
fish or water, a desert Northern Exposure. 
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But Kolirin isn’t interested in cultural dif- 
ferences; he’s concerned with loneliness 
and human detachment, two issues that 
transcend borders and language barriers. 
The orchestra’s leader, Tawfiq (Gabai), is a 
man who relies on ceremonial exactitude 
and social distance to hide his regrets and 
sadness, while Dina wears her scars and 
gashes on her sleeve for all to see. The 
other members of the band are lost souls 
who can barely speak to one another, while 
their Israeli hosts spend their time trying 
in vain to start relationships or save them. 
In Bet Flatikva, everyone - local, guest, 

Jew, Arab - is staring into a great abyss,

and the only thing pulling them back is 
music: When conversation at the home 
of one Israeli family turns embittered, a 
spontaneous performance of Gershwin’s 
“Summertime’’ salves the wounds; the 
quiet desperation of the group’s clarinet- 
ist finds voice in a homespun concerto; 
even the cosmicaily detached Tawfiq, who 
seems light years away from romanticism, 
is incredulous when Dina asks him why 
a police department would need a band: 
“That,” he answers, "is like asking why a 
man needs a soul.” In a world where every- 
one is damaged and citizens from neighbor- 
ing countries have to rely on broken English

to communicate, music is a lifeline and the 
quickest route between two distant points. 
By the time Tawfiq, Dina, and the band’s

THE BANK JOB

In 1971, a group of low-rent thieves dug 
into the vault at a Lloyds bank in central 
London, raided the safe-deposit boxes 
they found there, and made off with an 
enormous amount of cash and jewelry. For 
days, the robbery was the talk of London: 
the brazenness of the criminals, the inabil- 
ity of the police to secure their arrests or 
retrieve the stolen goods, and, most fasci- 
nating of all, the story of the amateur ham- 
radio operator who had randomly stumbled 
upon the walkie-talkie conversations of the 
heist men as they dug their tunnel. The 
so-called “walkie-talkie bank job” became a 
cause celebre. And then - just like that - it 
was gone, buried underneath a government 




gagging order that forbade coverage of the 
story for 30 years. The reason for the order 
was unclear, but popular lore regards the 
government as responsible for the break- 
in, having hired the robbers in order to get 
inside the safe-deposit box of a controver- 
sial black nationalist/drug smuggler who, 
it was said, was sitting on compromising 
photos of Princess Margaret. Well, it's been 
30 years, so now we get The Bank Job, 
which blends together the daring of the 
bank-heist genre with the looming dread of 
the political-paranoia genre and, in the pro- 
cess, creates its own particular world: Call 
it the “Pandora’s box” genre. When Terry 
Leather (Statham) and his motley gang of 
thieves pop open those safe-deposit boxes, 
they don’t just blow the lid off a criminal 
extortion ring; they stumble into a whole 
universe of police corruption, financial 
malfeasance, sexual degeneracy, political 
conspiracy, murder, torture, and upper- 
class salaciousness. In other words: a 
moviemaker’s dream. Unfortunately for our 
heroes, there are consequences to actions 
that upset rich and powerful people, and 
where The Bank Job really thrives is in its 
depiction of the cold, hard realities of a life 
spent dipping your hands in other people’s 
pockets. Unlike the other great caper films 
of the last 10 years, like Ocean's Eleven 
and The Italian Job - stylish affairs in which 
punishment is close enough to give the 
audience a sense of lingering danger but 
never so close that it gets in the way of the 
technological fetishism and love of tailored 
shirts that apparently make grand larceny 
such a kick - the blowback in The Bank 
Job is real and ugly and involves some sort 
of pneumatic paint-stripping machine that 
would freak out the Coen brothers. Rather 
than work under the modern-day Hollywood 
theory that the right suit and the right hair- 



cut are just as important to a successful 
heist as criminal expertise, The Bank Job 
makes the rather more daring argument 
that neither is really necessary as long as 
you have an excess of moxie, dire financial 
need, and a willingness to accept that 
prison, death, and other (considerably less 
pleasant) punishments are the risks of a 
life spent on the wrong side of both the law 
and the lawbreakers. - Josh Rosenblatt

MISS PETTIGREW LIVES FOR A DAY 

D: Bharat Nalluri; with Frances McDormand, Amy 
Adams, Shirley Henderson, Lee Pace, Mark Strong, 
Ciaran Hinds. (PG-13, 92 min.) 

The Blitz was not all chip-rationing and 
stiff-upper-lipness for the Londoners who 
endured it - there was also the West End, 
gin, and the promise of non-Nazi-induced 
blackouts and sasstacular American movie 
stars, or at least that’s what we have here. 
As Miss Pettigrew, the unflappable, always 
appealing McDormand submerges her 
sense of style and her not inconsiderate wit 
into the titular character first created by 
novelist Winifred Watson in 1938. Miss 
Pettigrew is an unemployed nanny with a 
no-nonsense streak and an exceedingly 
dour sense of couture, who bluffs her way 
into a job as the “social secretary” for the 
brain-dead, proto-fashionista, Yank-on- 
holiday starlet Delysia Lafosse (Adams, of 
Junebug and Enchanted), with appropriately 
hilarious results. Or maybe not so hilarious, 
depending on how you feel about PG. 
Wodehouse’s Jeeves and Bertie stories 
(which are echoed here), madcap screwball 
comedies of the Thirties (ditto), and Adams’ 
relentlessly chipper perkiness, which would 
threaten to tip over into outright self-parody 
were one not already aware of what a tal- 
ented comedienne she can be. Watching 
Adams bat her eyes, grind her hips, and 
befuddle herself betwixt the revolving cast 
of semieligible suitors (Pace, Strong, Hinds) 
who wander pre- and postcoitally into her 
widespread and indiscriminate arms as she 
vies for financial security, love, and a plum 
theatrical part (although not necessarily in 
that order), is great fun: “What ho, Jeeves!” 
indeed. (However, watching McDormand 
read the Manhattan white pages to herself 
in a dark room would, one suspects, be 
even more entertaining.) Adams titillates, 
but McDormand fascinates, an important 
distinction. That Miss Pettigrew, apparently 
a closed circuit from the start, should in the 
end outshine her bubble-headed charge, a 
real live wire from the get-go, is less a 
shocking discovery than the starting-off 
point for a swell stage play or, as here, a 
novel from the prefeminist trenches. The 
comedic success of this pair of dramatic 
archetypes, the radiant flibbertigibbet and 
the gray, lumpen elder spinster, in a light- 
weight bit of piffle such as this is a testa- 
ment to both Adams’ and McDormand’s 
smarts. It’s tough to play dumb when you’re 
not and even more difficult to dial down 
your own innate brilliance. - Marc Savlov

STEEP 

D: Mark Obenhaus. (PG, 92 min.) 

The word "extreme” has gotten such 
a qualifying workout in the past decade- 
plus that it’s become a parody of itself, to 
the extent that even The Simpsons based 
an episode around Bart’s “extreme” 
personality and skateboard prowess. 

So Obenhaus’ documentary on extreme, 
“big mountain” skiing feels, despite its 
jaw-dropping camerawork and patently 
fearless subjects, like a relic from 1998. 
Who knew that extreme skiiing, birthed 
on the 60-degree-angled hell-slopes of 
Chamonix, France, was even extant in the 
powdery wake of prefab punk rock snow- 
boarding? Isn’t skiing, like, for your dad, 
or something? Dude. I am so out of touch. 
I still ride a Powell Peralta (on asphalt, no 
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less). Still, Steep is engrossing in its no- 
crevasse-left-unexplored recounting of the 
birth of the American pole of the sport, by 
accidental daredevil Bill Briggs, who skied 
Jackson Hole, Wyoming’s insanely vertical 
Grand Tetons in the 1960s. From there on 
out, Obenhaus tags along with a variety 
of type A personalities, ranging from the 
French Alps to the far-back country of the 
Alaskan wilderness. In between sequenc- 
es of both rapturous beauty and deadly 
peril, Steep tries to answer the obvious 
question (i.e., “Dude, what were you think- 
ing?]") via interviews with extreme skiers 
past and present, several of whom are 
now dead, having gone out exactly the 
way they presumably wished. The parallels 
between the surfing community’s Endless 
Summer and Steep’s endless winter (or 
the “Lords of Snowtown”) are there for all 
to see, and many of the goggled maniacs 
on display here are revealed to be, in the 
end, pretty sane people. Certainly they’re 
no more mad than Lewis and Clark or 
more foolhardy than the Donner Party, 
both of whom sought to blaze trails into 
previously unexplored, almost certainly 


treacherous territories with mixed results 
and little more than snowshoes. It’s this 
same lust for the final frontier - any final 
frontier - that drives the engines of the 
extreme, legs pistoning over impossible 
odds in the pursuit of doing what has 
never been done before. - Marc Savlov

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WAR DANCE 

D: Sear Fine, Andrea Nix Fine. (PG-13, 105 min.) 

To paraphrase Exene Cervenka of the 
Los Angeles punk band X, “The world's 
a mess; it’s in their dance.” This two- 
pronged documentary, which follows the 
ups, downs, and all-arounds of a group 
of Ugandan schoolchildren - victims of a 
20-year civil war who compete in a nation- 
al dance contest - was both a Sundance 
favorite and a 2008 Oscar nominee, and 
it’s easy to see why. Longtime doc-direct- 
ing couple the Fines are no strangers to 
composing shots that juxtapose scenes of 
tremendous hardship against backdrops 
of eye-watering beauty (they’ve possibly 
done more than their share of National 
Geographic Channel films), and the tech- 
nique serves them well here. Conversely, 
it could be (and has been) argued that the 
sheer volume of what too often seems 
like (though probably aren’t) staged 
sequences of weeping children pounding 
their clenched fists on the dusty graves of 
their parents - and similar-in-tone imag- 
ery - unpleasantly serves to undercut 
the humanitarian disaster inherent in the 
children’s stories themselves. They are 
posed in front of aquamarine backdrops 
(huts, hovels, houses) beneath the impos- 
ing blue majesty of the Ugandan sky, and 
these images are intercut with interview 
footage and lengthy but never overlong 
sequences of the kids practicing for the 
upcoming contest in Kampala. The result 
is to make War Dance seem to be of two 
minds. It’s both a valuable, unassailable 
lesson in overcoming the increasingly 
ritualized, frequently tribal-based atrocities 
that are far too often becoming part and 
parcel of the African continent’s self-iden- 
tity via the arts (specifically the rengenera- 
tive powers of a 500-year-old dance) and 
a textbook primer on how to document 
societal nadirs and recent histories of out- 
right butchery - as only human beings can 
do it - without driving your intended audi- 
ence into the depths of species-centric 
self-loathing and abject depression. We 
in the West are in danger of becoming 
jaded, I think, to the nightmares clamber- 
ing and clawing outside our borders, and if 
this is the only way to recontextualize and 
make known those bloodthirsty midnights 
without pandering or repositioning the 
victims and survivors as them, over there, 
then okay, bring on the aquamarine back- 
grounds and the well-lighted tears streak- 
ing down dusky young faces. “It’s difficult 
for people to believe our story,” says one 
kid, succinctly, eloquently, “but if we don’t 
tell you, you won’t know.” - Marc Saviov

BE KIND REWIND

Gondry, who is something of a visionary, 
doesn’t make artsy movies; he makes ’em craftsy, 
full of gadgets and gizmos and claymation curios.

Schnabel 
uses his stunning visual sense to blur the line 
between experience and memory, desire and reality, 
to create an original world that exists almost entire- 
ly inside Bauby’s head.

Persepolis is at once a confessional autobiogra-

Eighties. Satrapi’s story, which she and Paronnaud 
adapted into an animated film from her graphic 
novels, is both specific and universal, and therein 
lies a large measure of its appeal. "I had survived 
a war, but a banal love story nearly killed me,” she 
comments sardonically at one point. The film's flat, 
mostly black-and-white animation helps convey some 
of the sense of a graphic novel, but moreover, the 
visual look complements the story’s moral sphere, a 
realm governed by absolute rights and wrongs and 
lots of gray in-between areas.

Alex Scally and Victoria Legrand would make the perfect star-crossed couple in 
a 1960s French film. They could do the soundtrack, as well. Baltimore native and 
guitarist Scally and French-born vocalist/pianist Legrand (niece of renown French 
composer Michel Legrand) aren’t a couple, having met in another Baltimore band, 
but when that dissolved due to “dysfunction,” the chanteuse says the two were 
drawn back together. 

“We have our own very separate, distinct personalities,” Legrand states from 
Baltimore days before leaving on tour. “We’re both intense, but our brains work 
differently. Alex is the scientific, technical side, and I’m more visual.” 

Sophomore LP Devotion (Carpark) employs both sides of the brain to even 
greater effect than their 2006 eponymous debut. Scally’s dreamy guitar and 
Legrand's deep, haunted organ have been amplified, partly due to the six or seven 
organs collected for the recording. Legrand’s evolved her voice and lyrics, as well. 

“It was natural, me growing more into my songwriting, getting a little older, my 
ideas getting a little thicker," she explains. “The songwriting has grown; we’ve 
grown; our ears have grown.” The sublime slow burn of “Gila” and intoxicating 
breeze of “You Came to Me" demonstrate that maturity, especially in the arrange- 
ments. It gives Devotion a spiritual glow, a feeling of otherness, like Legrand’s 
singing to a Ouija board. 

“I try to go with the words that come out,” she says. “It’s very subconscious. If 
they end up being sad, then so be it. I have a visual mind, and I see things. Let 
them tell me the story." - Audra Schroeder

CAN MY BICYCLE GET TOWED? 

I saw police officers cutting several bicycle locks and 
taking the bikes away. What gives police the right to 
tow my bicycle? 

Similar to a car, a bicycle can be towed if it’s 
parked in a way that violates a traffic ordinance. 
Austin Ordinance 12-2-15 prohibits parking a bicy- 
cle in a manner that obstructs pedestrian or vehicle 
traffic, in a space designated as a vehicle parking 
place, or between two designated vehicle parking 
places. Moreover, a bicycle may also be towed if it’s 
attached or secured to public or private property in 
a manner that may damage, impair, or render the 
property unusable. 

In addition, a bicycle can be towed if it’s 
considered to be abandoned property. Under 
Austin Ordinance 9-1-1 (2), unattended personal 
property (such as bicycles) in public places is 
considered abandoned if it is left in a way that 
violates the law, for more than 48 contiguous 
hours, or in a manner that interferes with vehicu- 
lar or pedestrian traffic. The city has the right to 
remove and impound the bicycle and may also 
put a lien on it to collect the costs incurred by 
the city to impound and store the bicycle. 

As if paying to get your own bicycle back isn’t 
punishment enough, towed bikes can also cause 
misdemeanors and fines. Specifically, riders who 
fail to comply with appropriate bicycle parking 
requirements could be subject to a class C misde- 
meanor and a fine of $20 (first conviction) or $40 
(multiple convictions). 

The safe play is always to park your bicycle in a 
manner that complies with the law. Assuming the 
rider is not in violation of other traffic ordinances, 
the city of Austin specifically acknowledges that a 
person is allowed to park a bicycle against a street 
curb, in a bicycle rack on a sidewalk, or against 
a building. Check out city of Austin ordinances 
(Chapter 12-2) for more information on traffic 
regulations that affect bicycle riders in Austin.

A SHAKY PROBLEM 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I’m in Taji, Iraq, driving a Mitsubishi diesel 
pickup with a turbo, intercooled engine. It’s 
very hard to start in the morning. You have 
to pump the gas at least 10 times, and then, 
once it starts, you have to hold the pedal all the 
way down until it stops shaking. There are no 
external markings to indicate that the truck is 
a diesel. Not even the gas cap is marked. Do 
you suppose that the previous driver put gaso- 
line in it by accident? Or is there some other 
problem ? Please help. Contractor support here 
is minimal, and the shaking is hard on an old 
guy like me first thing in the morning. - Dan 

RAY: If I were in Iraq, a little engine 
shake would be the last thing I’d be wor- 
ried about, Dan. Those “backfires” are 
what would scare the heck out of me! 

TOM: From your description, it sounds 
like not all of your cylinders are firing right 
away, like it’s running on two or three cyl- 
inders. You can keep the engine from stall- 
ing by planting your foot on the gas pedal. 
But it’s not until the engine warms up that 
the other cylinders jump in and make the 
truck drivable. 

RAY: The first thing I’d suspect, in 
that case, would be your fuel filter or 
fuel injectors. 

TOM: The fuel filter could be clogged 
for all kinds of reasons. Perhaps no one’s 
changed it since Saddam threw out all the 
Jiffy al-Lubes. Or maybe some “unfriend- 
lies” have been filling the tank with camel 
whiz? Who knows? 

RAY: If the fuel filter is clean, or the 
problem continues after you change it, 
then it could be partially plugged injectors. 
When an engine’s cold, it’s very unforgiv- 
ing of stuff like that. 

TOM: But once an engine warms up, a 
bad spray pattern from an injector is less of 
a big deal. 

RAY: Of course, if the truck continues 
to run rough even after it’s warm and idles 
roughly, then you could have something 
more serious: a wom-out engine with 
lousy compression. In which case you’ll 
have to appeal for some better contractor 
support, Dan, in the form of a new engine. 
Good luck.

There used to be a time when everyone you met in Austin was either a 
musician or fucking one. That’s still pretty much the case, but increasingly 
those sullen, tattooed, artsy types who work on the assembly line at the 
sandwich shop are aspiring filmmakers. Sounds glitzy on the surface, but if 
you’ve ever spent any quality time on a film set you Imow it has about the 
same sex appeal as a day at the DMV Seriously. Filmmaking is tedious work, 
and regardless of what Quentin Tarantino would have you think, most film- 
makers rarely end up in coke-fueled penthouse orgies with the Budweiser 
Swim Team - unless it’s actually written into the script. Nonetheless, the 
proliferation in aspiring filmmakers has some definite upside. For instance, 
your filmmaker friends won’t be nagging you to come to their lam Monday 
night gig at Bourbon Rocks. At most they might occasionally ask you to click 
a YouTube link - probably of some video they made with a crack junkie 
cameraman and a microphone that was strapped to the back of a Yorkshire 
terrier. Ugly yes, but at least you know the YouTube is going to end in 10 
minutes or less - unlike your buddy’s band at Bourbon Rocks, who will 
invariably launch into a half hour noise jazz reworking of “Cortez the Killer” 
that will clear the room quicker than a canister of pepper spray. You can also 
pretty much bet that your filmmaker friend won’t be bringing home a posse 
of illiterate, tooth-grinding meth-heads to play Grand Theft Auto at three in 
the morning. He might, however, stay up all night drinking iced coffee and 
animating tides for his no-budget zombie/slasher flick. OK, so that’s not 
exactly Habitat for Humanity level work on the karmic payback scale, but 
at least he’s not practicing chest thumping bass solos into the wee hours 
of the morning or pile-driving his hairdresser girlfriend into the headboard 
on the other side of your shared wall. This is not to say that filmmakers 
can’t occasionally be annoying. Really, with exception of a few translucent- 
skinned film geeks, no one really wants to engage in exhaustive discussions 
about Kurosawa or Herzog or Wenders at a cocktail party unless it’s in the 
context of a hilarious anecdote involving a priest and a rabbi, a farmer and 
his daughter; or a bar patron with a duck on his shoulder. Ditto for F-stop 
settings, lighting techniques, and composite editing. You don’t see musicians 
at cocktail parties talking about alternate tunings, improvisation techniques, 
or intonation adjustments. F that S. They’re standing on the roof stoned out 
of their gourds screaming crazy shit like, “I am a golden god!” Smash cut 
to panties hitting the floor. There is a lesson to be learned here, probably. 
Maybe it’s that boring musicians are pretty much doomed from the get-go, 
but boring filmmakers can at least partially redeem themselves by choosing 
interesting subjects. This Saturday at 7:30 at the Alamo Drafthouse on South 
Lamar, the SXSW Film Festival will put that theory to the test by hosting the 
regional premiere of Alex Gibney’s Gonzo: The Life and Work of Dr. Hunter S. 
Thompson. Regardless of his conversational prowess, Gibney knows how to 
make a good film. He earned an Oscar nomination for one of his previous 
documentaries, Enron: The Smartest Guys in the Room. Gonzo is not the first 
documentary about Thompson nor will it be the last, but it’s safe to say that 
the subject matter should make this bird fly even if it’s a turkey.
